CHAP. I. 
1 The creation of heaven and earth. 26 Of man int he 
image of God. 29 The appointment of: food. 

N the beginning God created the heaven and the earth. 

2 And the earth was without form, and void; and datk- 
ness was upon the face of the deep. And the Spirit of God 
moved upon the face of the waters. 

S And God said, Let there be light : and there was light. 

4 And God saw the light, that z¢ was good: and God 
divided the light from the darkness. 

5 And God called the light Day, and the darkness he called 
Night: and the evening and the morning were the first day. 

6 And God said, Let there be a firmament in the midst of 
the waters: and let it divide the waters from the waters. 

7 And God made the firmament, and divided the waters 
which were wider the firmament from the waters which were 
above the firmament: and it was so. 

8 And God called the firmament Heaven: and the even- 
ing and the mornmg were the second day. 

g And God said, Let the waters under the heaven be 
gathered together unto one place, and let the dry /and ap- 
pear: and it was so. 

10 And God called the dry Zand Earth; and the gather- 
wg together of the waters called he Seas: and God saw that 
2t was good. 

11 And God said, Let the earth bring forth grass, the herb 
yielding seed, and the fruit tree yielding fruit after his kind, 
whose seed és in itself, upon the earth: and it was so. 

12 And the earth brought forth grass, and herb yielding 
seed after his kind, and the tree yielding fruit, whose seed 
wras in itself, after his kind: and God saw that it was good. 

13 And the evening and the morning were the third day. 

14 And God said, Let there be lights in the firmament of

" the heaven, to divide the day from the night; and Jet them be 
for signs, and for seasons, and for days,_ and years : 

15 And let them be for lights in the firmament of the 
heaven, to give light upon the earth: and it was so. 

16 And God made two great lights; the greater light to

_ the stars.also. | | 

17 And God set them jn the firmament of the heaven, to 
give light upon the earth, | 

18 And to rule over the day, and over the night, and to 
divide the light from the darkness; and God saw that zt was 
good. 

19 And the evening and the morning were the fqurth day. 

20 And God said, Let the waters bring forth abundantly 
the moving creature that hath life, and fowl that may fly 
above the earth in the open firmament of heaven. . 

21 And God created great whales, and every living creae 
ture that moveth, which the waters brought forth abundantly 
after their kind, and every winged fowl] after his kind; and 
God saw that 1¢ was good. | 

a@ And God blessed them, saying, Be fruitful, and mule 
tiply, and fill the waters in the seas, and let fowl multiply in 

the earth. | : 
_ @3 And the evening and the morning wete the fifth day. 
_24 And God said, Let the earth bring forth the living 
creature after his kind, cattle and creeping thing, and beast 
of the earth after his kind: and it was so. 

25 And God made the heast of the earth after his kind, 
and cattle after their kind, and every thing that creepeth upon 
the earth after his kind: and God saw that it was good. . 

265 | And God said, Let us make man in our image, after 
our likeness: and let them have dominion over the fish of 
the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and over the cattle, and 
over all the earth, and over every creeping thing that creepeth 
upan the earth. 

27 So God created man im his own image, in the image of 
God created he him; male.and female created he them. 

28 And God blessed them, and God said unto them, Be 
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fruitful, and multiply, and replenish the earth, and sabsnde 


it: and have dominion over the fish of the sea, and over the 
fowl of the air, and over every living thing that moveth upon 
the earth. 

29 q And God said, Behold, I have given you every herb 
bearing seed which 2 upon the face of all the earth, and 
every tree, in the which ts the fruit of a tree yielding seed ; 
to you it shall be for meat. 

SO And to every beast of the aie and to every fowl of 
the air, and to every thing that creepeth upon the earth, 
wherein there is life, I have given every green herb for meat: 
and it was 80. 

31 And God saw every thing that he had made, and be- 
hold, tt was very goed. And the evening and the morning 
were the sixth day. 


CHAP. II.

tree of knowledge. 19 The creatures named. 2) W oman 
made, and marriage instituted. 


Tus the heavens and the earth were finished, and all the 
host of then. , 

@ And on the seventh day God ended his work which he 
had made; and he rested on the seventh day from all his 
work which he had made. 

3 And God blessed the seventh day, and sanctified it: 
because that in it he had rested from all his work, which 
God created and: made. 

4 These are the generations of the heavens and of the 
earth, wifén they were created, in the day that the Logp 
God made the earth and the heavens, 

5 And every plant of the field before it was in the earth, 
and every herb of the field before it grew: for the Loxp 
God had not caused it to rain upon the earth, and there was 
not a man to till the ground. a 

6 But there went up a mist from the earth, and watered 
‘the whole face of the ground. 

7 And the Lorp God formed man of the dust of the 
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gtound, and breathed into his nostrils the breath of life ; and 
man became 4 living soul. 

8 ¥ And the Lorp God planted a garden eastward in 
Eden ; and there he put the man whom he had formed. 

9 And out of the ground made the Lorp God to grow 
every tree that is pleasant to the sight, and good for food ; 
the tree of life also in the midst of the garden, and the tree 
of knowledge of good and evil. 

10 Anda river went out of Eden.to water the arden: and 
from thence it was parted, and became into four heads. 

11 The name of the first is Pison: that is it which com- 
passeth the whole land of Havilah, where there is gold; 

12 And the gold of that land 4s good: there is bdellium 
and the onyx stone. 

13 And the name of the second river 7s Gihon: the same 
ts it that compasseth the whole land of Ethiopia. . 

14 And the name of the third river is Hiddekel: that és 
it which goeth toward the east of Assyria. And the fourth 
river 7s Euphrates. 

15 And the Lorp God took the man, and put him into 
the garden of Eden, to dress it and to keep it. 

16 ¥ And the Lorp God commanded the man, saying, 
Of every tree of the garden thou mayest freely eat: 

17 But of the tree of the knowledge of good and evil, 
than shalt not eat of it: for in the day that thou eatest there- 
of, thou shalt surely die. 

18 And the Lorp God said, J¢ 2s not good that the map 
should be alone: I will make him an help meet for him. 

_ 19 & And out of the ground the Lorp God. formed every 
‘ beast of the field, and every fowl of the air; arid breught them 

_ unto Adam to see what he would call them: and whatsoever 

Adam called every living creature, that was the name thereof. 

20 And Adam gave names to all cattle, and to the fowl of 
the air, and to every beast of the ficld; but for Adam there 
was not found an help meet for him. 

21 ¥ And the Lor» God caused a deep sleep to fall upon 
Adam, and he slept : and he took one of his ribs, and closed 


up the flesh instead thereof ; 
22 And

22 And the rib, which the Lord God had taken fram man, 
made he a woman, and brought her unto the man. . 

23 And Adam said, This is now bone of my bones, and 
flesh of my flesh: she shall be called woman, becayse she 
was taken out of man. 

24 Therefore shall a man leave his father and his ma- 
ther, and shall cleave ynto his wife: and they shall be one 
flesh. 

25 And they were both naked, the man and his pee and 
were not ashamed. 

CHAP. Il. 

1 The serpent deceiveth Eve. 6 Man's fall. 15 The pro- 

mised seed. 16 The punishment of mankind. 22 Their 
loss of Paradise. 

NOW the serpent was more subule than any beast of the © 

field which the Lorp God had made: and he sad 

unto the woman, Yea, hath God said, ye shall not eat of 
every tree of the garden! 

2 Aud the woman said unto the serpent, We may eat of 
the frujt of the trees of the garden : . | 

3 But of the fruit of the tree which és in the midst of the 
garden, God hath said, Ye shall not egt of ut, neither shal] 
ye touch it, lest ye die. 

4 And the serpent said unto the woman, Ye shall not 
surely die : 

5 For God doth know, that in the day ye eat thereof, 
then your eyes shall be sansa and ye shall be as gods 
knowing good and evil. © 

6 G And when the woman saw that the tree was goog 
for food, and that it was pleasant to the eyes, and a tree to 
be desired to make one wise, she took of the frujt thereof, 
and did eat, and gave also unto her husband with her; and 
he did eat. 

7 And the.eyes of them both were opened, and they knew 
that they were naked: and they sewed fig leaves together, 
gud made themselves aprons. 

8 And they heard the voice of the Lorp God walking in 
the garden in the cool of the day: and Adam and his wife 
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hid themselves from the presence of the Lory God amongst 
the trees of the garden. 

9 And the Lorp God called unto Adam, and said unto 
him, where. art thou? 

10 And he said, I heard thy voice in the garden, and I 
was afraid, because I was naked; and I hid myself. 

11 And he said, Who told thee that thou wast naked? 
hast thou eaten of the tree, whereof I commanded thee that 
thou shouldest not eat? 

12 And the man said, The woman hain thou gavest fo be 
with me, ‘she gave me of the tree, and I did eat. 

18 And the Lorp God said unto the woman, What ¢s 
this that thou hast done? And the woman said, The serpent 
beguiled me, and I did eat, 

14 And the Lorp God said ‘unto the serpent, Because 
thou hast done this, thou aré cursed above all cattle, and 
above every beast of the field: upon thy belly shalt thou go, 
and dust shalt thou eat all the days of thy life: 

15 ¥ And I will put enmity between thee and the woman, 
and between thy seed and her seed : it shal} bruise thy head, 
and thou shalt bruise his heel. 

46 G Unto the woman he said, I will greatly multiply 
thy sorrow and thy conception: in sorrow thou shalt bring 
forth children; and thy desire shall be to thy husband, and 
he shall rule over thee. 

17 And unto Adam he said, Because thou hast hearkened. 
unto the voice of thy wife, and hast eaten of the tree: of 
‘which I commanded thee, saying, Thou shalt not eat of it: 
cursed 7s the ground for thy sake; in sorrow shalt thou eat 


‘of it all the days of thy life: — 


' 18 Thorns also and thistles shall it bring forth to thee; 
and thou shalt eat the herb of the field ; 

19 In the sweat of thy face shalt thou eat bread till thou 
return unto the ground; for out of it wast thou taken: for 
dust thou art, and unto dust shalt thou return. 

20 And Adam called his wife's name Eve; because slte 
was the mother of all living. 


21 Unto 
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91 Unto Adam also and to his wife did the Lozp God 
make coats of skins, and clothed them. | | 
22 G And the Lorp God said, Behold, the man is be- 
come as one of us, to know good and evil: and now lest he 
put forth his hand, and take also of the tree of life, and cat, 

and live for ever : 

23 Therefore the Loxrn God sent him forth from the 
garden of Eden, to till the ground from whence he was taken. 

24 So he drove out the man: and he placed at the east of 
the garden of Eden, Cherubims, and a flaming sword which 
turned every way, to keep the way of the tree of life. 

CHAP. VI. 
1 The wickedness of the world causeth the flood. 8 Noah. - 
findeth grace. 14 The order, form, and end of the ark. 
AN D it came to pass, when men began to multiply on 
the face of the earth, and daughters were born unto 
them, | 

2 That the sons of God saw the daughters of men that 
they were fair ; and they Mook them wives of all which they 
chose. 

8 And the Lorp said, My Spirit shall not always strive 
with man; for that he also zs flesh: yet his days = be an 
hundred and twenty years. 

4 There were giants in the earth in those days: and also 
after that, when the sons of God came in unto the daugh- 
ters of men, and they bare c/i/dren to them; the same became 
mighty men, which zee of old, men of renown. 

6 And God saw that the wickedness of man was great m__ 
the earth, and that every imagination of the thoughts of his 
heart was only evil continually. 

6 And it repented the Lorp that he had made man on 
the earth, and it grieved him at his heart. 

7 And the Lorp said, I will destroy man, whom I have 
created, from the face of the earth; both man and beast, and 
the creeping thing, and the fowls of the air; for it repenteth 
me that [ have made them. 

8 ¥ But Noah found grace in the eyes of the Lorp. 

Q These are the generations of Noah: Noah was a just. 

man, 
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man, and perfect i in his generations, and N oah walked with 
God. 

10 And Noah _ three sons, Shem, Ham, and Japheth. 

11 The earth also was corrupt before Ged, and the earth 
was filled with violence. 

12 And God looked upon the earth, and behold, it was 
corrupt ; for all flesh had corrupted his way upon the earth. 

13 And God said unto Noah, the end of all flesh is come 
before me; for the earth is filled with violence throygh them ; 
" end behold, I will destroy them with the earth. 

(14 Make thee an ark of gopher-wood: rooms shalt 
thou make in the ark, and shalt pitch it within and without 
with pitch. 

15 And this zs the fashion which thou shalt nae it of : 
The length of the ark shall be three hundred cubits, the 
breadth of it fifty cubits, and the height of it thirty cubits. _ 

16 A window shalt thou make to the ark, and in a cybit 
shalt thou finish it above : and the door of the ark shalt thou 
set in the side thereof: with lower, second, and third stories 
shalt thou make it. 

17 And behold, I, even I, do bring a flood of waters 
upon the earth to destroy all flesh, wherein is the breath of 
lite, from under heaven; and every thing that zs in the earth 
shall die. 

18 But with thee will I establish my covenant: and thou 
shalt come into the ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy wife, 
and thy sons’ wives with thee. 

19 And of every living thing of all flesh, two of every fort 
shalt thou bring into the ark, to keep them alive with thee ; 
they shall be male and female. 

20 Of fowls after their kind, and of cattle after their kind, 
of every creeping thing of the earth after his kind, two of 
every sort shall come unto thee to keep them alive. 

21 And take thou unto thee of all food that 1s eaten, and. 
thou shalt gather ¢¢ to thee ; and it shall be for food for mai 
and for them. 

22 Thus did Noah; according to all that God com- 


amanded him, so did he. | 
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CHAP. VII. 

1 Noah, with his family, entereth into the ark. 17 The 
beginning, increase, and continuance of the fleod. 
ANP the Logp said unto Noah, Come thou, and all thy 

house, into the ark : for thee have I seen righteous be- 
fore me in this generation. 

@ Of every clean beast thou shalt take to nes by sevens, 
the male and his female: and of beasts that are not clean by 
two, the male and his female. 

. 3 Of fowls also of the air by sevens, the male and the 
female ; to keep seed alive upon the face of all the earth. 

4 For yet seven days, and I will cause it to rain upon the 
earth forty days and forty nights; and every living substance 
that I have made will I destroy from off the face of the 
earth. : 

5 And Noah did according unto all that the Lord com- 
manded him. 

6 And Noah was six hundred years old when the flood of 
waters was upon the earth. 

7 And Noah went in, and his sons, and his wife, and his 
sons’ wives with him, into the ark, because of the waters of 
the flood. 

8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts that are not clean, and of 
fowls, and of every thing that creepeth upon the earth, 

g There went in two and two unto Noah into the ark, the 
male and the female, as God had commanded Noah. 

10 And it came to. pass after seven days, that the waters of 
the flood were upon the earth. 

il Im the six hundredth year of Noah’s life, in the second 
month, the seventeenth day of the month, the same day were. 
all the fountams of the great deep breken up, and the windows 
of heaven were opened. 

12 And the rain was upon the earth forty days and forty 
nights. , ; 
13 In the self-same day entered Noah, and Shem, and Ham, 
and Japheth; the sons of Noah and Noah’s wife, and the 
three wives of his sons with them, into the ark ; 

la aa! and every beast after his kind, and all the cattle 

after 
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after their kind, and every creeping thing that creepeth upon 
the earth after his kind, and every fowl aftér his kind, every 
bird of every sort. 

15 And they went in unto Noah into the ark; two and 
two of all flesh, wherem zs the breath of life. 

16 And they that went in, went in male and female of 
all flesh, as God had commanded him: and the Lorp shut 
him in. 

17 ¢ And the flood was forty days upon the earth: and 
the waters increased, and bare up the ark, and it was lift wp 
above the earth. | 

18 And the waters prevailed, ‘and were increased greatly 
upon the earth ; and the ark went upon the face of the waters. 

19 And the waters prevailed exceedingly upon the earth ; 
and all the high bills that were under the whole heaven were 
covered. | 

20 Fifteen cubits upward did the waters pIvatl; and the 
mountains were covered. 

21 And all flesh died that moved upon the earth, both of 
fowl, and of cattle, and of beast, and of every creeping thing 
that creepeth upon the earth, and every man: 

22 Allin whose nostrils was the breath >f life, of all that 
was in the dry land, died. 

23 And every living substance was destroyed which was 
upon the face of the ground; both man, and cattle, and the 
créeping things, and the fowl of the heaven; and they were 
destroyed from the earth: and Noah only remamed alive, 
and they that were with him in the ark. 

24 And the waters prevailed upon the earth an hundred 
and fifty days. 


CHAP. VIL 
1 The waters asswage. 18 Noah goeth forth of the ark, 
20 buildeth an altar, and offercth sacrifice. 21 God's 
promise to curse the earth no more. 
ANP God remembered Noah, and every living thing, and 
all the cattle that was with. him in the ark: and’ God 


made a wind to pass over the earth, and the waters asswaged ; 
2 The 
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@ The fountains also of the deep, and the windows of 
heaven were stopped, and the rain from heaven was re- 
strained ; 

3 And the waters returned from off the earth ssi: 
and after the end of the hundred and fifty days the waters 
were abated, 

4 And the ark rested in the seventh month on the seven- 
teenth day of the month, upon the mountains of Ararat, 

5 And the waters decreased continually until the tenth 
month: in the tenth month, on the first day of the month, 
were the tops of the mountains seen. 

6 And it came to pass at the end of forty days, that Noah 
opened the window of the ark which he had made: 

7 And he sent forth a raven, which went forth to and fro, 
until the waters were dried up from eff the earth. 

8 Also he sent forth a dove from him, to see if the waters 
were abated from off the face of the ground ) 

Q But the dove found no rest for the sole of her foot, and 
she returned unto him into the ark, for the waters were on the 
face of the whole earth; then he put forth his hand, and took 
her and pulled her in unto him into the ark. 

10 And he stayed yet other seven days; and again he sent 
forth the dove out of the ark ; | 

11 And the dove came to him in the evening ; and lo, in 
her mouth was an olive-leaf pluckt off: so Noah knew that 
the waters were abated from off the earth, 

42 And he stayed yet other seven days; and sent forth the — 
dove ; which returned not again unto him any more. — 

13 And it came to pass in the six ‘hundredth and first - 
year, In the first month, the first day of the month, the waters 
were dried up from off the earth: and Noah removed the 
covering of the ark, and Jooked; and behold, the face of the 
ground was dry. i 

}4 And in the second month, on the seven and oe 
@ay of the month, was the earth dried. 

1,5 And God spake unto Noah, saying, 

16 Go forth of the ark, thou, and thy wife, and thy sons,, 
gad thy sons’ wives with thee. 
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17 Bring forth with thee every living thing that is with 
thee, of all flesh, both of fowl, and of cattle, and of every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth; that they may 
breed abundantly in the earth, and be fruitful, and multiply 
upon the earth. 

18 G And Noah went forth, and his sons, and his wife, 
and his sons’ wives with him : 

19 Every beast, every creeping thmg, and every fowl, and 
whatsoever creepeth upon the earth after their kinds, went 
- forth out of the ark. 

20 ¥ And Noah builded an altar unto the Lorp; and 
took of every clean beast, and of every clean fowl, and offered | 
burnt offerings on the altar. 

21 G And the Lor» smelled a sweet savour; and the 
Lorn said in his heart, I will not again curse the ground 
any more for man’s sake ; for the imagination of man’s heart zs 
evil from his youth ; neither will I again smite any more every 
thing living, as I have done. 

22 While the earth remaineth, seed time and harvest, and 
cold and heat, and summer ‘and winter, and day and night 
shall not cease. | 

CHAP. XVIII. 

1 Abraham entertaineth three angels. 9 Sarah’s laughter: 
17 Sodom’s destruction revealed to Abraham. 25 His 
wntercession. | 

ND the Lorp appeared unto Abraham in the plains of 
Mamre: and he sat in the tent-door in the heat of the 
day ; 

2 And he lift up his eyes and looked, and lo, three men 
stood by him: and when he saw them, he ran to meet them 
from the tent-door, and bowed himself toward the ground, 

3 And said, My Lord, if now I have found favour in thy 
sight, pass not away, I pray thee, from thy servant : 

4 Leta little water I pray you, be fetched, and wash your 
feet, and rest yourselves under the tree : 

5 And I will fetch a morsel of bread, and comfort ye 
your hearts: after that ye shall pass on: for therefore are 
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ge come to your servant. And they said, So do, as thou hast 
said. 

6 And Abraham: hastened into the tent unto Sarah, and 
said, Make ready quickly three measures of fine meal, knead 
it, and make cakes upon the hearth. 

7 And Abraham ran unto the herd, and fetcht a calf ten- 
der and good, and gave if unto a young man: and he hasted 
to dress it. 

- @ And he took butter, and milk, and the calf which he had 
dressed, and set i¢ before them ; and he stvuod by them under 
the tree, and they did eat. 

Q | And they said unto him, Where ts Sarah thy wife? 
and he said, Behold, in the tent. 

10 And he said, I will certainly return unto theé, accord- 
' ang to the time of life; and lo, Sarah thy wife shall have 
ason. Arid Sarah heard ¢¢ in the tent door, which was behind 
him. 

11 Now Abraham and Sarah were old, and well stricken 
in age; and tt ceased to be with Sarah after the manner of 
wvemen. | 

12 Therefore Sarah laughed within herself, saying, After 
i am waxed old, shall I have pleasure, my lord being old 
also? 

13 And the Lorn said unto Abraham, Wherefore did 
- Sarah laugh, saying, Shall I of a surety bear a child, which am 
old? 

14 Is any thing too hard for the Lory? At the time ap- 
pointed I will return unto thee, according to the time of life; 
and Sarah shall have a son. 

15 Then Sarah denied, saying, I laughed not; for she was 
afraid. And he said, Nay; but thou didst laugh. 

16 And the men rose up from thence, and looked toward 
Sodom: and Abraham went with them to bring them on the 
way. 

17 | And the Lorp said, Shall I hide from Abraham 
that thing which I do ; 

18. Seeing that Abraham shall surely become a great and 

mighty 
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mighty nation, and all the nations of the earth shall be blessed 
in him? 

19 For I know him that he will command his children and 
his houshold after him, and they shall keep the way of the 
Lorn, to do justice and judgment: that the Lorp may 
bring upon Abraham. that which he hath spoken of him. 

20 And the Lorp said, Because the ery of Sodom and - 
Gomorrah is great, and because their sin is very grievous ; 

21 J willgo down now and see whether they have done al- 
together according to the cry of it, which is come unto me; 
and if not, I will know. 

o2 And the men tumed their faces from thence, and went 
toward Sodom: but Abraham stood yet before the Lorn. 

23 § And Abraham drew near, and said, Wilt thou also 
destroy the righteous with the wicked ! 

24 Peradventure there be fifty righteous within the city, 
wilt thou also destroy, and not spare the place for the fifty 
righteuus that ure therein ? 

25 That be far from thee to do after this manner, to slay 
the righteous with the wicked : and that the righteous should 
be as the wicked, that be far from thee: shall not the Judge 
of all the earth do right? 

#6 And the Lorp said, If I find in Sodom fifty ngh- 
teous within the city, then I will spare all the place for their 
sakes. 

@7 And Abrakam answered and said, Behold now, I have 
taken upon me to speak unto the Lorp, which am but dust 
and ashes : 

68 Peradventure there shall lack five of the fifty righteous ; 
wilt thou destroy all the city for lack of five? And he said, If 
I find there forty and five, I will not. destroy it. 

2y And he spake unto him yet again, and said, Peradven- 
ture there shall be forty found there. And he said, I will not 
do it for forty’s sake. 

30 And he said unto him, Oh, let not the Lorp be angry, 
and I will speak: Peradventure there shall thirty be found 
there: And he said, I will not do 2¢, if I find thirty awe 
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31 And he said, Behold now, | have taken upon me to 
speak unto the Lorp: Peradventure there shall be twenty 
found there. And he said, I will not destroy i¢ for twenty’s 
sake. 

32 And he said, Oh, let not the Lorp be angry, and I 
will speak yet but this once : Peradventure ten shall be found | 
there.

5 And it came to pass from the time that he had made 
him overseer in his house, and over all that he had, that the 
Lorp blessed the Egvptian’s house for Joseph’s sake; and 
the blessing of the Lorp was upon all that he had, in the 
house and in the field.

of thy fathers which he sware unto them. | “ 

32 For ask now of the days that are past, which were be- 
fore thee, since the day that God created man upon the 
earth, and ask from the one.side of heayen unto the other, 
whether there hath been any such thing as this great thing ts, . 
or hath been heard like it? 

83 Did ever people hear the voice of God speaking out of — 
the midst of the fire, as thou hast heard, and live? 

34 Or hath God assayed to go, and take him a nation from 
the midst of. another nation, by temptations, by signs, and - 
by wonders, and by war, and by a mighty hand; and by a 
stretched-out arm, and by great terrors, according to all 
that the Lorp yeur God did for you in Egypt noe : 
your eyes? | 

35 Unto thee it was shewed, that thou mightest know that 
the Lorn he is God; there zs none else beside him. 

36 Out of heaven he made thee to hear his, voice, that 
he might instruct thee: and upon -earth he shewed thee his 
great fire, and thou heardest his words out of the midst of - 
the fire. 

87 And because he loved thy fathers, therefore he chose 
their seed after them, and brought thee out in his sight with 
his mighty power out of Egypt ; | 

38 To drive out nations from before thee, greater and 
mightier than thou art, to bring thee in, to give thee their 
land for an inheritance, as if is this day. 

39 Know therefore this day, and consider 7¢ in thine heart, 
that the Lorn he zs God in heaven above, and upon a 
earth beneath : there is none else. 

40 Thou shalt keep therefore his statutes, ad his com. 
mandments, which I command thee this day, that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy children after thee, and that 
thou mayest prolong thy days upon the earth which the Loxp 
thy God giveth thee, for ever. | 

41 G Then Moses severed three cities on this side Jordan 
toward the sun-rising ; 

42 That the slayer might flee thither ; which should — 

is 
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his neighbour unawares, and hated him not in times past ; 
and that fleeing unto one of these cities he might live: 

43 Namely, Bezer in the wilderness, in the plain country 
of the Renbenites; and Ramoth in Gilead, of the Gadites ;: 
and Golan m Bashan, of the Manassites. 

44 And this is the law which Moses set before the chil- 
dren of Israel : 

45 These are the testimonies, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, which Moses spake unto the children of ae : 
after they came forth out of Egypt, 

46 On this side Jordan in the valley over against Beth- 
peor, in the land of Sihon king of the Amorites who dwelt 
at Heshbon, whom Moses and the children of Israel smote, 
after they were come forth eut of Egypt: : 

47 And they possessed his land, and the land ef Og king 
of Bashan, two kings of the Amorites, which were on this 
side Jordan toward the sun-rising ; ; 

48 From Aroer, which és by the bank of the river- Reece 
even unto mount Sion, which ts Hermon. 

49 And all the plain on this side Jordan east-ward, even 
unto the sea of the plain, under the springs of Pisgah. 

CHAP. .V. 

1 The covenant jn Horeb. 6 The ten commandments. 22 
At the people’s request Moses receiveth the law from God. 
AN D Moses called all Israel, and said unto them, Hear, 

O Israel, the stututes and judgments which I speak in- 
your ears this day, that ye may | learn them, and keep, and 
do them. 

@ The Loxp our God made a covenant with us in Horeb. 

S The Lorn made not this covenant with our fathers, but’ - 
with us, even us, who are all of us here alive this day. 

4 The Lorp talked with you face to face in the mount 
out of the midst of the fire, 

5 (I stood between the Lorn and you at that time, to shew 
you the word of the Lorn: for ye were afraid by reason of 
the fire, and went not up into the mount;) saying, 

6 ¢ I am the Lorp thy God, which brought thee out of 
the land of Egypt, from the house of bondage. 

: 7 Thou 
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7 Thou shalt have none other gods before me. 

S Thou shalt not make thee any. graven image, or any 
likeness of any thing that is in heaven above, or that is in the 
earth beneath, or that zs in the waters beneath the earth: 

9 Thou shalt not bow down thyself unto them, nor serve 
them : for Ithe Lorp thy God am a jealous God, visiting 
the iniquity of the fathers upon the children unto the third 
and fourth generation of them that hate me, 

10 ‘And shewing mercy unto thousands of them that love 
me, and keep my commandments. 

11 Thou shalt not take the name of the Lonp thy God in 
vain: for the Lorp will not hold Atm guiltless that taketh 
his name in vain. 

12 Keep the sabbath day to sanctify it, as the Lorp thy 
God hath commanded thee. . 

13. Sux days thou shalt labour, and do all thy work : 

14 But the seventh day is the sabbath of the Loxp thy 
God : in tt thou shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy soa, 
nor thy daughter, nor thy nan servant, nor thy maid servant, 
nor thine ox, nor thine ass, nor any of thy cattle, nor thy 
stranger that 7s within thy gates; that thy man servant and 
thy maid servant may rest as well as thou. 

15 And remember that thou wast a servant in the land of 
Egypt, and that the Lorn thy God brought thee out thence 
through a mighty hand, aud by a stretched-out arm: there- . 
fore the Lory thy God commanded thee to keep the sab- 
bath day. | 

16 Honour thy fathef and thy mother, as the Lorn thy 
God hath commanded thee ; that thy days may be prolonged, 
and that it may go well with thee, in the land which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill. | 

18 Neither shalt thou commit adultery. 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou bear false witness against thy neigh- 
bour. . 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy neighbour's wife, neither 
_ shalt thou covet thy neighbour's house, his field, or his man 
| | sexvant, 
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servant, or his maid servant, his ox, or his ass, or any thing 
that ¢s thy neighbour's. 

_ 2% G These words the Lokp spake unto all your assembly 
in the mount out of the midst of the fire, of the cloud, and 
of the thick darkness, with a great voice: and he added no 
more. And he wrote them ig two tables of stune, and deli- 
vered them unto me. | 

23 And it came to pass, when ye heard the voice out of 
the midst of the darkness (for the mountain did burn with 
fire,) that ye came near unto me, even all -_ heads of yours 
tribes, and your elders ; 

@4 And ye said, Behold, the Lane our God hath shewed 
us his glory and his greatness, and we have heard his voice 
out of the midst of the fire: we have seen this day that ida 
doth talk with man, and he liveth. 

25 Now therefore why should we die? for this great fire 
will consume us: if we hear the voice of the Lorp our God 
any more, then we shall die. 

26 For who is there of all flesh that hath heard the voice 
of the living God, speaking out of. the midst of the fire, as 
we have, and lived? 

27 Go thou near, and hear all that the Lorp our God 
shall say: and speak thou unto us all that the Lorp our God 
shall speak unto thee; and we will hear if, and do tt. © 

28 And the Lonp heard the voice of your words, when 
ye spake unto me; and the Lorp said uuto me, I have 
heard the voice of the words of this people which they 
have spoken unto thee: they have well said all that they 
have spoken. 

_ 99 O that there were sac: an heart in them that they 

would fear me, and keep all my commandments always, that 

it might be well with them and with their children for ever! 
80 Go, say.to them, get you into your tents again. 

31 But as for thee, stand thou here by me, and I will speak 
unto thee all the commandments, and the statutes, and the 
judgments, which thou shalt teach them, that they may do 
them in the land which I give them to possess it. 

_ $2 Ye shall observe to do therefore as the Lox your ( God 
hath 
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hath commanded you: ye shall not turn aside to the right hand 
or to the left. , 

33 Ye shall walk in all the ways which the Lorn your 
God hath commanded you, that ye may live, and that it may 
be well with you, and that ye may prolong your days in the 
land which ye shall possess. 

| CHAP. VI. 
1 The end of the law is obedience. 3 An exhortation thereto. 
OW these are the commandinents, the statutes, and the 
jucgments which the Lorp your God commanded to 
teach you, that ye might do them in the land whither ye, go to 
possess it : | 
~2 That thou mightest fear the Lorp thy God, to keep all 
his statutes and his commandments which [ command thee, 
thou, and thy son, and thy son’s son, all the days of thy life, and 
that thy days may be prolonged. 

S q Elear therefore, O Israel, and observe to do zt; that 
it may be well with thee, and that ye may increase mightily, 
as the Lord God of thy fathers hath promised thee, in the 
land that floweth with milk and honey. 

4 Hear, O Israel, the Lourkp our Gop is one Lorp. 

5 And thou shalt love the Lorp thy God with all thine 
heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy might. 

6 And these words which I command thee “this day shall 
be in thine heart : 
7 And thou shalt teach them diligently unto thy children, 
and shalt talk of them when thou sittest in thine house, and 
when thou walkest by the way, and when thou liest down, 

and when thou risest up. 

8 And thou shalt bind them for a sign upon thine hand, 
and they shall be as frontlets between thine eyes. | 

9 And thou shalt write them upon the posts of thy house, 
and on thy gates. 

10 And it shall be, when the Lorp thy God shall have — 
brought thee into the land which he sware unto thy fathers, 
to Abraham, to Isaac, and to Jacob, to give thee, great and 
goodly cities, which. thou buildest not, 


11 And houses full of all good things, which thou filledst 
D nof, 
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not, and wells digged, which thou diggedst not, vineyards | 
and olive trees, which thou plantedst not, when thou shalt 
have eaten, and be full; * | 

12 Then beware lest thou forget the Lorn which brought 
thee forth out of the land of Egypt, from the house of 
bondage. , 

18 Thou shalt fear the Lorp thy God, and serve him, 
and shalt swear by his name. | | 

14 Ye shall not go after other gods, of the gods of the 
people which are round about you ; 

45 (For the Lorn thy God is a jealous God among you) 
Jest the anger of the Lorp thy God be kindled against thee, 
and destroy thee from off the face of the earth. 

16 Ye shall not tempt the Lorn your God, as ye tempted 
him in Massah. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep the commandments of the 
- Lorp your God, and his testimonies, and his statutes which 
he hath commanded thee. | | 

18 And thou shalt do that which is nght and good in the 
sight of the Loxp ; that it may be well with thee, and that 
thou mayest go in and possess the good ‘land which the 
Lorp-sware unto thy fathers, 

19 To cast out all thie enemies from before thee, as the 
Lorp hath spoken. 

20 And when thy son asketh thee in time to come, saying, 
What mean the testimonies, and the statutes, and the judg- 
ments which the LoRD our God hath commanded yeu? 

21 Then thou shalt say unto thy son, We were Pharaoh's 
bond-mey in Egypt ; and the Lopp brought us out of Fgypt 
with a mighty hand : 

92 And the Lorp shewed signs and wonders, great and 
sore, upon Egypt, upon Pharaoh, and upon all his houshold, 
before our eyes : | 

23 And he brought us out from thence, that he might bring 
us in, to give us the land which he sware upto our fathers. 

24 And the Lor» commanded us to do all these statutes, 
to fear the Lorp our God, for our good always, that he 
might preserve us alive as it is at this day. 

| 28 And 
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25 And it shall be our righteousness, if we observe to do 
all these commandments before the Lore our God, as he 
hath commaiuded us. 

CHAP. VIII. 
1 An exhortation tu obedience in regard of God’s dealing 
with them. 
LL the commandinents which I command thee this day 
shall ye observe to do, that ye may live, and multiply, and 
go In and possess the Jand which the Lorp sware unto your 
fathers. 

2 And thou shalt remember all the way which the Lorp 
thy God led thee these forty years in the wilderness, to humble 
thee, avd to prove thce, to know what was in thine heart, 
whether thou wouldest keep his commandments, or no. 

3 And he humbled thee, and suffered thee to hunger, and 
a thee with manna, which thou knewest not, neither did thy 
fathers know; that he might make thee know that man doth 
not live by br aa only, but by every word that proceedeth out 
of the mouth of the Loxrp doth man live. 

4 Thy raiment waxed not old upon thee, neither did thy 
- foot swell these forty years. 

5 Thou shalt also consider in thine heart, that as a man 
see his son, so the Lorn thy God chasteneth thee. 

6 Therefore thou shalt keep the commandments of the 
Lorn thy God, to walk in his ways, and to fear him. 

7 For the Lorn thy God bringeth thee into a good land, a 
land of brooks of water, of fountains, and depths that spring 
out of valleys and hills ; ; 

8 A land of wheat aid barley, and vines, and fig trees, and 
poniegranates, a land of oil-olive, and honey ; p 

Q A land wherein thou shalt eat bread without scarceness, 
thou shalt not lack any thing in it; a land whose stones are 
iron, and out of whose hills ‘thou inayest dig brass. 

10 When thou hast eaten and art full, then thou shalt bless 
the Lorp thy God for the good land which he hath given 
thee. aa 
11 Beware that thou forget not the Lorp thy God, in not 

De keeping 
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keeping his commandments, and his judgments, and his sta- 
tutes, which I command thee this day : 

12 Lest when thou hast eaten and art full, and hast built 
goodly houses, and dwelt therein ; 

13 And when thy herds and thy flocks multiply, and thy 
silver and thy gold is multiplied, and all that thou hast 1s 
multiplied ; | 

14. Then thinc heart be lifted up, and thou forget the Lorn 
thy God, which brought thee forth out of the land of Egypt, 
from the house of bondage ; ~ 
15 Who led thee through that great and terrible wilderness, 
wherein were fiery serpents, and scorpions, and drought, 
where there was no water; who brought thee forth water out 
of the rock of flint ; 

16 Who fed hee in the wilderness with manna, which thy 
fathers knew not, that he might humble thee, and that he 
might prove thee, to do thee good at thy latter end ; 

17 And thou say in thine heart, My power and the might 
of my hand hath gotten me this wealth. | 

18 But thou shalt remember the Lerp thy God: for 
at ts he that giveth thee power to get wealth, that he may 
establish his covenant which he sware unte ey fathers, as 2¢ 
18 this day, 

19 And it shall be, if thou do at all forget the Lorp thy 
God, and walk after other gods, and serve them, and worship 
them, I testify against you this day that ye shall surely perish. 

20 As the nations which the Lorn destroycth before your 
face, so shalk ye perish; because ye would not be obedient 
unto the voice of the Lorp your God. | 
- CHAP. IX. 

1 Moses dissuadeth them -from the opinion of their own 
righteousness, by rehearsing their several rebellions. 
EAR, O Israel : ‘Thou art to pass over Jordan this day, 
to go in to possess nations greater and mightier than thy- 
self, cities great and fenced up to heaven, 

2 A people great and tall, the children of the Anakins, 
whom thou knowest, and of whom thou hast heard say, Who 
can stand before the children of Anak; 

3 Undery 
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3 Understand therefore this day, that the Lorp thy God 
is he which goeth over before thee; as a consuming fire he 
shall destroy them, and he shall bring them down before thy 
face: so shalt thou drive them out, and destroy them quickly, 
as the Lord hath said unto thee. 

4 Speak not thou in thine heart, after that the Lorn thy 
God hath.cast them out from before thee, saying, For my 
righteousness the Lord lath brought me in to possess this 
land: but for the wickedness of these nations the Lorp doth 
drive them out from before thee. 

5 Not for-thy righteousness, or for the uprightne?s of thine 
heart dost thou go to possess their land: but for the wicked- 
ness of these nations the Lorp thy God doth drive them out 
from before thee, and that he may perform the word which 
the Lorp sware unto thy fathers’ Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob. 

6 Understand therefore,that the Lor p thy God giveth thee 
not this good land to possess it for thy righteousness; for thou 
art a stiff-necked people. 

7 Remember, and forget not how thou provokedst the 
Lorp thy God to wrath in the wilderness: from the day 
that thou didst depart out of the land of Egypt until ye came 
unto this place, ye have been rebellious against the Lorp. 

8 Also m Horeb ye provoked the Lorp to wrath, so that 
the Lorp was angry with you, to have destroyed you. 

Q When I was gone up into the mount to receive the tables 
of stone, even the tables of the covenant which the Lorp 
made with you, then [ abode in the mount. forty days and 
forty nights, I neither did eat bread nor drink water: 

10 Aud the Lorp delivered unto me two tables of stone 
written with the finger of God; and on-them was written.ac- 
cording to all the words which the Lerp spake with you in 
the mount out of the midst of the fire, in the day of the 
assembly. 

11 And it came to pass at the end of forty.days and forty 
nights, that the Lorp gave me the two tables of stone, even 
the tables of the covenant. . -3 

12 And the Lorp said unto me, Arise, get thee down 
quickly from hence; for thy people which thou hast sat 
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-forth out of Egypt have.corrupted themselves ; they are quickly 
tured aside out of the way which I commanded them; they 
have made them a molten image. 

1S Furthermore, the Lorp spake unto me, saying, [ have 
seen this people, and behold, it ts a stiff-uecked people : 

14 Let me alone, that I may destroy them, and blot out 
their name from under heaven: and [ will make of thee a 
nation mightier and greater than they. - 

15 So [ turned and came down from the mount, and the 
mount burned with fire: and the two tables of the covenant 
were in my two hands. 

16 And_ I looked, and behold, ve had sinned aguinst the 
Lorp your God, and had made you a molten calf: ye had 
tumed aside quickly out of the way which the Lorp had 
commanded you. 

17 And [ took the two tables, and cast them out of my two | 
hands, and brake them before your eves. 

18 And I fell down before the Lorp as at the cen forty 
days and forty nights: I did neither eat bread nor drink water, 
because of all your sins which ve sinnéd, in doing wickedly in 
the sight of the Lorp, to provoke him to anger. - 

19 For L was afraid ‘of the anver and hot displeasure where- 
‘with the Lor p was wroth against vou to destroy you. But 
the Lorp hearkened wuto me at thut time also. 

20 And the Lorp was very angry with -Aaron to have de- 

stroyed him: And I prayed for Aaron also the same time. 
«. 2) And I took vour sin, the calf which ye had made, and 
burnt it with fire, and stamped it, aad ground it very small 
eoen until it was as emall as Aust: and 1 cast the dust thereof 
into the brook that descended out of the mount: 

- @@ And at Taberah, und at Massah, and at Kibroth-bat- 

taavah, ye provoked the Loz p to wrath. . 

23 Likewise when the Lorp sent you from Kadesh bar- 
nea, saying, Go up and possess the land which I lave given 
you; then ye rebelled against the commandment of the Lorp 
your God, and ye believed him not, nor hearkened to his 
voice. 

24 Ye 
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04 Ye have been rebellious against the Lorn from the day 
that I knew you. 

25 Thus I fell down before the Lorn forty days and forty 
nights, as J fell down at the first ; because the Lorn had 
said he would destroy you. 

26 I prayed therefore unto the Lorn, and said,O Lorp 
God, destroy not thy people and thine inheritance, which thou 
hast redeemed through thy greatness, which thou bast brought 
forth out of Egypt with a mighty hand. 

27 Remember thy servants, Abraham, Isaac, and Jacob; 
look not unto the stubbornness of this people, nor to their 
wickedness, nor to their sin-: 

28 Lest the land whence thou broughtest us out say, Be- 
cause the Lory was not able to bring them into the land - 
which he promised them, and because he hated them, he 
hath breuglit them out to slay them in the wilderness. 

29 Yet they are thy people, and thine inheritance which 
thou broughitest out by thy mighty power, and by thy stretched- 
out arm. 

CHAP. X. 
1 Goa’s ICY in restoring the two tables. 12 An exhorta- 
tion to obedience. 

T that time the Lor p said unto me, Hew thee two tables 

of stone like unto the first, and come up unto me into the 
mount, and make thee an ark of wood. 

2 And I will write on the tables the words that were in the 
first tables which thou brakedst, and thou shalt put them in 
“the ark. 

3 And I made an ark of shittim-wood, and hewed two 
tables of stone like unto the first, and went up into the mount, 
having the two tables in mime hand. 

4 And he wrote on the tables according to the first writing, 
the ten commandments, which the Lorn spake unto you in 
_ the mount, out ef the midst of the fire, in the day of the as- 

sembly : and the Lorp gave them unto me. 

5 And I tumed myself and came down from the mount, 
and put the tables in the ark which I had made ; : and there they 


be, as the Lord commanded me. 
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6 And the children of Israel took their journey from 
Beeroth of the children of Jaakan, to Mosera: there Aaron 
died, and there he was buried ; and Eleazar his son ministered 
in the priest’s office in his sieud: 

7 From thence they journeyed unto Gudgodah ; and from 
Gudgodah to Jotbath, a land of rivers of waters. 

8 At that time the Lorp scparated the tribe of Levi, to 
bear the ark of the covenant of the Lorp, to stand before 
the Lory to miuister unto him, and to bless in his name, 

unto this day. 
9 Wherefore Levi hath no part nor inheritance with his - 
_ brethren; the Lorp 7s his inheritance, according as the 
Lorp thy God promised him. 

10 And I stayed in the mount, according to the first time, 
forty days and forty nights; and tlie Lorn hearkened 
unto me at that time also, and the Lorp would not destroy 
thee. . 

11 And the Lorn said unto me, Arise, take thy journey 
before the people, that they may go in and possess the land 
which I sware unto their fathers to give unto them. 

12 { And now, Israel, what doth the Lorp thy God re- 
quire of thee, but to. fear the Lor wy thy God, to walk in all 
his ways, and to love him, and to serve the Lorp thy God 
with all thy heart and with all thy soul, 

13 To keep tue commandments of the Lorn, and his 
statutes, which I command thee this day for thy good? 

14 Behold, the heaven, and the heaven of heavens 7s the 
Lor p’s thy God, the earth aéso with all that therein Zs. 

15 Only the Lorp had a delight in thy fathers to love 
them, and he chose their seed after them, eve you above all 
people, as it is this day. 

16 Circumcise therefore the “foreskin of your heart, and 
be no more stit!-necked. 

~ 197 For the Lory your God is God of gods, and Lorp of 

lords, a great God, a mighty, and a terrible, which regardeth 

not persons, nor taketh reward : 

18 He doth execute the judgment of the fatherless and 

widow, 
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widow, and loveth the stranger, in giving him food and rai- 
ment. 

19 Love ye therefore the stranger: for ye were strangers 
in the land of Egypt. — | . 

20 Thou shalt fear the Lory thy God; him shalt thou 
serve, and to him shalt thou cleave, and swear by his name. 

21 He is thy praise, and he is thy God, that hath done 
for thee these great and termble things, which thine eyes 
have seen. 

2° Thy fathers went down into Egypt with threescore oes 
ten persons ; and now the Lorn thy God hath made thee’ as 
the stars of heaven for multitude. 

CHAP. XI. 
1 An exhortation to obedience. 26 A blessing and a curse 
is set before them. 

Herefore thou shalt love the Lorp thy God, and keep 

his charge, and his statutes, and his judgements, and 
his commandments alway. 

2 And know ye this day: for I speak not with your chil- 
ee which have not known, and which have not seen the 
chastisement of the Lorp your God, his greatness, his 
mighty hand, and his stretched-out arm, _ | 

3 And his miracles, and his acts which he did in the midst 

of Egypt, unto Pharaoh the king of Egypt, and unto all his 
land ; : 
4 And what he did unto the army of Egypt, unto their 
horses, and to their chariots ; how he made the water of the 
Red sea to overflow them as they pursued after you, and how 
the Lorp hath destroyed them unto this day ; 

5 And what he did unto you in the wilderness, until ye 
came into this place ; 

6 And what he did unto Dathan and Abiram, the sons of 
Eliab, the son of Reuben: how the earth opened her mouth, 
and swallowed them up, and their housholds, and their 
tents, and all the substance that was in their possession in 
the midst of all [srael : 

7 But your eyes have seen all the great acts of the Lora, 
which he did. 

5 8 Therc- — 
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8 Therefore shall ye keep all the commandments which 
J command you this day, that ye may be strong, and go in, 
‘and possess the land whither ye go to possess it ; 

9 And that ye may prolong your days in the land which the 
Lorp sware unto your fathers to give unto them and to their 
seed, a land that floweth with milk and honey. 

10 For the laud whither thou goest in to possess it, is not 
as the land of Egypt, from whence ye came out, where thou 
sowedst thy seed, and wateredst i¢ with thy foot, as a garden 
of herbs: 

11 But the land whither ye go to possess it, isa land of 
hills and valleys, and drinketh water of thé rain of heaven: 

12 A land which the Lorp thy God careth for: the eyes 
of the Lorp thy God are always upon it, from the beginning 
of the year even unto the end of the year. 

13 And it shall come to pass, jf ye shall hearken diligently 
unto my commandments which T command you this day, to 
love the. Lorn your God, and to serve him with all your 
heart and with all your soul, 

14 That I will give you the rain of your land in his due 
scasen, the first rain and the latter rain, that thou mayest 
gather in thy corn, and thy wine, and thine oil. | 

15 And [ will send grass in thy fields for thy cattle, that 
thou mayest eat and be full. 

16 Take heed to yourselves, that your heart be not 
deceived, and ye turn aside, and serve other gods, and wor- 
ship them ; 

17 And then the Lorn’s wrath be kindled against you, 
and he shut up the heaven that there be no rain, and that the 
land yield not her fruit; and dest ye perish quickly from off 

the good land which the lor p giveth you. 

18 Therefore shall ye lay up these my words in your heart 
and in your scul, and bind thein for a sign upon your hands, — 
that they may be as frontlets between your eyes. _ 

19 And ye shall teach them your children, speaking 
of them when thou sittest in thine house, and when thou 
walkest by the way, when thou licst down, and when thou 
risest up. 

20 And 
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20 And thou shalt write them upon the door-posts of thine 
house, and upon thy gates : 

21 That your days may be multiplied, and the days of your 
children, in the land which the Lorn sware unto your fathers 
to give them, as the days of heaven upon the earth. __ 

22 For if ye shall diligently keep all these commandments 
which I command you to do them, to love the Lorp your 
God, to walk in all his ways, and to cleave unto him ; 

23 Then will the Lorp drive out all these nations from 
before you, and ye shall possess greater nations and mightier 
than yourselves. | 

¢4 Every place w hereon the soles of your feet shall tread 
shall be yours: from the wilderness, and Lebanon, from the 
river, the river Euphrates, even unto the uttermost sea, shall 
your coast be. eS - 

25 There shall no man be able to stand before you: for 
the Lorp your God shall lay the fear of you, and the dread 
of you upon all the land that ye shall tread upon, as be hath 
said unto you. | 

26 ¥ Behold, I set before you this day a ‘Blessing and a 
curse ; 

27 A blessing, if ye obey the commandments ef the Lory 
your God, which I command you this day : 

28 And a curse, if ye will not obey the commandments of 
the Lorp your God, but turn aside out of the way which I 
command you this day, to go after other gods, which ye have 
not known. 

29 And it shall come to pass, when the Lorp thy God 
hath brought thee in unto the land whither thou goest to pos- 
sess it, that thou shalt put the blessing upon mount Gerizim, 
and the curse upon mount Ebal. : 

30 Are they not on the other side Jordan, by the way where 
the sun goeth down, in the land of the Canaanites, which | 
dwell in the champaign over against Gilgal, beside the plains © 
of Moreh? 

31 For ye shall pass over Jordan, to go in to possess the 
land which the Lorp your God giveth you, and ye shall 
possess it, aud dwell therein.

6 Blessed shalt thou be when thou comest in, and blessed 
shalt thou be when thou goest out. 

7 The Logp shall cause thine enemies that rise up against 
thee to be smitten before thy face: they shall come out against 
thee one way, and flee before thee seven ways. 

8 The Lorn shall command the blessing upon thee in thy 
store houses, and in all that thou settest thine hand unto; and 
he shall bless thee in the land which the Lonp thy God 
giveth thee. - / 

9 The Lorp shall establish thee an holy people unto him- 
self, as he has sworn unto thee, if thou shalt keep the com- 
mandments of the Lorp thy God, and walk in his ways. 

1Q And all the people of the earth shall see that thou art 
called by the name of the Lorp; and they shall be afraid of 
thee. 

11 And the Lorp shall make thee p!enteous in goods, in

0 The Lorp shall send upon thee cursing, vexation, and 
rebuke,’ in all that thou settest thine hand unto for to do, until 
thou be destroyed, and uutil thou perish quickly; because of 
the wickedness of thy doings whereby thou hast forsaken me. 

21 ‘The Lorp shall make the pestilence cleave unto thee, 

until he have consumed thee from off the land whither thou 
goest to possess it. 
_ 92 ‘The Loro shall smite thee with a consumption, and 
with a fever, and with an inflammation, and with an extreme 
burning, and with the sword, and with blasting, and with mil- 
dew ; and they shall pursue thee until thou perish. 

23 And thy heaven that zs over thy head shall be brass, and 
the earth that is under thee shall be iron. 

24 The Lorp shall make the rain of thy land powder and 

dust : 
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- dust: froin heaven shall it come down upon thee, until thou 
be destroyed. 

25 The Lorp shall cause thee to be smitten before thine 
enemies: thou shalt go out one way against them, and flee 
seven ways before them: and shalt be removed into all the 
kingdoms of the earth. 

26 And thy carcase shall be meat unto all fowls of the air, 
and unto the beasts of the earth, and no man shall fray thens 
away. 

27 The Lorp will smite thee with the botch of Egypt, 
and with the emerods, and with the scab, and with the itch, 
whereof thou canst not be healed. 

28 The Lorp shall smite thee with maduess, and blind- 
ness, and astonishment of heart : 

29 And thou shalt grope at noon days, as the blind gropeth 
in darkness, and thou shalt not prosper in thy ways : and thou 
shalt be only oppressed and spoiled evermore, aud no man 
shall save thee. 

30 Thou shalt betroth a wife, and another man shall lie 
with her: thou shalt build an house, and thou shalt not dwell 
- therein: thou shalt plant a vineyard, and shalt not gather the 
grapes thereof. 

31 Thine ox shall be slain before thine eyes, and thou shalt 
not eat thereof: thine ass shall be violently taken away from 
before thy face, and shall not be restored to thee ; thy sheep 
shall be given unto thine enemies, and thou shalt have none

32 Thy sons and thy daughters shall be given unto another 
people, and thine cyes shall look and fail weth- longing for them 
all the day long: and there shall be no might in thine hand. 

33 The fruit of thy land, and all thy labours, shall a nation 
which thou knowest not eat up; and thou shalt be only op- 
pressed and crushed alway : 

84 So that thou shalt be mad for the sight of thine eyes 
which thou shalt sec. 

35 The Lorp shall smite thee in the knees, and in the legs, 
with a sore botch that cannot be healed, from the sole of thy 
foot unto the top of thy head. 

36 The 
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36 The Lorp shall bring thee, and thy king which thou 
shalt set over thee, unto a nation which neither thou nor thy 
fathers have known ; and there shalt thou serve other gods, 
wood and stone. | 

37 And thou shalt become an astonishment, a proverb, and 
a by-word among all nations whither the Lorp shall lead thee. 

38 Thou shalt carry much seed out into the field, and shalt 
gather but little in; for the locust shall consume it. 

39 Thou shalt plant vineyards and dress them, but shalt — 
neither drink of the wine, nor gather the grapes; for the | 
worms shall eat them. 

40 Thou shalt have olive-trees throughont all thy coasts, 
but thou shalt not anoint thyself with the oil; for thine olive 
shall cast his fruit. 

41 Thou shalt beget sons sand daughters, but thou shalt not 
enjoy them ; for they shall go into captivity. 

42 All thy trees and fruit of thy land shall the Jocust con- 
syme. 

43 The stranger that is within thee shall get up oe thee 
very high ; and thou shalt come down very low. 

44 He shall lend to thee, and thou shalt not lend to him: 
he shall be the head, and thou shalt be the tail. 

45 Moreover all these curses shall come upon thee, and 
shall pursue thee, and overtake thee tll thou be destroyed ; 
because thou hearkenedst not unto the voice of the Lorp thy 
God, to keep his commandments and his statutes # which he 
commanded thee : 

46 And they shall be upon thee for a sign and for a wonder, 
and upon thy seed for ever. 

47 Because thou servedst not the Lorp thy God with joy- 
fulness and with gladness of heart, for the abundance of all 
things ; 

48 Therefore shalt thou serve thine enemies which the 
Loxp shall send against thee, in hunger, and in thirst, and in 
nakedness, and in want of all ¢/ngs: and he shall put a yoke 
ef iron upon thy neck, until he hae destroyed thee. 

49 The Lorp shall bring a uation against thee from far, 

from 
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from the end of the earth, as swift as the eacle flicth; a nation 
whose tongue thou shalt not understand ; 

50 A nation of fierce countenance, which shall not regard 
the person of the old, nor shew favour to the young : 

51 And he shall eat the fruit of thy cattle, and the fruit of 
‘thy land, until thou be destroyed: which adso shall not leave 
thee either corn, wine, or oil, or the increase of thy kine, or 
flocks of thy sheep, until he have destroyed thee. 

52 And he shall besiege thee im all thy gates, until thy high 
and fenced walls come down, wherein thou trustedst, through- 
out all thy land: and he shall besiege thee in all thy gates 
throughout all thy land which the Lorp thy God hath given 
thee. 

53 And thou shalt eat the fruit of thine own body, the flesh 
of thy sons and of thy daughters, which the Lorp thy God 
hath given thee, in the siege, and in the straitness wherewith 
thine enemies shall distress thee : 

54 So that the man that is tender among you and very de- 
licate, his eye shall be evil toward his brother, and toward the 
wife of his bosom, and toward the remnant of ae children 
which he shall leave : 

55 So that he will not give to any of them of the flesh of 
his children whom he shall eat : because he hath nothing left 
him in the siege and in the straitness wherewith thine enemies 
shall distress thee in all thy gates. 

56 The tender and delicate woman among you, which would 
not adventure to set the sole of her foot upon the ground for 
delicateness and tenderness, her eye shall be evil toward the 
husband of her bosom, and toward her son, and toward her 
daughter, | 

57 And toward her young one that cometh out from be- 
tween her feet, and toward her children which she shall bear : 
for she shall eat them for want of all things secretly in the 
slege and straitness wherewith thine enemy shall distress ues 
in thy gates. 

58 If thou wilt not observe to do all the words of this law 
that are written in this book, that thou mayest fear this glorious 


and fearful name, THE LORD THY GOD; 
. 59 Then 
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39 Then the Lorp will make thy plagues wonderful, and 
the plagues of thy seed, even great plagues, and of long con- 
tinuance, and sore sicknesses, and of long continuance. 

60 Moreover, he will bring upon thee’ all the diseases 
of Egypt, which thou wast afraid of ; and they ehall cleave 
unto thee. ) 

61 Also every sickness and every plague which is not writ- 
‘ten in the book of this law, them will the row bring upon 
thee, until thou be destroyed. 

62 And ye shall be left few in number, were ye were 
as the stars of heaven for multitude ; because thou wouldest 
not obey the voice of the Loxp thy God. 

63 And it shall come to pass, tat as the Lorp posed 
over you to do you good, and to multiply you; so the Lorp 
will rejoice over you to destroy you, and to bring you to 
nought; and ye shall be plucked from off the Jand, whither 
thou goest to possess it. 

64 And the Lorn shall scatter thee among all people, from 
the one end of the earth even unto the other; and there thou 
shalt serve other gods, which neither thou nor ny fathers have 
_ known, even wood and stoue. 

65 And among these nations shalt thou find no case, neither 
shall the sole of thy foot have rest: but the Lorp shal give 
thee there a trembling heart, and failing of eyes, and sorrow 
of mind : , 

66 And thy life shall hang in doubt before thee: and thou 
shalt fear day and night, and shalt have none assurance of thy 
life : 

67 In the morning thau shalt say, Would God it were 
even! and at even thou shalt say, Would God it were morn- 
ing! for the fear of thine heart wherewith thou shalt fear, and | 
for the sight of thine eyes which thou shalt see. 

68 And the Lorp shall bring thee into Egypt again with — 
ships, by the way whereof I spake unto thee, Thon shalt see

2 And Saul and the men of Israel were gathered together, 
sed pitched by the valley of Elah, and set the battle in oe 
against the Philistines. 

3 And the Philistines stood ona mountain on the one side, 
and Israel stood on a mountain on the other side: and there 
tas a valley between them. 

4 ¥ And there went out a champion out of the camp of 
the Philistines, named Goliath, of Gath, whose height nae 
six cubits and a span. 

5 And he had an helmet of brass upon his head, and he 
was armed with a coat of mail; and the weight of the coat 
was five thousand shekels of brass. 

6 ‘And he had greaves of brass upon his legs, and a target 

of brass between his shoulders. 

7 ~And the staff of his spear was like a weaver's beam ; and 
his spear’s head weighed six hundred shekels of iron: and one 
bearing a shield went before him. 

g And he stood and cried unto the armies of Israel, and. 
said unto them, Why are ye come out to set your battle in 
array? am not I a Philistine, and ye servants to Saul? chaose 
you a man for you, and Ict him come down to me. 

9 If he be able to fight with me, and to kill me, then will 
we be your servants; but if I prevail against him, and kill 
him, then shalt ye be our servants, and serve us. 

10 And the Philistine said, I defy the armies of Israel this 
day ; give me a man that we may fight together. 

11 When Saul and all Israel heard those words of the Phi- 
listine, they were dismayed, and greatly afraid. 

5 | 12 ¥ Now 
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12 © Now David was the son of that Ephrathite of Beth- 
lehem-judah whose name was Jesse ; and he had eight sons : 
and the man went among men for an old man in the days of 
Saul, 

13 And the three eldest sons of Jesse went, and followed 
Saul to the battle : and the names of his three sons that went 
to the battle, were Ehiab the first born, and next unto him, 
Abinadab, and the third, Shammah. 

14 And David was the youngest : and the three eldest fol- 
lowed Saul. 

15 But David went and returned from Saul to seek his fas

16 And the Philistine drew near morning and evening, end 
presented himself forty days. 

17 And Jesse said unto David his son, Take now for thy 
brethren an ephah of this parched corn, and these ten-loaves, 
and run to the camp to thy brethren; 

18 And carry these ten cheeses unto the captain of thezr 
thousand, and look how thy brethren fare, and take their 
pledge. 

19 Now Saul, and they, and all the men of Israel were in 
the valley of Elah, fighting with the Philistines. 

20 And David rose up early in the morning, and left the 
sheep with a keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse had com- 
manded him ; and he came to the trench as the host was going 
forth to the fight, and shouted for the battle. 

21 For Israel and the Philistines had put the battle in array, 
army against army. 

22 And David left his carriage in the hand of the keeper 
of the carriage, and ran into the army, and came and saluted: 
his brethren, 

23 And as he talked with them, behold, there came up the 
champion, the Philistine of Gath, Goliath by name, out of 
the armies of the Philistines, and spake according to the same 
Words: and David heard them. 

24 And all the men of Israel, when they saw the man, fled 


from him, and were sore afraid.

. 27 And the people atswered him after this manner, saying, 
So shall it be done to the man that killeth him. 

98 And Khab his eldest brother heard when he spake unto 
the men; and Lliab’s anger was kindled against David, and he 
said) Why camest thou down lather? and with whom hast 
thou left those few sheep in the wilderness? [ know thy pride 
and the naughtiess of thine heart; for thou art come down 
that thou mughtest see the battle. 

. 29 And Davisl.said, What have I now done? és there not 
a cause? 

- 30 And he tumed from him toward another, and spake 
atter the same mannet: and the people answered him again 
after the former manner. 

. 81 And when the words were heard which David spake, 
they rehearsed, then before Saul : and he sent for him. 

32 And David said to Saul, Let no man’s heart fail be- 
cause of him; thy servant — go and fight with this Phi- 
listane. 

$3 And Saul caid to David, Thou art not able to go agdinst 
this Philistine to fight with him: for thou art but a youth, and 
he a man of war from his youth. 

34 And David said unto Saul, Thy servant ane his father's 
sheep, and there came a lion, and a bear, and took a.lamb out 
of the flock :

ND it came to pass, when Saul was returned from fol- 
lowing the Philistines, that it was told him, say ing, 
Behold, David és in the wilderness of En-gedi. 

2 Then Saul took three thousand chosen men out of all 
fac, and went to seek David and his men upon the rocks of 
the wild goats. 

3 And he came to the sheep cotes by the way, where was 
a.cave ; and Saul went in to cover his fect: and David and 
his men remained im the sides of the cave. 

4 And the men of David said unto him, Behold the day 
of which the Lorp said unto thee, Behold, I will deliver. 
thine enemy into thine hand, that thou mayest do to him as 
it shall seem good unto thee. Then David arose, and cut off 
ne skirt of Saul’s robe privily.

11 So that the priests could not stand to minister because 
of the cloud: for the glory of the Lorn had filled the house 
of the Lorp. 

"1% Then spake Solomon, The Lozp said that ke would 
dwell in the thick darkness. 

13 [have surely built thee an house to ds el} 1 m, a settled 
place for thee to abide in for ever. __ 

14. And the king turned his face about, and blessed all the 
congregation of Israel: (and all the congregation of Israck 
stood ;) 

15 And he said, Blessed be the Lorn God of Israel, 
which spake with his mouth unto David a father, and hath 
with his hand fulfilled 7¢, saying, 

16 Since the day that I brought forth my people [srack 
~ out of Egypt, I chose no city out of all the tribes of Israel to 
build an house that my name might be therein ; but I chose 
- David to be over my people Isracl. 

47 And it was in the heart of David my father to build an 
house for the name of the Lorp God of Israel. 

18 And the Lorp said unto David my father, Whereas it 
was in thine heart to build an house unto my name, thou didst 
well that it wa3 in thine heart. 

| 19 Never- 
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- 49 Nevertheless, thou shalt not build the house ; but thy 


son that shall come forth out of thy loins, he shall build the 


house unto my name. 


20 And the Lorn hath performed his word that he spake, 


and I am risen up in the room of David my father, and sit - 


on the throne of Israel, as the Lonrv promised, and have 
built an house for the name of the Lorpb God of Israel. 

21 And I have set there a place for the ark, wherein is the 
covenant of the Lor pv God, which he made with our fathers, 
when he brought them out of the land of Egypt. 

22 ¥ And Solomon stood before the altar of the Lorp, 
in the presence of all the congregation of Israel, and spread 
forth his hands toward heaven : 

23 And he said, Lorp God of Israel, there is no God 
like thee, in heaven above, or on earth beneath, who keepest 
covenant and mercy with thy servants that walk before thee 
with all their heart: | 

94 Who hast kept with thy servant David my father that 
thou promisedst him: thou spakest alsv with thy mouth, and 
hast fulfilled :¢ with thine hand, as ¢¢ zs this day. 

25 Therefore now, Lorp God of Israel, keep with thy 
servant David my father that thou promisedst him, saying, 
"Fhere shall not fail thee a man in my sight to sit on the 


throne of Israel; so that thy children take heed to their . 


way, that they walk befére me as thou hast walked before 


mie. 


26 And now, O God of Israel, let thy word, I pray 


thee, be verified which thou spakest unto thy servant David | 


my father. 

27 But will God indeed dwell on the earth! behold, the 
heaven, and heaven of heavens, cannot contain thee; how 
much less this house that I have builded? | 

23 Yet have thou respect unto the prayer of thy servant, 
and to his supplication, O Lokp my God, to hearken unto 
the cry and to the prayer which thy servant prayeth before 
thee to-day : 

- 29.That. thine eyes may be open toward this house night 
and day, even toward the place of which thou hast said, My 
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name shall be there: that thou mayest hearken unto the 
_ prayer which thy servant shall make toward this place. 

30 And hearken to the supplication of thy servant, and 
of thy people Israel, when they shall pray toward this place : 
and hear thou in ae thy dwelling-place : and when thou 
hearest, forgive. 

$1 If any man trespass against his neighbour, and an oath 
be laid upon him to cause him to swear, and the oath come 
before thine altar in this house : 

32 Then hear thou in heaven, and do, and judge. thy ser- 
wants, condemning the wicked to bring his way upon his 
head ; and justifying the righteous, to give him according to 
his righteousness. 

33 When thy people Israel be smitten down before the 
enemy, because they have sinned against thee, and shall turn 
again fo thee, and confess thy name, and pray, and make 
supplication unto thee in this house: 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, and forgive the sin of thy 
people Israel, and bring them again unto the Iand which thou 
gavest unto their fathers. 

35 When heaven is shut up, and there is no rain, becaus¢ 
they have sinned against thee; if they pray toward this place, 
and confess thy name, and turn from their sin, when thou 
afflictest them : 

86 Then hear thou in heaven, and forgive the sin of thy 
servants, and of thy people Israel, that thou teach them the 
good way wherein they should walk, and give rain upon thy 
Jand which thou hast given to thy people for an inheritance. 
$7 If there be in the land famine, if there be pestilence, 
blasting, mildew, locust, or if there be caterpillar; if their 
enemy besiege them in the land of their cities, whatsoever 
plague, whatsoever sickness there be ; 

38 What prayer and supplication soever be made by any 
man, or by all thy people Israel, which shall know eyery 
man the plague of his own heart, and spread forth his hands 
toward this house : . 

$9 Then hear thou in heaven thy dwelling-place, ahd 
forgive, and do, and give to every matt according to hid 
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ways, whose heart thou knowest ; (for thou, even thou only, 

knowest the hearts of all the children of men ;) 

_ 40 That they may fear thee all the days that they live in 
the land which thou gavest unto our fathers. 

41 Moreover, concerning a stranger that zs not of thy 
people Israel, but cometh out of a far country for thy name’s 
sake ; : | 

42 (For they shall hear of thy great name, and of thy strong 
_ hand, and of thy stretched-out arm ;) when he shall come and 
pray toward this house ; 

43 Hear thou in heaven thy dwelling-place, and do accord- 
ing to all that the stranger calleth to thee for: that all people 
of the earth may know thy name, to fear thee, as do thy 
people Israel ; and that they may know that this. house which 
J have builded is called by thy name. 

44 If thy people go out to battle against their enemy, 
whithersoever thou shalt send them, and shall pray unto the 
Lorn toward the city which thou hast chosen, and toward 
the house thaf] have built for thy name: 

45 Then hear thou in heaven their prayer and their sup- 
plication, and maintain their cause. 

46 If they sin against thee, (for there ts no man that sinneth 
not) and thou be angry with them, and deliver them to the 
enemy, so that they carry them away captives unto the land 
of the enemy, far or near ; | 

47 Yet if they shall bethink themselves in the land whither 
" they were carried captives, and repent, and make supplica- 
tion unto thee in the land of them that carried them captives, 
saying, We have sinned, and have done perversely, we bave 
committed wickedness ; 

. 48 And so return unto thee with all their heart and with all 
their soul, in the Jand of their enemies which led them away 
captive, and pray unto thee toward their land which thou 
gavest unto their fathers, the city which thow hast chosen, and 
the house which I have built for thy name : | 

49 Then heat thou their prayer and their supplication in 
heaven thy dwelling-place, and maintain their cause, 
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$0 And forgive thy people that have sinned against thee, 
and all their transgressions wherein they have transgressed 
against thee, and give them compassion before them who 
carried them captive, that they may have compassion on them: 

5 For they be thy people and thine inheritance, which 
thou broughtest forth oat of Egypt, from the midst of the 
furnace of iron: 

52 That thine eyes may be open unto the supplication of 
thy servant, and unto the supplication of thy people Israel, to 
hearken unto them in all that they call for unto thee. 

53 For thou didst separate them from among all the people 
of the earth, fo be thine inheritance, as thou spakest by the 
hand of Moses thy servant, when thou broughtest our fathers 
eut of Egypt, O Lord Gop. 

54 And it was so, that when Solomon had made an end of 
praying all this prayer and supplication unto the Lorn, he 
arose from before the altar of the Lorn, from kneeling on 
his knees, with his Hands spread up to heaven. 

55 J -And he stood, and blessed all the congregation of 
Israel with a loud voice, saying, 

56 Blessed be the Lorn, that hath given rest unto his 
people Israel, according to all that he promised: there hath 
not failed one word of all his good eee which he promised 
By the hand of Moses his servant. 

57 The Lorp our God be with us, as he was with our 
fathers : let him not Ieave us, nor forsake us: 

5@ That he may incline our hearts unto him, to walk in all 
his ways, and to keep his commandments, and ‘his statutes, 
and his judgments, which he commanded our fathers. 

59 And let these my words wherewith I have made sup- 
plication before the Lorn, be nigh unto the Lory our God 
day and night, that he maintam the cause of his servant, and 
the caust of his people Israel at all times, as the matter shall 
require : 

60 That all the peopfe of the earth may know that the 
Lorp is God, and that there is none else. 

61 Let your heart therefore be perfect with the Lorn 
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eur God, to walk in his statutes, and to keep his commands 
ments, as at this day. 

62 And the king, and all Israel with him, offered sa- 
erifice before the Lor p. 

63 And Solomon offered a sacrifice of peace-offerings, 
which he offered unto the Lorb, two and twenty thousand 
oxen, and an hundred and twenty thousand sheep. So the 
king and all the children of Israel dedicated the house of the 
Lorp. | | 

64 The same day did the king hallow the middle of the 
court that wus before the house of the Lorn: for there he 
offered burnt-offerings, and meat-offerings, and the fat of the 
peace-offerings : because the brasen altar, that was before the 
Lok, was too litile to receive the burnt-offerings, and meat~ 
offerings, and the fat of the peacc-offerings. 

G5 And at that time Solomon held a feast, and all Israel 
with him, a great congregation, from the entering in of 
Hamath unto the river of Egypt, before the Lorp our God, 
seven days and seven days, even fourteen days. 

66 On the eighth day he sent the people away: and they 
blessed the king, and went unto their tents joyful and glad of 
heart for all the goodness that the Lorp had done for David 
his servant, and for Israel his people. 

CHAP. XVII. | 
1 Elijah, prophesying against Ahab, is sent to Cherith, 
where the ravens feed him. 8 He is sent to the widow of 

garephath. 17 He raiseth the widow’s son. . 
ANP Ehijah the Tishbite; who was of the inhabitants of - 

Gilead, said unto Ahab, 4s the Lorp God of Israel 
tiveth, before whom I stand, there shall not be dew nor rain 
these years, but according to my word. . 

2 And the word of the Lorp came unto him, saying, 

3 Get thee hence, and turn thee eastward, and hide thy- 
self by the brook Cherith, that ¢s before Jordan. 

4 And it shall be ¢ha¢ thou shalt drink of the brook ; and 
I have commanded the ravens to feed thee there. — 

5 So he went, and did according unto the word of the 
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Lorp: for he went and dwelt by the brook Cherith, that ¢ ts 
before Jordan. 

6 And the ravens brought him bread and flesh m the morn- 
ing, and bread and flesh in the evening; and he drank of the 
brook. — 

7 And it came to pass after a while, that the brook dried 
tip, because there had been no rain in the land. 

8 q And the word of the Lorp came unto him, saying, 

Q Arise, get thee to Zarephath, w hich belongeth to Zidon, 
and dwell there: behold, I have commanded a widow woman 
there to sustain thee. 

10 So he arose, and went to Zarephath. And when he 
came to the gate of the city, behold the widow woman was 
there gathering of sticks: and he called to her, and said, 
Fetch me, I pray thee, a little water in a vessel that I may 
drink. 

11 And as she was going to fetch zt, he called to her, and 
said, Bring me, I pray thee, a morsel of bread in thine hand. 

12 And she said, 4s the Lorp thy God liveth, I have not 
a cake, but an handful of meal ina barrel, and a little oil in 
a cruse: and behold, I am gathering two sticks, that 1 may 
go in, and dress it for me and my son, that we may eat it 
and die. 

15 And Elijah said unto her, Fear not ; go, and do as thou 
hast said: but make me thereof a little cake first, and bring zt 
unto me, and after make for thee and for thy son. , 

14 For thus saith the Lorp God of Israel, The barrel of 
neal shall not waste, neither shall the cruse of oil fail, until the 
day that the Lorp sendeth ram upon the earth. 

15 And she went, and did according to the saying of Elijah: 
and she, and he, and her house, did eat many days. 

16 And the barrel of meal wasted not, neither did the 
cruse of oil fail, according to the word of the Lorn which 
he spake by Elijah. 

17 4 And. it-came to pass after these things, ¢hat the son 
cf the woman, the mistress of the house, fell sick ; and his 
sickness was so sove that there was no breath left in him. 

18 And she said unt» Elijah, What have I to do with thee, 
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© thou man of God? art thou come unto me to call my sin to 
remembrance, and to slay my son? 

19 And he said unto her, Give me thyson. And he took 
bim out of her bosom, and‘carried him up into a loft where he 
abode, and laid him upon his ows bed. 

20 And he cried unto the Lorp, and said, O Lorp my 
. God, hast thou also brought evil upon the widow with whom 
I sojourn; by slaying her son? | 

.21 And he stretched himself upon the child three times, 
and cried unto the Lorp, and said, O Lorp my God, I pray 
thee, let this child’s soul come into him again. 

22 And the Lorp heard the voice of Elijah; and the soul 
of the child came into him again, and he revived. 

23 And Elijah took the child, and brought him down out 
of the chamber into the house, and delivered him unto his 
mother: and Elijah said, Sec, thy son liveth. 

24 And the woman said to Elijah, Now by this I know that 
thou arta man of God, and that the word of the Lorp i in 
thy mouth zs truth. 

| CHAP. XVIII. | 
1 Elijah meeteth with good Obadiah. 17 He reproveth 

Ahab, and convinceth Baal’s prophets. 41 He obtatneth 

rain. 

AX D it came to pass after many days, that the word of the 
Lorp came to Elijah in the third year, saying, Go, shew 
thyself unto Ahab ; and I will send rain upon the earth. 

2 And Ehjah went to shew himself unto Ahab. And there 
was a sore famine in Samaria. : 

3 And Ahab called Obadiah, which was the governor of his 
house. (Now Obadiah feared the Lorp greatly : 

4 For it was so, when Jezebel cut off the prophets of the 
Lorp, that Obadiah took an hundred prophets, and hid them 
by fifty in a cave, and fed them with bread and water.) 

5 And Ahab said unto Obadiah, Go into the land, unto all 
fountains of water, and unto all brooks: peradveuture we may 
find grass to save the horses and mules alive, that we lose not 
all the beasts. 

6 So they divided the land between them to pass through 
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out it: Aliab went one way by himse!f, and Obadiah went 
another way by himself. 

7 And as Obadiah was in the way, behold, Elijah met-him: 
and he knew him, and fell on his face, and said, Art thou that 
my lord Elijah? 

8 And he answered him, I am: go tell thy lord, Behold, 
Elijah ts here. | 

9 And he said, What have I sinned, that thou wouldest de- 

liver thy servant into the hand of Ahab, to slay me? 
10 As the Lorn thy God liveth, there is no nation of 
kingdom whither my lord hath not sent to seck thee: and 
when they said, [Je is not there; he took an oath of the 
kingdom and nation, that they found thee not. 

11 And now thou sayest, Go, tell me lord, Behold, Elijah 
is here. 

12 And it shall come to pass, as soon as I am gone from 
thee, thatthe Spirit of the Lorp shall carry thee whither I | 

“know not; and so when I come and tell Ahab, and he cannot 
find thee, he shall slay me: but I thy servant fear the Lorp 
from my youth. 

13 Was it not told my lord what I did when Jezebel slew 
the prophets df the Lorp, how I hid an hundred men of the 
Lorvp’s prophets by fifty in a cave, and fed them with bread 
and water? 

14 And now thou sayest, Go, tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah 
as here: and he shall slay me. 

15 And Elijah said, 4s the Lorn of hosts liveth, before 
whom I stand, I will surely shew myself unto him to-day. 

16 So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, and told him ; and 
.Ahab went to meet Elyah. » 

17 ¥ And it came to pass, when Ahab saw Elijah, that 
Ahab said unto him, 4r¢ thou he that troubleth Israel ¢ 

18 And he answered, I have not troubled Israel; but thou 
and thy father’s house, in that ye have forsaken the cotmmand- 
ments of the Lorp, and thou hast followed Baalin. 

19 Now therefore send, and gather to me all Israel unto 
mount Carinel, aud the prophets of Baal four hundred and 
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fifty, and the prophets of the groves four hundred, which eat 
at Jezebel’s table. 

20 Su Ahab sent unto all the children of Israel, and ga- 
thered the prophets together unto mount C.rmel. 

21 And Elijah came unto all the people, and said, How 
long halt ye between two opimions? if the Lorp be God, 
follow him: but if Baal, then follow him. And the people — 
answcred him not a word. 

22 Then said i] jah unto the people, I, even I only, re- 
main a prophet ot the Lukp; but Baal’s prophets are four 
hundred and fifty men. 

23 Let them therefore give us two bullocks, and let them 
choose one bullock for themselves, and cut it in pieces, and lay 
$¢ on wood, and put no fire under: and | will dress the other 
bullock, and lay #¢ on wood, and put no fire under : 

24 And call ye on the name of your gods, and I will call 
on the name of the Lorpb: and the God that answereth by 
fire, let him be God. And all the people answered and said, 
It 1s well spoken. 

25 And Elijah said unto the prophets of Baal, Choose you 
-one bullock for yourselves, and dress zt first; for ye are 
many: and call on the name of your gods, but put no fire 
under. : 

26 And they took the bullock which was given them, aaa 
they dressed 2¢, and called on the name of Baal from morning 
even until noon, saying, O Baal, hear us. But there wasno 
wuice, nor any that answered. And they sa a upon the 
altar which was made. 

27 And it came to pass at noon, that Elijah acted shew: 
and said, Cry aloud: for he 2s a god; either he is talking, 
or he is pursuing, or he is ina coauey: or pees 
sleepeth, and must be awaked. 

28: And they cried aloud, and cut themselves after their 
manner with knives, and lancets, till the blood gushed out 
upon them. 

29 And it came to pass, when mid-day was past, and they 
prophesied until the time of the offering of the evening sa- 
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Wificé, that theré was neither voice, nor any to answer, tiot 

any that regarded. 

_ 80 And Elijah said unto all the people, Come near unto 
me. And all the people came neat unto him. And he res 

paired the altar of the Lorn that was breken down. 

$1 And Elijah took twelve stones, according to the nurhbet 
of the tribes of the sons of Jacob, unto whom the word of the 
Lorp came, saying, Israel shall he thy name: 

32 And with the stones he built an altar in the hame of 
the Lorn: and he made a trench about the altar as great as 
would contain two measures of seed, 

$3 And he put the wood in order, and cut the bullock in 
pieces, and laid 42m on the wood, and said, Fill four barrels 
with water, and pour tt on the burnt-sacrifice, and on the 
wood. 

84 And he said, Do it the second time. And they did z¢ 
the second time. And he said, Do 1¢ the third time, And 
they did it the third time. 

35 And the water ran round about the altar; and he filled 
the trench also with water. 

36 And it came to pass at the time of the offering of the 
evening sacrifice, that Elijah the prophet came near, and said, 
Lorp God of Abraham, Isaac, and of Israel, let it be known 
this day that thou art God im Israel, and that | am thy ean 
and that I have done all these things at thy word. 

- 87 Hear me, O Lor», hear me, that this people may — 
that thou art the Lorn God, and that thou hast turned their 
heart back again. - 

88 Then the fire of the Lorn fell, and consumed the burnt 
.sacrifice, and the wood, and the stones, and the dust, and 
licked up the water that was in the trench. 

39 And whenall the people saw it, they fell on their faces : : 
end they said, the Lorn, he is the God; the Lorn, he isthe | 
God. : 

40 And Elijah said unto them} Take the prophets of 
Baal: let not one of them escape. And they took them: 
and Eiijah brought them down to the brook Kishon, and slew . 
hem there. 
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41 ¥Y And Elijah said unto Ahab, Get thee up, eat and 
drink ; for there is a sound of abundance of rain. 

42 So Ahab went up to eat, and to drink. And Elijah - 
went up tothe top of Carmel; and he cast himself dowa 
upon the earth, and put his face between his knees, | 

43 And said to his servant, Go up now, look tosward the 
sea. And he went up, and looked, and said, There is no- 
thing. And he said, Go again seven times. 

44 And it came to pass at the seventh time, that he said, Be- 
hold, there ariseth a little cloud out of the sea like a man’s hand. 
And he said, Go up, say unto Ahab, Prepare thy chariot, and 
get thee down, that the rain stop thee not. - 

45 And it came to pass in the mean while, that the heaven 
was black with clouds and wind, and there was a great rain. 
And Ahab rode and went to Jezreel. 

46 And the hand of the Lorp was on Elijah; and he 
girded up his loins, and ran before Ahab to the arene of 
J ezreel. | 

CHAP. XXI. 

4 Ahab ts denied Naboth’s vineyard. 5 Jezebel causeth 
Naboth to be condemned. 17 Eltjuh denounceth judg- 
ments against Shab and Jezebel. 

ANP it came to pass after these things, that Naboth the 

Jezreelite had a vineyard, which was in Jezreel, hard by 
the palace of Ahab king of Samaria. 

@ And Ahab spake unto Naboth, saying, Give me thy 
vineyard, that I may have it for a garden of herbs, because 
it ts near unto my hause: and I will give thee for it a better 
vineyard than it; ar %it seem good to thee, I will give thee 
the worth of it in money. 

S And Naboth said to Ahab, The Lorp forbid it me, that 
I should give the inheritance of my fathers unto thee. 

4 And Ahab came into his house heavy and displeased be- 
cause of the word which Naboth the Jezreelite had spoken to 
him = for he had said, I will not give thee the inheritance of 
my fathers, And he laid him down upon. his bed, and ‘turned 
away his face, and would eat no bread. 
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5 ¥F But Jezebel his wife came to him, and said unto him, 
Why is thy spirit so sad that thou eatest no bread ? | 

6 And he said unto her, Because | spake unto Naboth the 
Jezreelite, and said unto him, Give me thy vineyard‘for money ; 
or else, if it please thee, I will give thee another vineyard for 
it; and he answered, I will not give thee my vineyard. 

7 And Jezebel his wife said unto him, Dost thou now 
govern the kingdom of Israel? arise, and eat bread, and let 
thine heart be merry: I will give thee the vineyard of Naboth 
the Jezreelite. | = 

8 So she wrote letters in Ahab’s name, and sealed them 
_ with his seal, and sent the letters unto the elders, and to the 
nobles that were in his city dwelling with Naboth.. 

_ @ And she wrote in the letters, saying, Proclaim a fast, and 
set Naboth on high among the people: 

10 And set two men, sons of Belial before him, to bear wit- 
ness against him, saying, ‘hou didst blaspheme God and the 
king. And then carry him out, and stone him, that he may die. 

11 And the men of his city, even the elders and the nobles _. 
who were the inhabitants in his city, did as Jezebel had sent 
unto them, and as it was written in the letters which she had 
sent unto them. 

12 They proclaimed a as and set Naboth on high among 
tle people. 

18 And there came in two men, children of Belial, and 
sat before him: and the men of Belial witnessed against him,, 
.even against Naboth, in the presence of the people, saying, 
Naboth did blaspheme God and the king. Then they car- 
ried him forth out of the city, and stoned him with stones, 
that he died. 

14 Then they sent to Jezebel, saying, Naboth, is stoned, 
and is dead. 

15 And it came to pass, when ‘Jezebel heard that Naboth 
was stoned, ard was dead, that Jezebel said to Ahab, Anise, 
take possession of the vineyard of Naboth the Jezreelite, 
which he refused to give thee fer ‘money: for Naboth is not 
sa but dead, 


16 And 


I. KINGS. 


16 And if came to pass, when Ahab heard that Naboth 
was dead, that Ahab rose up to go down to the vineyard of 
Naboth the Jezreelite, to take possession of it. 

17 | And the word of the Lorn came to Elijah the Tish- 
bite, saying, 

18 Arise, go down to meet Ahab king of Israel, which és 
in Samaria: behold he is in the vineyard of Naboth, whither 
he js gone down to possess it. 

19 And thou shalt speak unto him, saying, Thus saith the 
Lorp, Hast thou killed, and also taken possession? And 
thou shalt speak unto him, saying, Thus saith the Lorp, Ia 
the place where dogs licked the blood of Naboth, shall dogs 
lick thy blood, even thine. 

20 And Ahab said to Elijah, Hast thou found me,O mme 
enemy? And he answered, I have found thee.: because thon 
hast sold thyself to work evil in the sight of the Lor», 

21 Behold, I will bring evil upon thee, and will take 
away thy posterity, and will cut off from Ahab him that 
pisseth against the wall, and him that is shut up and left in 
Israel, 

22 And will make thine house like the house of Jeroboam 
the son of Nebat, and like the house of Baasha the son of 
Ahijah, for the provocation wherewith thou hast provoked 
me to anger, and made Israel to sin. 

23 And of Jezebel also spake the Lorp, saying, The dogs 
ghall eat J ezebel by the wall of Jezreel. 

24 Him that dieth of Ahab in the city the dogs shall cat ; 
and him that dieth in the field shall the fowls of the air eat. 

25 But there was none like unto Ahab, which did sell _ 
himself to work wickedness in the sight of the Lorp, whom 
Jezebel his wife stirred up. 

26 And he did very abominably in following idols, accord- 
ing to all things as did the Amorites, whom the Lorp cast 
gut before the children of Israel. 

27 And it came to pass, when Ahab head those words, 
that he rent his clothes, and put sackcloth upon his flesh, and 
fasted, and lay in sackcloth, and went softly.

HE words of the Préacher, the son of David, king of 

Jerusalem, 

2 Vanity of vanities, saith the Preacher, vanity of vanities ; 
all zs vanity. . 

3. What profit hath a man of all his labour which he taketh 
under the sun? 

4 J One eacntta passeth away, and another generation 
cometh : but the earth abideth for ever. 

5 The sun also ariseth, and the syn goeth down, and 
hasteth to his place where he arose. 

6 The wind goeth toward the south, and turneth about 
unto the north ; it whirleth about continually, and the wing 
returneth again according to his circuits. 

7 All the rivers run into the sea; yet the sea 3s not full: 
unto the place from whence the rivers come, thither they re- 
turn again. 

8 All things are ful! of labour; man cannot utter zt: the 
eye is not satisfied with seeing, nor the ear filled with 
ee 

9 Y The thing that hath been it 2s that which shall be ; 
and that which is done, ts that which shall be done: and 
there is no new thing under the sun. | 
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10 Is there any thing whereof it may be said, See this zs 
new? it hath been already of old time, which was before us. 

11 There is no remembrance of former things; neither 
shall there be any remembrance of ¢fzngs that are to come 
with those that shall come after. 

12 I the Preacher was king over feral in Jerusalem ; 

13 And I gave my heart to seek and search out by wisdom 
concerning all things that are done under heaven : this sore 
travail hath God given to the sons of man to be exercised 
- therewith, 

14 [ have seen all the works that are done under the sun: ; 

-and behold, all zs vanity and vexation of spirit. 

15 That which is crooked cannot be made straight; and 
that which is wanting cannot be numbered. 

16 I communed with mine own heart, saying, La, 1 am 
come to great estate, and have gotten more wisdom than all 
they that have been before me in Jerusalem ; yea, my heart 
had great experience of wisdom and knowledge. 

17 And I gave my heart to know wisdom, and to know 
madness and folly: I perceived that this also is vexation of 
spirit. : 
- 18 For in much wisdom és much grief : and he that in- 
creaseth knowledge increaseth sorrovy. 

CHAP. Il. 

1 The vanity of human courses in the works of pleasure. 12 
Though the wise be better than the fool, yet both have one 
event.

I Said in my heart, Go to now, I will prove thee with 
mirth, therefore enjoy pleasure ; and behold, this also is 
vanity, . 
2 I said of laughter, It is mad: and of mirth, what doeth

3 I sought in mine heart to give myself unto wine, (yet 
acquainting mine heart with wisdom,) and to lay hold on 
folly, till I might see what was that good for the sons of 
men, which they should do under heaven all the days of their 


jite. 
4 I made 
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4 I made me great works; { builded me houses; I planted 
me vineyards : 

5 I made me gardens and orchards, and I sia trees in 
them of all kind of fruits:. 

6 I made me pools of water, to water therewith the wood 
that bringeth forth trees - 

7 I got me servants and maidens, and had servants born in 
my house ; also I had great possessions of great and small 
cattle, above all that were in Jerusalem before me : 

8 I gathered me also silver and gold, and the peculiar trea- 
sure of kings and of the provinces : I gat me men-singers, and 
women-singers, and the delights of the sons of men, as musica] 
instruments, and that of all sorts. 

Q So I was great, and increased more than all that were 
before me in Jerusalem: also my wisdom remained with 
me. | : 

10 And whatsoever mine eyes desired, I kept not from 
them, I withheld not my heart from any joy; for my heart 
rejoiced in all my labour : and this was my portion of all my 
labour. | 

11 Then I looked on all the works that my hands had 
wrought, and on the labour, that [ had laboured to do: and 
behold, all was vanity and vexation of spirit, and there was 
no profit under the sun. 

12 J And I turned myself to behold wisdom, and siadtiens: 
and folly: for what cu the man do that cometh after the king? 
ecen that which hath been already done, - 

13 Then I saw that wisdom exeelleth folly, as far as light 
excelleth darkness. 

14 The wise man’s eyes are in his head; but the fool 
walketh in darkness: and I myself perceived also that one 
event happeneth to them all. 

15 Then said I in my heart, As it happeneth to the fool, | 
so it happeneth even to me ; and why was I then more wise? 
then I said in my heart, that this also is vanity. 

16 For there is no remembrance of the wise more than 
ef the fool for ever; seeing that which now 7s, in the 
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days to come shall all be forgotten. And how dieth the wise 
man? as the fool. | 

17 Therefore I hated life; because the work that is wrought 
under the sun is grievous unto me: for all is vanity and vexa- 
tion of spirit. 

18 Yea, I hated all my labour which I had taken ance 
the sun: because I should leave it unto the man that shall be 
after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he shell be a wise man or a 
fool ? yet shall he have rule over all my labour wherein I have 
laboured, and wherein I have shewed myself wise under the 
sun. This is also vanity.

‘nd a great evil, 

22. For what bath : mani of all his labour, end of the vexation 
of his heart, wherein he hath laboured under the sun? 

29 For all his days are sorrows, and his travail grief; yea, 
his heart taketh not rest ih the night. This is also vanity, 

24 There ts nothing better for a man than that he should 
eat and drink, and that he should make his soul enjoy good 
in his labour. This also [ saw, that it wes from the hand of 
God. | a 

25 For who can eat, or we else can hasten hereunto thore 

fran IT? 

26 For God giveth to a man that ¢s good in his sight, wis- 
dom, and knowledge, and joy: but to the sinmer he giveth 
travail, to gather and to heap up, that he may give to him 
that is good before God. | This also “ts vanity and vexation 
of spirit. 

CHAP. III. 
1 By the necessary change of times vanity is increased. 11

9 What profit hath hé that worketh in that wherein he 
laboureth ? . 

10 I have seen the travail which God hath given to = 
sons of men to be exercised in it. 

11 4 He hath made every thing beautiful in his time: also 
he hath set the world in their heart, so that no man can find out 
the work that God maketh from the begining to the end. 

12 I know that there is no good in them, but for a man to 
rejoice, and to do good in his life. 

13 And also that every man should eat and drink, and en- 
joy the good of all his labour, it is the gift of God. 

14 I know that whatsoever God doeth, it shall be for ever: 
hothing can be put to it, nor any thing taken from tt: and | 
God doeth it that men should fear before him. | 

15 That which hath been is now ; and that which is to be 
hath already been ; and God requireth that which is past. 

16 J And moreover, I saw under the sun the place of 
Judgment, that wickedness was there ; and the place of righte- 
ousuiess, that iniquity wus there. 

J7 I said in mine heart, God shall judge the righteous 

7 and 
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and the wicked; for there is a time there oe every purpose, 

and for everv work. 

18 [ said in mine heart concerning the estate of the sons of 
men, that God might manifest them, and that they might see 
that they themselves are beasts. 

_ 49 For that which befalleth the sons of men befalleth 
beasts ; even one thing befalleth them : as the one dieth, so 
dieth the other ; yea, they have all one breath; so that a man 
hath no pre-eminence above a beast: for all ¢s vanity. 

20 All go unto one place; all are of the dust, and all 
turn to dust again. 

21 Who knoweth the spirit of man that goeth upward, and 
the spirit of the beast that goeth downward to the earth? 

22 Wherefore [ perceive that there zs nothing better than 
that a man should rejoice in his own works ; for that zs his 
portion: for who shall bring him to see what shall be after him? 

C H AP. IV. 

1 Vanity is increased upon men by oppression, 4 by envy, 
5 by idleness, 7 by covetousness, 9 by solitariness, 13 by 
wilfulness. | 
O I returned, and considered all the oppressions that are 

done under the sun: and behold, the tears of such as were 
oppressed, and they had no comforter; and on the side of 
their oppressors there was power, but they had no comforter, 

2 Wherefore I praised the dead which are already dead, 
more than the living which are yet alive.

7 ¥ Then [ returned, and I saw vanity under the sun. 

8 ‘There is one a/one, and there is not a second; yea, he 
hath neither child nor brother : yet is there no end of all his 
: labour ; 
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labour ; neither is his eye satisfied with riches; neither saith 
he, For whom do I labour, and bereave my soul of good? 
This 7s also vanity, yea, it ¢s a sore travail. 

9 ¥ Two are better than one; because they have a good 
reward for their labour. © 

10 For if they fall, the one will lift up his fellow: but 
woe to him that is alone when he falleth; for he hath not 
another to help him up. 

11 Again, if two lie together, then they have heat: but 
how can one be warm alone ? 

12 And if one prevail against him, two: shall withstand 
him ; and a threefold cord is not quickly broken. 

13 J Better isa poor and 4 wise child than an old and 
foolish king, who will no more be admonished.

15 I considered all the living which walk under the sun, 
yith the second child that shall stand up in his stead. 

16 There is no end of all the people, ‘even of all that have 
been before them: they also that come after shall not rejoice 
i him. Surely this also ts yanity, and vexation of se 

CHAP. V. 
1 Vanities in divine service, 8 in murmuring against oppres- 
ston, Q and in riches. 18 Joy in riches is the gift of God. 
KEEP thy foot when thou goest to the house of God, and 
be more ready to hear than to give the sacrifice of fools; 
for they consider not that they do evil. | 

@ Be not rash with thy mouth, and let not thine heart be 
hasty to utter avy thing before God: for God ¢s in heaven, _ 
and thou upon earth: therefore let thy words be few. 

3 Fora dream cometh through the multitude of business ; 
and a fool’s voice zs Anown by multitude of words. 

4 When thou vowest a vow unto God, defer not to pay 
it: for he hath no pleasure in fools: pay that which thou 
hast vowed, 

5 Better is it that thou shouldest not vow, than that thou 
shouldest vow and not pay. 

6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause thy flesh to sin; neither. 

’ say 
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say thou before the angel, that it was an error: wherefore 
should God be angry at thy aad and destroy the work of 
thine hands ? 

7 For in the multitude of dreams and many words there are 
also divers vanities: but fear thou God. 

8 ¥ If thou seest the oppression of the poor, and violent 
perverting of judgment aud justice in a province, marvel not 
vat the matter: for he that is higher than the highest regardeth, 
and there be higher than they. 

9 ¥ Moreover the profit of the earth is for all: the king 
himself is served by the field. | 

10 He that loveth silver shall not be satisfied with silver : : 
nor he that loveth abundance, with increase: thi, is also 
vanity. 

11 When goods i increase, they are increased that eat them: 
and what good is there'to the owners thereof, saving the be- 
holding of them with their eyes ? 

12 The sleep of a labouring man és sweet, whether he eat 
little or much: but the abundance of the rich will not suffer 
him to sleep. , 

13 There is a sore evil which I have seen under the sun, 
namely, riches kept for the owners thereof to their hurt. 

14 But those riches perish by evil travail : and he begetteth 
2 son, and there is nothing in his hand. 

15 As he came forth of his mother’s womb, naked shall 
he return to go as he came, and shall take nothing of his la- 
bour, which he may carry away in his hand. 

16 And this also isa sore evil, that in all pots ashe © 
came so shall he go: and what profit hath he. that ‘hath la- 
boured for the wind? 

17 All his days also he eateth in darkness, and he hath 
much sorrow and wrath with his sickness. 

18 Behold that which I haye seen: it is good and comely 
for one to eat and drink, and to enjoy the good of all his la- 
bour that he taketh under the sun, all the days of his life 
which God giveth him: for it 7s his portion. 

19 Every man also to whoin God hath given riches and 
trealth, and hath given him power to cat thereof, and to take 

, his 
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his portion, and to rejoice in his labour; this ts the gift of 

God. : 

20 For he shall not much reniember the days of his life ; 
because God answereth Aim in the joy of his heart. 

CHAP. VI.

7 All the labour of man zs for bis mouth, aad yet the ap- 
petite 1s not filled. 

8 For what hath the wise more than the fool ? what hath 
the poor, that knoweth to walk before the living ¢ 

9 ¥ Better ts the sight of the eyes, than the wandering of.. 
the desire ; this zs also vanity and vexation of spirit. 

10 That which hath been is named already, and it is 
known that it zs man: neither may he contend with him that 
is mightier than he. 

11 ¥ Seeing there be many things that ‘increase vanity, 
what is man the better ? 

(12 For who knoweth what zs eoba for man in this life, 

all 
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all the days of his vam life which he spendeth as a shadow? for 

who can tell a man what shall be after him under the sun? 
CHAP. VII. 

1 Remedies against vanity, are a good name, 2 mortification, 


7 patience, 11 wisdom. 23 The diffi ‘culty of g getting wisdom. 


Good name 7s better than precious omtment; and the 
day of death than the day of one’s birth. 

2 q It is better to go to the house of mourning, than to 
go to the house of feasting: for that zy the end of all men ;

3 Sorrow zs better than laughter: for by the sadness of 
the countenance the heart is made better. 

4 The heart of the wise és in the house of mourning ; but 
the heart of fools ts in the house of mirth. 

5 It is better to hear the rebuke of the wise, than for a 
man to hear the song of fools : 

6 For as the crackling of thorns under a pot, so is the 
laughter of the fool: this also zs vanity. 

7 { Surely oppression maketh a wise man amd, and a gift 
destroyeth the heart. 

8 Better is the end of a thing than the etait thereof: 
and the patient in spirit 1s better than the proud in spirit. 

Q Be not hasty in thy spirit to be angry: for anger resteth 
in the bosom of fools. . 

10 Say not thou, What is the cause that the former days 
were better than these? for thou dost not enquire wisely con- 
cerning this. 

11 {| Wisdom is good with an inheritance : and by tt there 
js profit to them-.that see the sun. 

12 For wisdom #s a defence, ard money is a defence: but 
the excellency of mnowienge is, thut wisdom giveth life tu 
them that have it. 

18 Consider the work of God: for who can make that. 
straight which he hath made crooked ? 

24 Inthe day of prosperity be joyful, but in the day of 

adversity consider: God also hath set the one over against 

the other, to the end that man should find nothing after him. 
15 All 
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15 All things have I seen in the days of my vanity: there 
isa just man that perisheth in his righteousness, and there is 
a wicked man that prolongeth Ais (fe in his wickedness. . 

16 Be not righteous over-much; neither make thyself over- 
wise: why shouldest thou destroy thyself?

24 That which is far off, and exceeding deep, who can 
find it out? 

' 25 Lapplied mine heart to know, and to search, and to deel 
out wisdom, and the reason of things,and to know the wickcd- 
ness of folly, even of foolishness and madness : 

26 And I find more bitter than death the woman whose 
heart #s snares and nets, avd her hands as bands: whoso 
pleaseth God shall escape from her; but the sinner shall be 
taken by her. 

27 Behold, this have I found, (saith the Preacher,) ec count- 
ing one by one to find out the account :

12 For man also knoweth not his time : as the fishes that 
are taken in an evil net, and as the birds that are caught in the 
snare ; so are the sons of men snared in an evil time, when it 
falleth suddenly upon them. 

13 G This wisdom have I seen also under the ¢un, and it 
seemed great unto me ; 

14 There was a little city, ond few men within it; and 
there came a great king against it, and besieged it, and built 
great bulwarks against it : 

15 Now there was found in it a poor wise man, and he by 
his wisdom delivered the city; yet no man remembered uae 
game poor man. 
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16 Then said J, Wisdom 2s better than strencth : never- 
theless, the poor man’s wisdom 2s despised, and his words 
_are not heard. 

17 The words of wise men are heard in quiet more than 
the cry of him that ruleth among fools. 

18 Wisdom is better than weapons of war: but one sinnet 
destroyeth much good. 

CHAP. X.

5 There is an evil which | have seen duder the sun, as an 
error which proceedeth from the ruler > . 

6 Folly is set in great dignity, amd the rich sit in low 
place. 

7 I have seen servants upon horses, and. princes walking 
as servants upon the earth. 

8 He that diggeth a pit shall fall mto it; and whoso’ 
breaketh an hedge, a serpent shalt bite him. 

Qg Whoso removeth stones shall be hurt therewith ; and he 
that cleaveth wood shall be endangered thereby. 

10 If the iron be blunt, and he do not whet the edge, 
then must he put to more strength : but wisdom 3s prouiable 
to direét. 

11 Surely the serpent will bite without enchantment ; ; and 
a babbler is no better. 

12 The words of a wise man’s mouth are gracious ; but 


the lips of a fool will swallow up himself. 
Lea. | 13 The 
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13 The beginning of the words of his mouth ts foolishness : 
and the end of his talk is mischievous madness. 

14 A fool also is full of words: a man cannot tell what. 
shall be ; and what shall be after him, who can tell him? 

15 The labour of the foolish wearicth every one of them, 
because he knoweth not how to go to the city. 

16 | Woe to thee, O land, when thy king is a child, and 
thy princes eat in the morning! | 

17 Blessed art thou, O land, when thy king ts the. son of 
nobles, and thy princes eat in due season, for strength, and not 
for drunkenness ! : 

18 | By much slothfulness the building decayeth, and 
through idleness of the hands the house droppeth through. 

19 q A feast is made for laughter, and wine maketh merry : 
but money answereth all things. 

20 ¢. Curse not the king, no not in thy thought:; .and. 
curse not the'rich in thy bed-chamber: for a bird of the air 
shall carry the voice,.and that which hath wings shall tell the 
matter. 

CHAP. XI. ae 
1 Directions for charity. 7 Death in life, 9 and the day 
_ of judgment in the days of youth.are to be thought on. 
CAST thy bread upon the waters: for thou shalt find it 

_ after many days. ; ; | 

2 Give a portion to seven, and also to eight ; for thou 
knowest not what evil shall be upon the earth. 

3 If the clouds be full of rain, they empty themselves upon 
the earth : and if the tree fall toward the south, or toward the 
north, in the place where the tree falleth, there it shall be. 

4 He that observeth the wind, shall not sow ; and he’ that

7 Then shall the dust return to the earth as it was : andthe — 
spirit shall return unto God who gave it. 

8 ¥ Vanity of vanities, saith the Preacher ; all is vanity. 

Q And imoreover, because the Preacher was wise, he still 
daucht the people knowledge ; yea, he gave goud. heed, and 
souzlt out, and set in order nrany proverbs. 

, 10 The Preacher sought to find out acceptable words : and 
that which was written was upright, even words of truth. 
_11 The words of the wise are as goads, and as nails fas- 
— tencd dy the masters of cmb which are given trom one 
shepherd. 

12 And further, by these, my son, be admonished: of 
makmg many books there zs no end, and much study és a 

~weariness of the flesh. 

13 & Let us hear the conclusion of the whole matter: 
Fear God, and keep his commandments : for this is the whole 
duty of man. 

14 For God shall bring every work into judgment, with 
every secret thing, whether i¢ be good, or whether zé be evil,

1 Isaiah's complaint of Judah. 10 He upbraidcth their 
service.

HE vision of Isaiah the sou of Amos, which he saw con- 
cerning Judah and Jerusalem im the days of Uzziah, 

Jotharn, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, kings of Judah. 

2 Hear, O heavens; and give ear, O earth: for the Lorn 
hath spoken, I have nourished and brought up children, and 
they have rebelled agaist me. 

3 The ox knoweth his owner, and the ass his master’s 
crib: but Israel doth not know, my people doth not consider. 

4 Ah sinful nation, a people laden with inignity, a seed of 
evil doers, children that are cor:upters ! ‘They have forsaken 

the 
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the Lorn, they have provoked the Holy One of Israel unto 
anger, they are gone away backward. 

5 Why should ye be stricken any more? ye will revolt 
, more and more: the whole head is sick, and the whole heart 

faint. 

6 From the sole of the foot, even unto the head, there is no 
‘soundness in it ; bué wounds, and bruises, and putrifying sores’: 
they have not been closed, neither bound up, neither mollified 
with omtment. 

7 Your country zs desolate, your cities are burned with fire: 
your land, strangers devour it in your presence, and it is deso- 
-date as overthrown by strangers. 

8 And the daughter of Zion is left asa cottage in a.vineyard, 
as a lodge in a garden of cucumbers, as a besieged city. 

9 Except the Lorp of hosts had left unto us a very small 
remnant, we should have been as Sodom, and we should have 
been like unto Gamorrah. 

10 G Hear the word of the Lorn, ye rulers of Shain; give 

ear unto the law of our God, ye people of Gomorrah. 

11 To what purpose zs the multitude of your sacrifices unto 
me? saith the Lorn : I am full of the burnt-offerings of rams, 
and the fat of fed beasts; and I delight not in the blood of bul- 
locks, or of lambs, er of he-goats. 

12 .When ye come to appear before me, who hath required 
this at your hand to tread my cousts? 

13 Bring no more vain oblations ; incense is an abomina- 
tion unto me; the new moons and sabbaths, the calling of as- 
semblies, I cannot away with: 2¢ #s iniquity, even the solemn 
meeting. 

14 Your new moons and your appointed feasts my soul 
hateth: they are a trouble unto me; I am weary to bear 
them. 

15 And when ye spread forth your hands, I will hide mjne 
eyes from you: yea, when ye make many prayers, I will not 
hear: your hands are full of blood. 

16 § Wash you, make you clean; put away the evil of your 
doings from before mine eyes; cease to do evil ; 

L4- 17 Learn 
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17 Learnt to’do well; seek judgment, relieve the op- 
pressed, judge the fatherless, plead for the widow. 

_ 18 Come now, and let us reason together, saith the Lorn: 
though your sins be as scarlet, they shall be white as snow ; 
though they be red like crimson, they shall be as wool. 

19 If ye be willing and obedient, ye shall cat the good of 
the land ; 

20 But if ye refuse and rebel, ye shall be aevoined with the 
sword : for the mouth of the Lorp hath spoken 7. 

21 How is the faithful city become an harlot! it was full 
of judgment ; righteousness lodged im it; but now mur- 
derers. 

22 Thy silver is become dross, thy wine mixed with water : 

23 Thy princes are rebellious, and companions of thieves = 
every one loveth gifts, and followeth after rewards: tlicy 
judge not the fatherless, neither doth the cause of the widow 
come unto them. 7 

. 24 Therefore saith the Lord, the Lorn of hosts, the 
mighty One of Israel, Ah, 1 will ease me of mine adver- 
saad and avenge me of mine enemies. 

25 And I will turn my hand upon thee, and purely purge 
away thy dross, and take away all thy tin: 

26 And I Will restore thy judges as at the first, and thy coun-~ 
sellors as at the beginning : afterward thou shalt be called, ‘The 
city of righteousness, The faithful city. : 

‘ 27 Zion shall be redeemed with segments and her con- 
verts with righteousness. 

28 And the destruction of the transgressors and of the sin- 
ners shall be together, and they that forsake ie Lorp shall 
be consumed. — 

29 For they shall be ashamed of the oaks which ye have 
desired, and ye shall be confounded for the gardens that ye have 
chosen. 

30 For ye shall be as an oak whose leaf fadeth, and as a 
garden that hath no water. 

31 And the strong shall be as tow, and the maker of it as a 
_ spark, and they shall both burn together: , and none shall quench 
thenee 
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| CHAP. V.

4 What could have been done more to my vineyard that I 
have not done in it? wherefore, when I looked that it should 
bring forth grapes, brought it forth wild. grapes ? 

5 And now go to; I will tell you what I will do to my 
vineyard: I will take away the hedge thereof, and it shall be 
eaten up; and break down the wall thereof, and it shall be 
trodden down : 

G And I will lay it waste: it shall not be pruned, nor 
digged ; but there shall come up briers and thorns: I will 
also command the clouds that they rain no rain upon it. 

7 For the vineyard of the Lorn of hosts is the house of 
Israel, and the men of Judah his pleasant plant: and he 
looked for judgment, but behold oppression ; for righteous- 
ness, but behold a cry. 

8 { Woe unto them that join house to house, that lay 
field to field, till there be no place, that they may be pisces 
alone in the midst of the earth! 

9 In mine ears, said the Lorp of hosts, Of a pak 
many houses shall be desolate, even great and fair, wuthout 
inhabitant. 

10 Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall yield one bath, and 
the seed of.an homer shall yield an ephah. 

hl ie Woe unto them that rise up early in the padi 

that 
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that they may follow strong drink, that continue until night, 
ti/l wine inflame them ! 

42 And the harp and the viol, the tabret and pipe, and 
wine are in their feasts: but they regard not the work of the 
Logp, neither consider the operation of his bands. 

13 & Therefore my people are gone into captivity, because 
they have no knowledge: and their honourable men are fa- 
mished, and their multitude dried up with thirst. 

14 Therefore hell hath enlarged herself, and opened her 
mouth without measure: and their glory, and their multi- 
tude, and their pomp, and he that rejoiceth shall descend 
into it.

8 The grass withereth, the flower fadeth : but the word of 
our God shall stand for ever. . 

9 ¢ O Zion, that bringest good tidings, get thee up into 
the high mountain ; O Jerusalem, that bringest good tidings, - 
lift up thy voice with strength ; lift 7 up, be not afraid; say 
unto the cities of Judah, Behold your God !

15 Behold, the nations are as a drop of a bucket, and are 
counted as the small dust of the balance: behold, he taketh 
up the isles as a very little thing. 

16 And Lebanon is not sufficient to burn, nor the beasts 
thereof sufficient for a burnt-offering. 

17 All nations before him are as nothing ; and they a are 
counted to him less than nothing, and vanity. 

18 To whom then will ye liken God ? or what likeness will 
ye compare unto him? 

19 The workman melteth a graven image, and the gold- 
smith spreadeth it over with gold, and casteth silver chains. 

20 He that is so impoverished that he hath no oblation, 
chooseth a tree that will not rot; he seeketh unto him a 
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cunning workman to prepare a graven image that shall not be 
moved. 

21 Have ye not known? have ye not heard? hath it not 
been told you from the beginning? have'ye not understood 
from the foundations of the earth? 

22 It is he that sitteth upon the circle of the earth, and 
the inhabitants thereof are as grasshoppers; that stretcheth 
out the heavens as a curtain, and spreadeth them out as a tent 
to dwell in: 

@8 That bringeth the princes to nothing ; he maketh the 
judges of the earth as vanity. — | 

24 Yea, they shall not be planted ; yea, they shall not be 
sown: yea, their stock shall not take root in the earth: and — 
he shall also blow upon them, and they shall wither, and the:

6 F I was wroth with my people I haye polluted mine 
inheritance, and’ given them into thine hand: thou dadst 
shew them no mercy ; upon the ancient hast thou very heayily 
laid thy yoke. 

7 ¥ And thou saidst, I shall be a lady for ever: so that 

. thou didst not lay these things to thy heart, neither didst re- 
member the latter end of it.

6 Lift up your eyes to the heavens, and look upon the 
earth beneath : for the heavens shall vanish away hike smoke, 
and the earth shall wax old like a garment, and they that 
dwell therein shall die in like manner: but my salvation shall 
be for ever, and my nghteousness shall not be abolished. 

7 Hearken unto me, ye that know righteousness, the 
people in whose heart is my law ; fear ye net the reproach of 
men, neither be ye afraid of their revilings.

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The Book of DANIEL. 
CHAP. I. 

i Jehoiakim’s captivity. 8 Daniel, Hananiah, Méshael, 
and Azariah, refusing the king's portion, do prosper with 
pulse and water. 

N the third year of the reign of Jehoigkim king of Judah, 

came Nebuchadneazar king of Babylon unto Jerusalem, 
and besieged it. 

2 And the Lorp gave Jehoiakim king of Judah iuto his — 
band, with part of the vessels of the house of God: which 
he carried into the land of Shinar to the house of his god ; 
_ and he brought ‘the vessels into the treasure-house of his . 
god. 

3 And the king spake unto Ashpenaz the master of his 
eunuchs, that he should bring cértain of the children of Isreel, 
and of the king’s seed, and of the princes ; 

4 Children in whom was no blemish, but well-favoured, 
and skilful in all wisdom, and cunning in knowledge, and un- 
derstanding ecience, and such as had ability in them to stand 
in the king’s palace, aud whem they might teach the learning 
and the tongue of the Chaldeans. 

5 And the king appointed them 2 daily provision of the 
king's meat, and of the wine which he drank: so nourishing 
them three years, that at theend thereof they might stand be- 
fore the kwag. 

6 Now among these were of the children of J udah, Daniel, 
Hananiwh, Mishael, and Azariah : 

7 Unto whom the prince of the eunuchs gave names: for 
he gave unto Daniel the name of Belteshazzar; and to Hana- 
nidh, of Shadrach; and to Mishael, of Meshach ; and to 
Azariah, of Abed-nego. 

8 | But Daniel purposed in his heart that he would not 
defile himself with the portion of the king’s meat, nor with 
the wme which he drank : therefore he requested of the prince” 
of the eunuchs that he might not defile himself. 

9 Now God had: brought Daniel into favour and tender 
fove with the prince of the eunuchs. 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs said unto Daniel, I fear 
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my lord the king, who hath appointed your meat and your 
drink : for why should he see your faces worse liking than the 
children which are of your sart? then shall yo make me en- 
danger my head to the king. 

11 Then said Daniel to Melzar, whom the prince of the 
ermmuchs had set oyer Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael, and Aza- _ 
riah, | 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech thee, ten days; and jet 
them give us pulse to eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be looked upon before thee, 
and the countenance of. the children that eat of the pertioy 
of the king’s meat: and as thou seest, deal with thy ser- 
ya)jts. 

14 So he.consented to them in this matter, and proved 
them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten days their countenances appeared 
fairer and fatter in flesh than all the children which did eat 
the portion of the king’s meat. 

16 Thus Melzar took away the portion of their meat, and 
the wine that they should drink ; and gave them pulse. 

17 As for these four children, God gave them knowledge 
arid skill in all learning and wisdom: and Daniel had under 
standing in all visions and dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days that the king had said he 
should bring them in, then the prince of the eunuchs brought 
them in before Nebuchadnezzar. 

19 And the king communed with them, and among ‘them 
all was found none like Daniel, Hananiah, Misbacl, and 
Azariah : therefore stood they, before the king. 

<0 And i in all matters of wisdom and understanding that 
the king enquired of them, he found them ten times better 
than all the magicians aud astrologers that were in all his 
realm. 

21 And Daniel continued even unto the first year of king 
Cyrus. 

CHAP. IL. 
1 Nebuchadnezzar furgetteth his dream. 14 Daniel findeth 
it. 31 The dream, 36 and interpretation, 
AND 
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AN D im the second year of the reign of Nebuchadnezzar, 
Nebuchadnezzar dreamed dreams, wherewith his spitit 
was troubled, and his sleep brake from him. 

2 Then the king commanded to call the magicians, and 
the astrologers, and the sorcerers, and the Chaldeans, for to - 
shew the king his dreams. So they came and stood before 
the king. | 

3 And the king said unto them, I have dreamed a dream, 
and my spirit was troubled to know the dream. ~ 

4 Then spake the Chaldeans to the king in Syriac, O king, 
live for ever: tell thy servants the dream, and we wil) shew 
the interpretation. 

5 The king answered, and said to the Chaldeans, The thing 
is gone from me: if ye wil] not make known unto me the 
dream, with the interpretation thereof, ye shall be cut in 
pieces, and your houses shal] be made a dunghull ; 

G But if ye shew the dream, and the interpretation thereof, 
ye shall receive of me gifts and rewards, and great honour : 
therefore shew me the dream, and the interpretation thereof. | 

7 They answered again, and said, Let the king tell his 
servants the dream, and we will shew the interpretation 
of it. 

8 The king answered and said, I know of certainty that ye 
would gain the time, because ye see the thing 1s gone from 
me. 

9 But if ye will not make known unto me the dream, there 
is but one decree for you: for ye have prepared lying and 
corrupt words to speak before me, till the time be changed : 
therefore tell me the dream, and I shall know that ye can shew 
me the interpretation thereof. | 

10 The Chaldeans answered before the king, and said, 
There is not a man upon the earth that can shew the king’s 
matter: therefore there is no king, lord, nor ruler, that asked 
such things ‘at any magician, or astrologer, or Chaldean, 

11 And ¢¢ zs a rare thing that the king requireth, and there 
js none other that can shew it before the king, except the 


gods, whose dwelling is not with flesh. 
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12 For this cause the king was angry and very furious, and 
commanded to destroy all the wise men of Babylon. 

13 And the decree went forth that the wise men should 
be slain; and they sought Daniel and his fellows to be 

14 JY Then Daniel answered with cofinse] and wisdom ta 
Arioch the captain of the king’s guard, which was gone forth 
to slay the wise men of Babylon.: 

15 He answered and said to Arjoch the king’s captain, Why 
és the decree so hasty from the king? Then Arioch made the 
thing known to Daniel. - 

16 Then Daniel went in, and desired of the king that he 
would give hjm time, and that he wou shew the king the 
interpretgtion. id 

17 Then Daniel went to his fines and made the thing 
known to Hananigh, Mishael, and Azariah his compa- 
nions ; 

18 That they would desire meycies of the God of heaven 
concerning this secret ; that Daniel and his fellows should sot 
perish with the rest of the wise men of Babylon. 

(19 Then was the secret revealed unto Daniel in a night 
vision. ‘Then Daniel blessed the God of heaven. 

30 Daniel answered and said, Blessed be the name of God 
for ever and ever: for wisdom and might are his : 

21 And he changeth the times and the seasons, he’ re- - 
moveth kings, and setteth up kings: he giyeth wisdom 
unto the wise, and knowledge to them that know under 
standing 

2 He revealeth the deep and secret things: he knoweth 
a is in the darkness, and the light dwelleth with him. 

93 I thank thee, and praise thee, O thou God of my fathers, . 
who bast given me wisdom and might, and hast made known’ 
- unto me now what we desired of thee; for thou hast now 
made known unto us the king's matter. ae 

-@4 Therefore Daniel went in upto Arjoch, whom the” 
king had ordained to destroy the wise men of Babylon: he 
went and said thus unto him; Destroy not the wise mex of 
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Babylon : bring me in before the king, and I will shew unto 
the king the interpretation. 

25 Then. Arioch brought in Daniel before the king in 
haste, and said thus unto him, I have found a man of the 
captives of Judah, that will make known unto the king the 
interpretation. 

26 The king answered a said to Daniel, whose name 
was Belteshazzar, Art thou able to make known unto me 
the dream which I have seen, and the interpretation 
thereof? 

27 Daniel answered in the presence of the king, and 
. said, The secret which the king hath demanded cannot the 
wise men, the astrologers, the magicians, the ‘soothsayers, 
shew unto the king; 

28 But there is a God in heaven that revealeth secrets, 
and maketh known to the king Nebuchadnezzar what shall 
be in the Jatter days. Thy dream, and the visions of thy 
head upon thy bed, are these ; | 

29 As for thee, O king, thy thoughts came into thy mind 
upon thy bed, what should come to pass hereafter: and he 
that revealeth secrets maketh known to thee what shall come 
to pass. 

SO But as for me, the secret is not revealed to me for any 
wisdom that I have more than any living, but for their sakes 
that shall make known the interpretation to the king, and 
that thon mightest know the thoughts of thy heart. 

31 4 Thou, O king, sawest, and behold, a great image. 
This great image, whose brightness was excellent, stood be- 
fore thee; and the form thereof was terrible: 

SQ This images’s head wus of fine gold, ‘his breast and his 
arms of silver, his belly and his thighs of brass. 

$3 His legs of iron, hjs feet part of iron, and part of 
clay. 

34 Thou sawest till that a stone was cnt out without 
hands, which smote the : image upon hig feet that were of ison 
and clay, and brake them to-pieces. | 

35 Then was the iron, the clay, the brass, the silver and 
the gold, broken to-pieces me and became like = 
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chaff of the summer threshing-floors; and the wind carried 
them away, that no place was found for them: and the stone 
that smote the image became a great mountain, and filled 
the whole earth. 

_ 36 F This zs the dream ; and we will tell the interpreta- 
tion thereof before the king. 

37 Thou, O king, art aking of kings: for the God of 
heaven hath given thee a kingdom, power, and strength, and 
glorv. 

38 And wheresoever the children of men dwell, the beasts 
of the field and the-fowls of the heaven hath he given inta 
thine hand, and hath made thee ruler over them all. Thoy 
art this head of gold. 

S89 And after thee shall arise another kingdom inferior to 
thee, and another third kingdom of brass, water shall bear 
rule over all the earth. 

40 And the fourth kingdom shall be strong as iron: foras- 
much as iron breaketh im pieces and subdueth all things : 
and as iron that breaketh all these, shall it break in pieces 
and bruise. 

_41 And whereas thou sawest the feet and toes, part of 
potters’ clay, and part of iron, the kingdom shall be divided; 
but there shall be in it of the strength of the iron, forasmuch 
as thou sawest the jron mixed with miry clay. 

42 And as the toes of the feet were part of iron, and part 
of clay, so the kingdom shall be partly strong, and partly 
broken. | 

43 And whereas thou sawest iron.mixed with miry clay, 
they shall mingle themselves with the seed of men: but they 
shall not cleave one to amothcr, even as iron is not mixed © 
with clay. 

44 And in the days of these kings shall the God of heaven 
set up a hingdom, which shall never be destroyed: and the 
kingdom shall not be left to other people, bu it shall break 
in pieces, and consume 4ll these kingdoms, and it shall stand 
for ever. 

45 Forasmuch as thou sawest that the stone was cut out 
of the mountain without hands, and that it brake in pieces 
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the iron, the brass, the clay, the silver, and the gold; the 

great God hath made known to the king what shall come to 

pass hereafter: and the dream ss certain, and the interpreta- 
tion thereof sure. 

46 Then the king Nebuchadnezzar fell upon his face, and 
worshipped Daniel, and commanded that they should offer 
an oblation and sweet odours unto him. . 

47 ‘The kivg answered unto Daniel, and said, OF a truth 
it is that your God ts a God of gods, and a Lord of kings, 
and a revealer of secrets, seeing thou couldest reveal thig 
secret. 

48 Then the king made Daniel a great man, and gave 
him many great gifts, and made him ruler over the whole 
province of Babylon, and chief of the governors over all the 

wise men of Babylon. 

' 49 Then Daniel requested of the king, and he set Sha 

drach, Meshach, and Abed-nego over the affairs of the 

proviuce of Babylon: but, Daniel sat ip the gate of the 
king,

} Nebuchadnezzar dedicateth a golden image in Dura, 
8 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego are accused, 19 
and delivered. 

IN) eoncracuesst the king made an image of gold, whose 

height was threescore cubits, and the breadth thereof six

Babylon, 

& Then Nebuchadnezzar the king sent to gather together . 
the princes, the governors, and the captains, the judges, the 
treasurers, the counsellors, the sheriffs, and all the rulers of 
the provinces, to come to the dedication of the image which 
Nebuchadnezzar the king had sct up. 

3 Then the princes, the governors, and captains, the 
judges, the treasurers, the counsellors, the sheriffs, and all 
the rulers of the provinces, were gathered together unto the 
dedication of the image that Nebuchadnezzar the king had 
set up.

12 There are certain Jews whom thou hast set over the 
affairs ‘of the province of Babylon, Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego; these men, O king, have not regarded thee: 
they serve not thy gods, nor worship the golden image which 
thou fast set up. 

- 18 Then Nebuchadnezgar in &7s rage and fury commanded 
to bring Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. Then they 
brought these men before the king. | 
14 Nebuchadnezzar spake, and eaid unto them, I it true, 

O Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, do not ye serve 

my gods, nor worship the golden image which I have set up? 
15 Now if ye be ready that at what time ye hear the 

sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and dul- 
cimer, and all kinds of music, ye fall down and worship 
the image which I have made; well: but if ye worship not, 
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ye shall be cast the same hour into the midst of a burning 
fiery furnace ; and who 7s that God that shall deliver you out 
of my hands ? 

16 Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego answered and 
said to the king, O Nebuchadnezzar, we are not careful to 
answer thee in this matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom we zerve, is able to delives 
us from the burning fiery furnace, and he will deliver us out 
of thine hand, O king. 

18 But if not, be it known unto thee, -O king, that we 
will not serve thy gods, nor worship the golden image which 
thou hast‘ set_up. 

19 | Then was Nebuchadnezzar full of fury, and the 
form of his visage was changed against Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego: therefore he spake, and commanded that 
they should heat the furnace one seven times more than it 
was wont to be heated. | 

20 And he commanded the most mighty men that were in 
his army, to bind Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, and 
to cast them into the burning fiery furnace. 

21 Then these men were bound in their coats, their hosen, 
and their hats, and their other garments, and were cast into 
the midst of the burning fiery furnace. | 

22 Therefore because the king’s commandment was ur- 
gent, and the furnace exceeding hot, the flame of the fire 
slew those men that took up Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego. 

23 And these three men, Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nago, fel] down bound into the midst of the Daring fiery 
furnace: 

24 Then Nebuchadnezzar the king was astonished, and rose 
up in haste, and spake, and said unto his counsellors, Did not 
we cast three men bound into the midst of the fire? They an- 
swered and said unto the king, True, O king. 

25 He answered and said, Lo, I see four men loose, walk- 
ing in the midst of the fire, and they have no hurt; and the 
form of the fourth is hke the son of God. 

26 Thea 
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26 Then Nebuchadnezzer came near to the mouth of the 
burning fiery furnace, and spake and said, Shadrach, Meshach, 
and Abed-nego, ye servants of the most high God, come forth, 
and come Aither. ‘Then Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, 
came forth of the midst of the fire. 

27 And the princes, governors, and captains, and the king’s 
counsellors, being gathered together, saw these men, upon 
whose bodies the fire had no power, nor was an hair of their 
head singed, neither were their coats changed, nor the smell of 
' fire had passed on them. 

28 Then Nebuchadnezzar spake, and said, Blessed Je'thé 
God of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, who hath sent 
his angel, and delivered his servants that trusted in him, 
and have changed the king’s word, and yielded their bodies, 
that they might not serve nor worship any god, except their 
own God.

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6 Therefore made I a decree, to bring in‘all the wise geen 
of Babylon before me, that they unght make known unto me 
the interpretation of thedream. =~ 

7 Then came in the magicians, the astrologers, the Chal- 
deans, and the soothsayers: and I told the dream before them; | 
but they did not pee known whto ine the mter pretation 
thereof. 

8 But at the last Daniel came in before me, whose name 
«as Belteshazzar, according to the name of my God, and in 
whom is the spirit of the holy gods: aud beture him I told 
the dream, saying, 

‘9 O Belteshazzar, master of the magicians, because I know 
that the spirit of the holy gods is in thee, and no secret teoubleth 
thee, tell me the visxdns of my dream, that I have seep, and — 
the interpretation therdof. 

10 Thus were the visions of mine head in. my bed; [I saw, 
and behold, a tree in the midst of the earth, and the hejght 
thereof was great. 

11 The tree grew, and was strong, and the height thereof 
reached unto heaven, and the sight thereof to the end of all the 
earth : , a ae 

12 The leaves esos were fair, and the fruit thereof much, 
and in it was meat for all: the beasts of the field had shadow 
under it, and the fawls of the heaven ‘dwelt in the boughs 
thereof, and all flesh was fed of it. 

13 I saw in the visions of my head upon my bed, and be- 
hold, a watcher, and an holy one came down from heaven ;

3 Then Daniel was preferred above all the sissienta and 
princes, because an excellent spirit was in him ; and the king 
uhought to set him over the whole realm. : 

4 Then the presidents and princes sought to ‘find occasion 
agamst Daniel concerning the kingdom ; but they could find 
none occasion nor fault ; forasmmch as he tas faithful, neither 
was there any error or fault found in him. 

5 Then said these men, We shall not find any occasion 
against this Danied, except we find it against him concerning 
the law of his God. 

G Then these presidents and princes assembled together 
to the king, and said thus unto him, King Darius, live for 
" ever. 

7 All the vactidenite of the kingdom, the goveriors: and 
the princes, the counsellors, and the captains, have consulted 
together to establish a royal statute, and to make a firm de--

12 Then they came near, and spake before fie king con- 
cerning the king’s decree ; Hast thou not signed a decree, that 
every man that shall ask @ petition of any God or man within 
thirty days, save of thee, O king, shall be cast into the den 
of lions? The king answered, and said, The thing is true, ac~ 
cording to the law of the Medes and Persians, which altereth 
not. 

33 Then answered they and said before the king, That 

Damel, which is of the children of the captivity of Judah, re- 
gardeth not thee, O king, nor the decree that thou hast signed, 
but maketh his petition three times a day. 

14 Then the king, when he heard these words, was sore 
displeased with himself, and set his heart on Daniel to deliver 
him : and he laboured ti the going down of the sun to deliver

19 Then the king arose very early in the morning, and went 
in haste unto the den of lions. 

20 And when he came to the den, he cried with a lamen- 
table voice unto Daniel; andthe king spake and said to 
Daniel, O Daniel, servant of the living God, is thy God > 
whom thou servest contiuually, able to deliver thee from the 
lions ? 

21 Then said Daniel unto the king, O king, live for 

ever. 
22 My God hath sent his angel, and hath shut the lions’ 
mouths, that they have not hurt me: forasmuch as before hima 
ingocency was found in me; and also before thee, O king, 
have I done no hurt. 

23 Then was the king exceeding glad for him, and com- 
manded that they should take Daniel up out of the den. So 
Daniel was taken up out of the den, and no manner of burt 
was found upon him, because he believed in his God. 

24 And the king commanded, and they brought those men 
which had accused Daniel, and they cast them mto the den of 
lions, them, their children, and their wives; and the lions bad. 
the mastery of them, and brake all their bones in pieces or 
ever they came at the bottom of the den. 

25 Then king Darius wrote unto all people, nations, and 
languages that dwell in all the earth; Peace be multiplied. 
unto you. , 

26 I make a decree, that in every dominion of my king- 
dom, men tremble and fear before the God of Daniel: for he 

_ és the living God, and stedfast for ever, and his kingdom that. 
which shall not be destroyed, and his dominion shull be evcn 
unto the end. 


27 He delivereth and rescueth, and he worketh signs and 
O 4’ wonders — 
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wonders in heaven and in earth, who hath delivered Daniel 
from the power of the lions. 

28 So this Daniel prospered in the ee of Darius, and 
in the reign of Cyrus the Persian. 

CHAP. VII. 
1 Daniels vision of the four beasts, 9 of God's kingdom,

[* the first year of Belshazzar king of Babylon Daniel had 

a dream, and visions of his head upon his bed: then he 
wrote the dream, and told the sum of the matters. 
2° Daniel spake, and said, 1 saw in my vision by night, and 
behold, the four winds of the heavens strove upon the great 
sea. 

5 And four great beasts came up from the sea, diverse one 
from another. 

4 The first was like a lian, and had ates wings: I beheld 

till the wings thereof were plucked, and it was lifted up from 
the earth, and made stand upon the feet as aman, , and a mai’s 
- heart was given to it. . 
. 5 And behold, another beast, a second like to a bear, and 
it raised up itself on one side, and #t Aad three ribs in the 
mouth of it between the teeth of it: and they said thus unto it, 
Arise, devour much flesh. 

6 After this I beheld, and lo, another like a leopard, which 
had upon the back of it four wings of a fowl; the beast had 
also four heads ; and dominion was given to it, 

7 After this I saw in the night visions, and behold, a 
fourth beast, dreadful, and terrible, and strong exceedingly 5 
and it had great iron teeth : it devoured and brake in pieces, 
and stamped the residue with the feet of it: and it was 
diverse from alj the beasts that were before it, and it had ten 
horns. 

8 { considered the horns, and behold, there came up 
among them another little horn, before whom there were 
three of the first horns plucked up by the roots: and behold, 
in this horn were eyes like the eyes of man, and a mous 

speaking great things. 

9qi beheld till the thrones were cast downs and the 

Ancient 
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Ancient of days did sit, whose garment was white as snow, 
and the hair of his head like the pure wool: his throne was 
like the fiery flame, and his wheels as burning fire. 

10: A fery stream issued and came forth from before him:

12 As concerning the rest of the beasts, they had their 
dominion taken away: yet their lives. were prolonged for a 
season and time. 

13 I saw in the night visions, and behold, one like the 
son of man came with the clouds of heaven, and came to 
the Ancient of day s, and they brought him near before. — 
him. 

14 And there was given him Sommunae, and glory and a 
kingdom, that all people, nations, and languages, should 
serve him: his dominion 2s an everlasting dominion, which 
shall not pass away, and his kingdom that which shall not be 
destroyed. 

15 ¥ I Daniel was grieved in my spirit in the midst of my — 
hody, and the visions of my head troubled me. 

16 I came near unto one of them that stood by, and asked 
bim the truth of all this.. So he told me, and made me know 
the interpretation of the things. 

17 These great beasts; which are four, are four kings, 
athich shall arise out of the earth. 7 

18 But the saints of the Most High. shall take the king- 
dom, and possess the kingdom for ever, even for ever and 

19 Then I would know the truth of the fourth beast, 
which was diverse from all the others, exceeding dreadful, 
whose teeth were of iron, and his nails of brass; which de- 
voured, brake in pieces, and stamped the residue with his: 
feet ; nets 

20 And of the ten homs that were in his head, and of

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the other which came up, and before whom three fell; even 
of that horn that bad eyes, and a mouth that spake very great 
things, whose look was more stout than his fellows.

given to the saints of the Most High; and the time came that

24 And the ten horns out of this kingdom are ten kings 
that shall arise: and another shall rise after them, and he 
shall be diverse from the first, and he shall subdue three 
kings. 

25 And he shall speak great words against the Most High, 
and shall wear out the saints of the Most High, and think to 
change times and Jaws: and they shall be given into his hand, 
until a time and times, and the dividgng of time. 

26 But the judgment shall sit, and they shall take away 
his dominion, to consume and to destroy z¢ unto the end. 

27 And the kingdom and dominion, and the greatness of 
- the kingdom under the whole heaven, shall be given to the 
people of the saints of the Most High, whose kingdom zs 
an everlasting kingdom, and all dominions shall serve and 
obey him. 

28 Hitherto zs the end of the matter. As for me Daniel, 
my cogitations much troubled meg, and my countenance 
changed in me: but I kept the matter im my heart. 

CHAP. VIII. 
1 Daniel’s vision of the ram and heegoat. 13 The two 
thousand three hundred days of sacrifce. 

N the third year of the reign of king Belshazzar, a vision 

appeared unto me, even unto me Daniel, after that which 
appeared unto me at the first. 

2 And I saw in a vision ;- and it came to pass when I saw 
that I was at Shushag in the palace, which js in the province

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of Elam ; and I saw in a vision, and I was by the river of 
Ula. 

3 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and saw, and behold, there 
stood before the river a ram which had two horns: and the 
two horns were high; but one was higher than ~ other, and 
the higher came up last. 

"4 I saw the ram pushing westward, and northward, and 
southward ; so that no beasts might stand before him, neither 
was there any that could deliver out of his hand, but he. did 
according to his will, and became great. 

5 And as I was considering, behold, an he-goat came 
from the west on the face of the whole earth, and touched 
not the ground : and the goat Aad a notable horn between his 
eyes. - 

6 And he came to the ram that had two horns, which I had 
seen standing before the river, and ran unto him in the fury of 
his power. 

7 And I saw hum come close unto the ram, and he was 
moved with choler against him, and smote the ram, and brake 
his two horns: and there was no power in the ram to stand 
before him, but ke cast him down to the ground, and stamped 
upon him : and there was none that could deliverthe ram out 
of his hand. 

8 Therefore the he-goat waxed very great: and when he 
was strong, the great horn was broken ; and for it came up 
four notable ones toward the four winds of heaven. 

g And out of one of them came fosth a little horn, which 
waxed exceeding great, toward the south, and toward the east, 
and toward the pleasant /and. 

10 And it waxed great, even to the host of heaven ; and it 
cast down some of the host and of the stars to the ground, and 
stamped upon them. ' 

11 Yea, he magnified himself even to the prince of the host, 
and by him the daily sacrifice was taken away, and the place 
of his sanctuary was cast down. 

12 And an host was given hun agpinst the daily sacrifice 
by reason of transgression, and it cast down the truth to the 
ground; and jt practised, and prospered, |

15 And it came to pass, when I, even I Danicl had scen 
the vision, and- sought for the meaning, then behold, there 
stood before me as the appesrance of a man. 

16 And I heard a man’s voice between the banks of Ulai, 
_which called, and shid, Gabriel, make this evan to understand 
the visiem. 7 

37 So he came near where I stood: and when he came, 
I was afraid; and fell upon my face: but he said unto me, 
Understand, O son of man : for at the time of the end sha// 
be the vision. 

18 Now as he was speaking with me, [ was in a deep sleep 
on my face toward the ground; but he sues me, and set 
me upright. 

19 And he-said, Behold, I will make thee know what shall 
be in the last end of the indignation: for at the time appointed 
the end shall be. 

20 The ram which thou sawest baci two horns, arc thie 
~ kings of Media and Persia. 

21 And the rough goat ¢s the king of Grecia : and the great 
horn that ¢s between his eyes, ts the first king. 

22 Now that being broken, whereas four stood up for it, 
four kingdoms shall stand up out of the nation, but not in his 
power. 

23 And in the latter time of their kingdom when the trans- 
gressors are come to the full, a king of fierce countenance, and 
understanding dark sentences, shall stand up. 

24 And his power shall be mighty, but not by his own 
‘power : and he shall destroy wonderfully, and shall prosper, 
and practise, and shall destroy the mighty, aud the holy 

ple. 

25 And through his ie also he aaa cause craft ‘to... 

: prosper 
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prosper in lis hand ; and he shalt magnify himself in his heart, 
and by peace shall destroy many : he shall also stand up against _ 
the Prince of princes : but he shall be broken without hand.- 

36 And the vision of the evening and the morning ‘which 
was told ¢s true: wherefore shut thou up the vision ; for it 
shall be for many days. 

27 And I Daniel fainted, and was sick certain days; after- 
ward I rose up and did the king's business ; and I was asto- 
nished at the vision, but none understood 2. - 

CHAP. IX. 7 
3 Daniel confesseth his sins, 16 prayeth for the restoration 
of Jerusalem. 20 Gabriel informeth him of the seventy 
weeks. 
N the first year of Darius the son of Ahasuerus, of the 
seed of the Medes, which was made king over the realm 
of the Chaldeans ; 

2 In the first year of his reign, I Daniel understood by, 
books the number of the years whereof the word of the Loap 
came to Jeremiah the prophet, that he would accomplish se- 
venty years in the desolations of Jerusalem. 

3.Q And I set my face unto the Lord Gop to seek by 
prayer and. supplications, with fasting, and sackcloth, -and 
ashes : , 

_4 And | prayed unto the Lon» my God, and made my 
confession, and said, O Lorn, the great and dreadful God, 
keeping the covenant and mercy to them that love him, and to 
" them that keep his commandnients ; 

5 We have sind, and have committed ; iniquity, and have 
Pe wickedly, and have rebelled, even by miele from thy 
precepts and trom thy judgments : 

6 Neither ‘have we hearkened unto thy servants the pro- 
phets, which spake in thy name fo our kings, our princes, and 
"our fathers, and to all the people of the land. 

7 O LorD, rightequsness belongeth unto thee, but unte! 
us confusion of faces, as at this day ; to the men of Judah, 
and to the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and unto all Israel, that 
are near, aud that gre far off, a all the countries 

whither 


whither thou hast driven them because of their trespass that 
they have trespassed against thee. | 

8 O Loxp,to us belongcth confusion of face, to our kings, 
to our princes, and to our futhers, because we have sinned 
against thee. 

9 Tothe Lon our God belong mercies and forgivenesses, 
though we have rebelled against him. 

10 Neither have we obeyed the voice of the Lorn our 
God, to walk in his laws, which he set before uy by his ser- 
vants the prophets. 

11 Yea, all Israel have transgressed thy law, even by de- 
parting, that they might not obey thy voice: therefore the 
curse is poured upon us, and the oath that is written in the 
law of Moses the servant of God, because we have sinned 
against him. | 

12: And he hath confirmed his words which he spake against 
us, and against eur judges that judged us, by bringing upon 
us a great evil: for under the whole heaven hath not been 
done as hath been done upon Jerusalem. 

13 As tt is written in the law of Moses, all this evil is come 
upon us: yet made we not our prayer before the Lorp our 
God, that we might turn from our iniquities, and understand 
thy truth. 

14 Therefore hath the Lo np watched upon the evil, 
and brought it upon'us; for the Lor our Ged # righteous 
4n all his works which he doeth : for we obeyed not his 
voice.

21 Yea, les I was “speaking in prayer, even the’ map 
Gabriel, whom I had seen in the vision at the beginning, being 
caused to fly swiftly, touched me about the time of the evening 
eblation. 

22 And he informed me, and talked with me, and said, 
O Daniel, 1 am now come forth to give thee skill and under- 
standing. 

23 At the beginning of: thy supplications the command- 
ment came forth, and I am come to shew thee ; for thou art 
greatly beloved: therefore understand the matter, and con- 
sider the vision. 

24 Seventy weeks are ceianed upon thy people, and 
upon thy holy city, to finish the transgression, and to make an

48 Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father which is 
in heaven is pesfect, | 

CHAP. VI. 
1 Of alms, 5 prayer, 14 forgiveness, 16 fasting, 19 our 
treasure, 24 and against worldly care. 
(TAKE heed that ye-do not your alms before men, to be seen 
of them: otherwise ye have no reward of your Father 
which is in heaven.

6 But thoy, when thou prayest, enter into thy closet, and 
when thou hagt shut thy door, pray to thy Father which is in 
secret, and thy Father which seeth in secret shall reward thee 
openly. 

7 But when ye pray, use not vain repetitions, as the heathen 
do: for they think that they shall be heard for their much 
speaking. 

8 Be not ye therefore like unto theme for your Father 
knoweth what things ye have need of, before ye ask him. 

Q After this manner therefore pray ye: Our Father which 

ait in heaven, Hallowed be thy N ame, , 

Q 4 . 10 Thy 
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10 Thy kingdom come. Thy willbe done in earth as it 18 
in heaven. 

11 Give us this day our gaily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, as we forgive our debtors. 

15 And lead us not into temptation, but deliver. us from 
evil : for thine is the kingdom, and the power, .and the glory, 
for ever. Amen. 

14 q For if ye forgive men their sreapaaaees your heavenly 
Father will also forgivé you : 

15 But if ye forgive not men their trespasses, neither will 
your Father forgive your trespasses. 

16 ¥ Moreover, when ye fast, be not as the hypocrites, of 
a sad countenance : for they distigure their faces, that they may 
appear unto men to fast. Verily I say unto you, they have 
their reward. 

17 Butthou, when thou fastest, anoint thine head and wash 
thy face : 

18 That thou appear not unto men to fast, but unto thy 
Father which is in secret : and. thy Father; which seeth in se- 
cret, shall reward thee openly. 

19 §& Lay notup for yourselves treasures upon earth, where 
moth and rust doth corrupt, and where thieves break TONER 
and steal: 

20 But lay up for yourselves treasures in “heaven, where 
neither moth nor: rust doth corrupt, ane where thieves do not 
break through nor steal : 

21 For where your treasure is, there will your heart be 
also. : 

22 The light of the body is the eye : af therefore thine eye 
be single, thy whole body shall be full of light : 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy whole body shall be full of 
darkness. If therefore the light that is in thee be darkness, 
how great is that darkness! 

24 | No man can serve two masters: for either he will 
hate the one, aud love the other; or else he will hold to the 
one and despise the other. Ye cannot serve God and mam- 
mon. 

25 Therefore I say unto you, Take no thought for your 

life, 
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life, what ‘ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink ; nor yet for 

your body, what ye shall put on: Is not the life more than 

meat, and the body than raiment? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: for they sow not, neither

81 Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall we 
eat? or what shall we drink? or wherewithal shall we be

32 (For after all these things do the Gentiles seek) for 
your heavenly Father knoweth that ye have need of all these

33 But seek ye first the kingdom of God, and _his righ- 
teousness, and all these things shall be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thought for the morrow: for the 
morrow shall take thought for the things of itself: sufficient 
unto the day zs the evil thereof.

11 If ye then being evil, know how to give good gifts unto

12 ‘Therefore all things whatsoever ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye even so to them : for this is the law 
and the prophets. 

13 ¢ Enter ye im at the gtrait gate ; for wide is the gate, 
and broad 7s the way that leadeth to destruction, and many 
there be which go in thereat : 

14 Because strait is the gate, and narrow is the way which 
Jeadeth unto life, and few there be that find it. _ 

15 ¥ Leware of false prophets, which come to you in 
sheep's clothing, | but inwardly they are ravening wolves. 

i Ye shall know them by their fruits: Do men gather

22 Many will say to me in that day, Lord, Lord, have 
we not prophesied in thy name? and in thy name have cast 
out devils? and in thy name done many wonderful works?

9 For I am a man under authority, having soldiers wader 
me: and-I say to this man, Go, and he goeth: and to ano- 
ther, Come, and. he cometh : and. to: my servant, Do this, 
and he doeth z¢.

20 And Jesus saith unto him, The foxes have holes, and 
the birds of the air have nests; but the Son of man hath not

13 And if the house be worthy, let your peace come 
upon it: but if it be not worthy, let your peace return to 
you. 

14 And whosoever shall not receive you, nor hear your 
words, when ye depart out of that house, or city, shake off the 
dust of your feet. 

15 Verily I say unto you, It shall be more tolerable for 
the land of Sodom and Gomorrha in the day of judgment, 
than for that city. 

16 Behold, I send you forth as sheep in the midst of 
wolves; be ye therefore wise as serpents, and harmless as 
doves. | 
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17 But beware of men, for they will deliver you up to thé 
councils, and they will scourge you in their synagogues :

27 All things ‘are delivered unt me of my Father :- and no 
man knoweth the Son but the rather; neither knoweth any 
mwnan the Father, save the Son, and he to whomsvever the 
Son will reveal Aum. 

28 Come unto me all ye that labour, and are = y laden, 
and [ will give you rest. 

20 Take my yoke upon you, aud learh Of me, for J} am 
meek and lowly in heart: and ye shall find rest unta your 
souls.

7 But if ye had known what this meaneth, 1 will have 
mercy and not sacrifice, ye would not have condemned the 
guiltless. 

8 For the Son of man is Lord even of the sabbath-day. 

9 And when he was departed thence, he went into their 

synagogue. | 
“10 ¥ And behold, there was a man which had his hand 
withered. And they asked him, saying, Js it lawful to heal 
on the sabbath-days? that they might accuse him. 
“ 11 And he said unto them, What man shall there be 
among you, that shall have one sheep, and if it fall into a 
pit on the sabbath-day, will he not lay hold on it, and lift a¢ 
out ? 

12 How much then is a man better than a sheep? where- 
fore it is lawful to do well on the sabbath-days.

~ 14 Then the Pharisees went out, and held a council against 
him, how they might destroy him.

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thence: and great multitudes followed him, amd he hedled 
them all ; 

16 And charged them that they should not make him 
known : 

17 That it ne be fulfilled which was spoken by Esaias 
the. prophet, saying 

18 Behold, my civ whom I lave chosen, my beloved 
in whom my soul is well pleased: I will put my spirit upon 
him, and he shall shew judgment to the Gentiles. 

19 He shall not strive, nor crys : ‘neither shall any man hear 
his voice in the streets.

21 And in his name shall the Gentiles trust. 

22 | -Then. was brought unto him one possessed of the 
devil, blind and dumb; and he healed him, insomuch that the 
blind and dumb both spake and saw. 

23 And all the people were amazed, and said, Is not this 
the son of David? 

24 But when the Pharisees heard it, they said, This fel- 
low doth not cast out devils, but by Beelzebub the prince of 
the devils. 

25 And Jesus knew their thoughts, and said unto them, 
Every kingdom divided against itself is brought to.deso« 
lation ; and every city or house divided against itself, shall not 
stand : 

26 And if Satan cast out Satan, he is divided against him- 
-self; how shall then his kingdom stand? 

27 And if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, by whom do 
your children cast them out! terete they shall be youg 
judges. 

28 But if I cast out devils by the Spirit of God, thes the 
- kingdom of God is come unto you. 

29 Or else, how can one enter into a strong man’s en 
and spoil his goods, except he first bind the strong man? and 
then he will spoil his house. .

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. 90 He that 1s not with me, is against me; and he that 
gathereth not with me, scattereth abroad. 

> 91 G& Wherefore I say unto you, All manner of sin and 
blasphemy shull be forgiven unto men: but the blasphemy 
against the holy Ghost, shall not be forgiven unto men. 

32 And whosoever speaketh a word against the Son of 
man, it shall be forgiven him: but whusoever speaketh 
agajnst the Holy Ghost, it shall pot be forgiven him, neither 
in this world, neither in the world to come. 

8S Either make the tree good, and his fruit good; or else 
make the tree corrupt, aud his ue corrupt: for the tree is 
known by As fruit.

$8 | Then certam of the scribes and of the Pharisees an- 
swered, saying, Master, we would see a sign from thee. 

- $9 But heanswered and said unto them, An evil and adul- 
terous generation seekcth after a sign; and there shall no sign 
be given to it, but the sign of the prophet Jomas :

9 But in vain do they worship me, teaching fer doctrines. 
the commandments of men, 

‘10 ¥ And he called the multitude, and said unto aaa 
Hear and understand :

bat that winch cometlr out of the mouth, this defileth a 
man. 

12 Then came his disciples, ‘ai szid unto him, Kiowes

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thou that the. Pharisees v were offended, after they heard this — 
saying ?. 

13 But he answered and said, every plant which my 
heavenly Father bath aot planted, shall: be rooted up. | 

14 Let them alone: they be blind leaders of the blind. And 
if the blind lead the blind, both shall fall into the ditch. 

15 Then answered Peter and said unto him, Declare unte 
uschis parable. 

i6 And Jesus said, Are ye also yet without understanding? 

17 Do not ye yet understand, that whatsoever entereth in 
at the mouth = into the belly, and 3 cast out into the 
drought? 

-18 But those ies which proceed out of the mouth, come 
forth from the heart, and they defile the man. 

19 For out of the heart proceed evil thoughts, murders, 
adulteries, fornications, thefts, false witness, blaaphesbies ; 

20 ‘These are the things which defile a man: but to eat 
with unwashen hands defileth not a man. 

21 Then Jesus went thence, and.departed into the coasts 
of Tyre and Sidon. 

22 And behold, a woman of Canaan came out of the aati 
Coasts, and cried unto him, saying, Have mercy on me, QO 
Lord, thou son of David ; my daughter is grievously vexed 
with a deval.

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"99° J And Jesas departed -from thence, and came nigh 
unto the sea of Galilee ; and went up into a mountain, and sat:

SO And great niultitrdes came unto him, having with 
them those that were lame, blind, dumb, maimed, aad many 
others, and cast them down at Jesus feet, and he healed 
them: . : | 
$1 Insomuch that the multitude wondered when they sitw 
the dumb to speak, the maimed to be whole, the lame to 
walk, and the blind to see: and they glorified the God of 
Israel.

7 And they reasoned among ieee saying, It is Be 
cause we have taken no bread.’

26 Peter saith unto him, Of strangers, Jesus saith unto him, 
Then are the children free. 

27 Notwithstanding, lest we should offend them, go thow 
to the sea, and cast an hook, and take up the fish that first 
cometh up: and when thou hast opened his mouth, thou shalt 
find a piece of money: that take, and give unto then for me

done for them of my Father which is in heaven. 

20 For where two or three are gathered together in my 
name, there am [ in the midst of them. 

_ 21 | Then came Peter to him, and said, Lord, how oft 
shall my brother sin against me, and I forgive him? till. seven 
times? 

22 Jesus said unto him, J I say not unto thee, until seven 
times ; but until seventy times seven. 

23 q Therefore is the kingdom of heaven likened unto 3 
certain king which would take account of his servants. 

24 And when he had begun to reckon, one was brought unto 
him which owed him ten thousand talents. 

25 But forasmuch as he had not to pay, his lord commanded 
"him to be sold, and hig wife and children, and all that he had, 
and payment to be made.

Qg And I say unto you, Whosoever shall put away his wile, 
except it be for fornication, and shall marry another, committeth 
adultery : and whoso marrieth her which is put away doth com-

10 ¥ His disciples say unto him, If the case of the mau be 
so with his wife, it is not good to marry. | 

11 But he said unto them, All men cannot receive this say- 
ing, save they to whom it is given. 

1° For there are some eunuchs, which were so born from 
their mothers’ womb : and there are some eunuchs, which are 
made eunuchs of men: and there be eunuchs, which have 
made themselves eunuchs for the kingdom of heaven’s sake.

13 | Then were there brought unto him little children, 
that he should put Azs hands on them, and pray: and the 
disciples rebuked them.

23 G Then said Jesus unto hus disciples, Verily I say unto 
you, that a yich man shall sais enter into the kingdom of 
heaven. 

24 And again I say unto soa It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, than for a rich man to enter into 
the kingdom of God.

§ And a very great multitude spread their garments in the 
sway ; others cut down branches from the trees, and strawed 
them in the way.. 

g And the multitude that went before, and tbat followed, 
cried, sayinz, Hosanna to the son of David: blessed is he 
that cometh in the name of the Lord, Hosanna in the. 
highest. 

10 Aad 
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10 And when he was come into Jerusalem, all the city 
was moved, saying, Who is this? 

11 And the multitude said, This is Jesus the prophet of 
Nazareth of Galilee. 

12 ¢ And Jesus went into the temple of God, and cast 
out all them that sold and bought in the temple, and over- 
threw the tables of the a ae and the seats of them 
that sold doves, 

13 And said unto them, It is written, My house shall be 
called the house of prayer but ye have made it a den of 
thieves. 

14 And the blind and the lane came to him in the temple, 
and he healed them. 

15 And when the chief priests and scribes saw the won- 
derful things that he did, and the children crymg in the

S83 q Hear another parable: There was a certain house- 
holder which planted a vineyard, and liedged it round about, 
and digged a wine-press in it, and built a tower, and lét it 
out to husbandmey, and went into a far ‘country :

‘servants to the husbandmen, that they might receive the fruits

38 But when the husbandmen saw the son, they said 
among themselves, This is the heir, come, let us kill him, 
and let us seize on his imherstancce. 

89 And they caught him, and cast him out of the vineyard, 
and slew fim. 

40 When the Lord therefore of the vineyard cometh, what 
will he do unto those husbandmen ! 

41 They say unto him, He will miserably destroy those 
wicked men, and will let out Ais vineyard unto ether hus- 
bandmen, which shall render him the fruits in their seasons. 

42 Jesus saith unto them, Did ye never read in the scrip- 
tures, The stone which the builders rejected, the same is be- 
come the head of the corner: this 1s the Lord’s doing, = 
it is marvellous m our eyes? 

43 Therefore I say unto you, The kingdom of God shall 
be taken from you, and given to a nation bringing forth the 
fruits thereof. 

44 Anod whosoever shall fall on this stone, shall be broken:

20 Whoso therefore shall swear by the altar, sweareth by 
it, and by all things thereon.

@2 And he that shall swear by heaven, sweareth by the 
throne of God, and by him that sitteth thereon. 

23 Wo unto yo8 scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 

T 2 pay 
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pay tithe of mint, and anise, and cummin, and have omitted 
the weightier matters of the law, judgment, mercy, and 
faith: these ought ye to have done, and not to leave the other 
undone. 

24 Ye blind guides, which strain at a gnat and swallow a 
camel, — 

25 Wo unto you scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for ye 
make clean the outside of the cup, and of the platter, but 
within they are full of extortion and excess. . 

26 Thou blind Pharisee, eleanse first that which is within 
the cup and platter, that the outside of them may be clean 
also. 

27 Wo unto you scribes and Pharisees, hisiscriient ! for 
ye are like unto whited sepulchres, which indeed appear beau~ 
tiful outward, but are within full of dead men’s bones, and of 
all uncleanness, 

28 Even so ye also swans appear righteous unto men, 
but within ye are full of hypocrisy and iniquity. 

29 Wo unto you scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! because 
ye build the tombs of the prophets, and garnish the sepulchres

31 Wherefore’ be ye witnesses unto scaiselvens that ye are 
the children of them which killed the prophets.

34 | Wherefore, behold, I send unto you prophets, and wise 
men, and scribes; and some of them ye shall kill and crucify ;

‘Then all the disciples forsook him, 
and fled. ; 

57 | And they that had laid hold on Jesus, led Aim aWay 
to Caiaphas the high priest, where the scribes and the elders 
were assembled. 

58 But Peter followed him afar off, unto the high priest’s 
palace, and went in, and sat with the servants, to see the end. 

59 Now the chief priests and elders, and all the council, 
sought false witness against Jesus to put him to death ; 

6O But found none: yea, though many false witnesses 
came, yet found they nome. At the last came two false 
witnesses, 

61 And said, This fellow said, Is am able to destroy the 
temple of God, and to build it in three days. 

62 And the high priest arose, and said unto him, An- 
swerest thou nothing? what zs zt which theee witness against 
thee? 

63 But 
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63 But Jesus held his peace. And the high priest ane 
swered and said unto him, I adjure thee by the living God, 
that thou tell us whether thou be the Christ, the Son. of 
God.

67 Then did they spit in his face, and buffeted him; and 
others smote Aim with the palms of ther hands, 

68 Saying, Prophesy unto us thou Christ, who is he that 
smote thee? 

69 { Now. Peter sat without in the palace: and a damsel 
came unto him, saying, Thou also wast with Jesus of Ga- 
hilee. 
. 70 But he denied before them. all, saymg, I know not 
what thou sayest. 

71 And when he was gone out into the porch, another 
maid saw him, and said unto them that were there, This fe/- 
low was also with Jesus of Nazareth.

11 And Jesus stood before the governor; and the gover- _ 
nor asked him, saying, Art thou the king of the Jews? And 
Jesus said unto him, Thou sayest. 

12 And when he was accused of the chief priests and 
elders, he answered nothing. 

- 13 Then said Pilate unto him, Hearest thou not how 
many things they witness against thee ? 

14 And he answered] him to never a w ord, insomuch that 
‘the governor marvelled greatly. 

15 Now at that feast the governor was wont to release 
unto the people a prisoner, whom they would. 


16 And they had then a notable prisoner, called Barabbas. 
U 17 There- 
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17 Therefore when they were gathered together, Pilate 
- gaid unto them, Whom will ye that [ release unto you? Ba- 
rabbas, or Jesus which is called Christ 

18 For he knew that for envy they had delivered him. 

19 | When he was set down on the judgment seat, his 
wife sent unto him, saying, Have thou nothing to do with 
that just man: for I have suflered many things this day ina 
dream because of him. 

20 But the chief priests and elders persuaded the multitude 
. that they should ask Barabbas, aud destroy Jesus. 

21 The governor answered and said unto them, Whether 
of the twain will ye that 1 release unto you?

99 Pilate sdith unto them, What shall I do then with 
Jesus, which is called Christ? They all say anto him, Let 
him be crucified. ;

that rather a tumult was made, he took water, and washed hes 
hands before the multitude, saying, | am innocent of the blood

25 Then answered all the people, and said, His blood be 
onus, and on our children. 

26 | Then released he Barabbas unto them: and when 
he had scourged Jesus, he delivered him to be crucified. 

27 Then the soldiers of the governor took Jesus into the 
common hall, and gathered uito him the whole band of 
soldiers. ;

35 And they crucified him, and parted his garments, cast- 
ing lots: that it might be fulfilled which was spoken by the 
prophet, ‘They parted my garments among them, and upon 
my vesture did they cast lots. 

36 And sitting down, they watched him there; 

37 And set up over his head, his accusation written, 
THIs Is JESUs, THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

38 Then were there two thieves crucified with him, one 
on the right hand, and another on the left. 

39 | And wa that passed by reviled him, wagying their 
heads, 

40 And saying, Thou that’ destroyest the temple, and 
buildest i¢ in three days, save thyself. If thou be the Son of 
God, come down from the cross. 

41 Likewise also the chief priests mocking him, with the 
scribes and elders, said, 

42 He saved others; himself he cannot save. If he be 
the king of Israel, let him now come down from the cross, 
and we will believe him. 

43 He trusted in God ; let him deliver him now, if he will 
have him: for he said, I am the Son of God. 

44 The thieves also which were crucified with him, cast 
ithe same in his teeth. 

45 Now from the sixth hour there was darkness over all 
the land unto the ninth hour. 

46: And about the ninth hour, Jesus cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Eli, Eli, lama sabachthani? that is to say, My 

-God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me?

8 And it came to pass, that while he executed the Priest’ 3 
office before God in the order of his course, 

9 ‘According to the custom of the priest’s office, his lot 
was to burn incense when he went into the eae of the 
Lord. 

10 And the whole multitude of the people were praying 
without, at the time of incense. | 

11 And there appeared unto him an angel of the Lord 
standing on the right side of the altar of incense. 

12 And when Zachanias saw Aim, he was troubled, and fear 
fell upor-him. 

13 But the angel said unto him, Fear not, Zachara’ for 
thy prayer is heard ; and thy wife Elisabeth shall bear thee a

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Elias, to turn the hearts of the fathers to the children, and 
the disobedient to the wisdom of the just: to make ready a 
people prepared for the Lord. 

18 And Zacharias said unto the angel, Whereby shall I 
know this? for I am an old man, and my wife well stricken 
In years. 

19 And the aces answering, said unto him, I am Gabriel, 
that stand in the presence of God; and am sent to speak unto 
thee, and to shew thee these glad tidings. , 

20 And behold, thou shalt be dumb, and notable to speak, 
until the day that these things shall be performed, because 
thou believest not miy words, which ghall be fulfilled in their 
season. 

21 And the people waited: a Zacharias, and marvelled 
that he tarried so long in the temple. 

22, And when he came out, he could. not speak unto 
them: and they perceived that. he had seen a vision in the 
“temple: for he beckoned unto them, and remmamed speech- 
less. : .

Behold, they which are gorgeously apparelled, 
and live delicately, are in king’s courts. 

26 But what went ye out for to see? A prophet? Yea, 
I say unto you, and much more than a prophet. 

_ 27 This is he of whom it is written, Behold, I send my 
messenggy before thy face, which shall prepare thy way pee 
thee. 

28 For I say unto you, Among those that are born of 
women, there is not a greater prophet than John the Baptist : 
but he that is least in the kingdom of God is greater than 
he. : 

29 And all the people that heard Aim, and the publicans, 
justified God, being baptized with the baptism of John. . 

- 30 But the Pharisees and lawyers rejected the counsel of 
-Go® against themselves, being not baptized of him. 

31 And the Lord said, Whereunto then shall I hken the 
men of this generation ? and to what are they hke? 

32 They are like unto children sitting m the market-place, 
and calling one to another, and saying, We have piped unto. 
you, and ye have not danced; we have mourned to you, and 
ye have not wept. 

83 For Jdhn the Baptist came neither eating bread nor 
drinking wine ; and ye say, He hath a devil. 

34 ‘The Son of man is come eating and drinking; and ye

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say, Behold a gluttonous man and a wine-bibber, a friend of 
publicans and sinners! 

35 But Wisdom is justified of al her children. ae 

36 q And one of the Pharisees desired him that he would 
eat with him. And he went into the -Pharisee’s house, and 
sat down to meat. 

37 And behold, a woman i in the city, which was a sinner, 
when she knew that Jeses sat at meat in the Pharisee’s house, 
brought an alabaster box of ointment, 

S8 And stood at his feet behind Azm weeping, and began 
to wash his feet with tears, and did wipe them with the hairs 
of her head, and kissed his feet, and anointed them with the 
ointment. 

39 Now when the Pharisee which had bidden him saw 3, 
he spake within himself, saymg, This man, if he were a 
prophet, would have known who, and what manner of woman 
this is that toucheth him: for she is # sinner.

4 ¥ And when much people were gathered together, and 
were come to him out of every city, he spake by a parable: 

5 A sower went out to sow his seed: and as he sowed, 
some fell by the way side; and it was trodden down, and the 
fowls of the air devoured it. 

6 And some fell upon a rock; and as soon as it was sprung 
up, it withered away, because it lacked moisture. 

7 And some fell among thorns, and the thorns sprang up 
“with it, and choked it. 

8 And other fell on good ground, and sprang yp, and bare 
fruit an hundred fold. And when he had said these things, 
he cried, He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

Q And his disciples asked him, saying, What might this 
parable be ’ 

10 And he said, Unto you it 1s given to know the mys= 
teries of the kingdom of ¥ d: but to others m parables ; 
that seeing they might not see, and hearing they might not 
understand. 


ae Now the parable is this: The seed is the word of 
God. 
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12 Those by the way-side are they that hear; then cometh 
_ the devil, and taketh away the word out of their hearts, lest 
- they should believe and be saved, 

13 They on the rock are they, which, when they hear, re- 
ceive the wérd with joy ; and these have no root, which for a 
while believe, and in time of temptation fall away. 

14 And that which tell-among thorns are théy, which, 
when they have heard, go forth, and are choked with cares and 
riches, and pleasures of this life, and bring no fruit to per- 
fection. - 

15 But that on the good ground are they which in an honest 
and good, heart, having heard the word, keep i¢, and bring 
forth fruit with patience. 

16 | No man, when he hath lighted a candle, covereth 
it with a vessel, or putteth z¢.under a bed; but setteth é on 
a candlestick, that they which enter in may see the light. 

17 For nothing 1s secret that shall not be made mapifest ; 
neither any thing hid that shall not be known and come 
abroad. 

18 Take heed therefore how ye hear: for whosoever hath, 
to him shall be given ; and whosoever hath not, from him shall 
be taken even that which he seetneth to have. 

19 Then came to him. Ais mother and his brethren, and 
could not come at him for the press. 

20 And it was told him by certain, which said, Thy mother 
and thy brethren stand without, desiring to see thee. 

21 And he answered and said unto them, My mother and 

my brethren are these which hear the word of God, and do 
it. \ 
22 Now it came to pass on a certaim day, that he went into 
a ship with his disciples: and he said unto them, Let us go 
over unto the other side of the lake. And they launched 
forth. as 

23 But as they sailed he fell asleep: and there came down 
a storm of wind on the lake ; and they were filled wth water, 
and were in jeopardy.

07 And when he went forth to land, Vieie met him out 
of the city a certain man which had devils long time, and 
ware no cluthes, neither abcde in any house, but in the 
tombs. 

28 When he saw Jesus, he cried out, and fell down before 
him, and with a loud voice said, What have I to do with thee, 
Jesus, thou Son of God most high? I beseech thee, tormeng 
me not. | 

29 (lor he had commanded the unclean spirit to come out 
of the man. For oftentimes it had caught him: and he was 
kept bound with chains and in fetters ; and he brake the bands, 
and was driven of the devil into the wilderness.) 

30 And Jesus asked him, saying, What is thy name 
and he said, Legion: because many devils were entered into 
him. — 

31 And they besought 4iim that he would not command 
them to go out mto the deep. : 

32 And there was there an herd of many swine feeding on 
the mountain: and they besought him that he would suffer 
them to enter into them. And he suffered them. 

33 Then went the devils out of the man, and entered into 
the swine: and the herd ran violently down a steep place into 
the lake, and were choked. 

34 When they that fed them saw what was done, they fled, 
and went and told if in the city and in the country. 

35 Then they went out to see what was done ; and came to 
Jesus, and found the man out of whom the devils were de- 
paited, sitting at the feet of Jesus clothed, and in his right.

38 Now the man out of whom the devils were departed 
besought him that he might be with hin : but Jesus sent him 
away, saying, ;

4 Carry neither purse, nor scrip, nor shoes : and salute no 
man by the wuy, 

5 And into whatsoever house ye enter, first say, Peace be 
to this house. | 

6 And if the Son of peace be there, your peace shall rest 

“upon it: if not, it shall turn to you again. 
7 And in the same house remain, eating and drinking such 
things as they give: for the labourer is worthy of his hire. 
Go not from house to house. 
8 And into whatsoever city ye enter, and they receive you, 
eat such things as are set before you : 
YQ And heal the sick that are therein, and say unto them, | 
The kingdom of God is come nigh unto you. 
10. But into whatsoever city ye enter, and they receive you — 
- pot, go your ways out into the streets of the same, and say, 

11 Even the very dust of your city, which cleaveth on us, 
we do wipe off against you: notwithstanding, be ye sure of 
this, that the kingdom of God is come nigh unto you. 

12 But I say unto you, that it shall be more tolerable in 

that day for Sodom, than for that city. 
| 18 Woe unto thee, Chorazin! woe unto thee, Bethsaida ! 
for if the mighty works had been done in Tyre and Sidon, 
which have been done in you, they had a great while ago re- 

_ pented, sitting in sackcloth and ashes. 
14 But it shall be more tolerable for Tyre and Sidon at the 

judgment, than for you. 

" 15 And 
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15 ‘And thou, Capernaum, which art exalted to heaven, 
shalt be thrust down to hell. 

16 He that heareth you, heareth me ; and he that aise 
you, despiseth me ; and he that despiseth me, despiseth bins 
that sent me. 

17 ¢ And the seventy returned again with joy, saymg, 
Lord, even the devils are subject unto us through thy name. 

18 And he said unto them, I beheJd Satan as lightning fall 
from heaven. 

19 Behold, I give unto you power to tread on serpents and 
scorpions, and over all the power of the enemy: and nothing 
‘shall by any means hurt you. 

20 Notwithstanding in this rejoice not, that the spints-are 
subject unto you; but rather rejorce, because yom names are 
written in heaven. 

21 q In that hour Jesus rejoiced in spirit, and said, I 
thank thee, O Father, Lord of heaven and earth; that thou 
hast hid these things from the wise and prudent, and hast re- 
vealed them unto babes: even so, Father: for so it seemed 
good in thy sight. 

22 All things are delivered to me of my Father: and no 
man knoweth who the Son is, but the Father; and who the 
Father is, but the ea and he to whom the Son will reveal 
him. 

23 q And he turned him unto his Gicciites,: and safd pri- 
vately, Blessed are the eyes which see the things that ye see: 

24 For I tell you, that many prophets and kines have de- 
sired to see those things which ye see, and have not seen them ; 
and to hear those things which ye hear, and have not heard 
them. 

25 q And, behold, a certain lawyer stood up and tempted 
him, saying, Master, what shall I do to ‘inherit eternal life? 

26 He said unto him, What % written m the law ? how 
readest thou? 

27 And he answering said, Thou shalt love the Lord: thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all thy 
strength, and with all thy mind ; and thy neighbour. as thyself.

es And he said unto bien Thou hast answered right : this 
do, and thou shalt live. 

29 But he, willing to justify himself, said unto J esus, And 
who is my neighbour ? 

30 And Jesus answering said, A certain man went down 
ftom Jerusalem to Jericho, and fell among thieves, which 
stripped him of his raiment, and wounded Azm, and departed, 
Jeaving Aim half dead. 

_ $1 And by chance there came down a certain priest that 
way: and when he saw him, he pussed by on the other side. 

52 And likewise a Levite, when he was at the place, came 
and looked on him, and passed by on the other side. — 

33 But a certain Samaritan, as he journied, came where 
he was: and when he saw him, he had compassion on him, 

34 And went to him, and bound up his wounds, pouring 
in oil and wine, and set him on his own beast, and brought 
him to an inn, and took care of him. 

35 And on the morrow, when he departed, he took out two - 
pence, and gave them to the host, and said unto him, Take 
care of him: and whatsoever thou spendest more, when I 
come again, I will repay thee. 

36 Which now of these three, thinkest thou, was scotboa 
unto him that fell among the thieves f 

37 And he said, He that shewed mercy on him. Then 
said Jesus unto him, Go, and do thou likewise. | 

38 ¥ Now it came to pass, as they went, that he entered — 
into a certain village: and a certain woman, named Murtha, 
received him into her house. 

89 And she had a sister called Mary, which also sat at 
Jesus’ feet, and heard his word. 

40 But Martha was cumbered about much serving, and 
came to him, and said, Lord, dost thou not care that my sister 
hath left me to serve alone? bid her therefore that she help

_ 41 And Jesus answered and said unto her, Martha, Martha, 
thou art careful and troubled about many things: 

42 But one thing is needful: and Mary hath chosen that

6 For a friend of mine in his journey is come to me, and 
I have nothing to set before him? 

7 And he from within shall answer and say, Trouble me 
not: the door is now shut, and my children ave with me in 
bed; I cannot rise and give thee. 

8 I say unto you, Though he will not rise and give him, 
because he is his friend, yet because of his importunity he 
will rise and give him as many as he needeth. 

Q And I say unto you, Ask, and it shall be given you; seek, 
and ye shall find; knock, and it shall be opened unto you. 

10 For every one that asketh, receiveth ; and he that seeketh, 
findeth; and to him that knocketh, it shall be opened. 

11) If a son shall ask bread of any of you that is a father, 
will ye give him a stone? or if he ask a fish, will he for a 
fish give him a serpent? 

12 Or if he ‘Shall ask an egg, will he offer him a scor- 
pion? 

13 If ye then being evil, know how to give goad gifis 
unto your children: how much more shall your heavenly 
Father give the Moly Spirit to them that ask him? 

14 q And 
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14 § And he was casting out a devil, and it was dumb. 
And it came to pass, when the devil was gone out, the dumb 
spake’; and the people wondered. 

15 But some of them said, he casteth out devils through 
Beelzebub the chief of the devils. 

16 And others tempting him sought of him a sign from 
heaven. 

17 But he knowing their thoughts said unto them, Every 
kingdom divided against itself is brought to desolation ; and 
a house divided against a house falleth. 

18 If Satan also be divided against himself, how shall. his 
kingdom stand? because ye say, that I cast out devils through 
Beelzebub. 

19 And if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, by whom do your _ 
sons cast then: out? therefore shall they be your judges. 

20 But if I with the finger of God cast out devils, no 
doubt the kingdom of God is come upon you. 

21 When a strong man arined keepeth his palace, his 
goods are in peace : 

22 But when a stronger than he shall come upon him, and 
overcome him, he taketh from him all his armour wherein 
he trusted, and divideth his spoils. 

23 He that is not with me is against me: and he that 
gathereth not with me scattereth. 

‘24 When the unclean spirit is gone out of a man, he 
walketh through dry places, seeking rest : and finding none, he 
saith, I will return unto my house whence I came out. 

25 And when he cometh, he findeth j¢ swept and gag 
nished. 

26 Then goeth he, and taketh to him seven other scirit 
more wicked than himself; and they enter in and dwell there: 
and the last state of that man is worse than the first. 

27 And it came to pass, as he spake these things, a certain 
woman of the company lifted up her voice, and said unto 
_ him, Blessed is the womb that bare thee, and the paps which 
thou hast sucked. 

28 But he said, Yea, rather blessed are they that hear the 
word of God, and keep it. 

29 ¥ And 
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29 | And when the people were gathered thick together, 
he began to say, This if an evil generation: they seek a sign;. 
and there shall no sign be given it, but the sign of Jonas the 
prophet. 

30 For as Jonas was a sign unto the Ninevites, so shall 
also the Son of man be to this generation. 

$1 The queen of the south shall rise up in the judgment 
with the men of this generation, and condemn them: for 
she came from the utmost parts of the earth to hear the wis- 
dom of Solomon; and, behold, a greater than Solomon ts 
here. 

S2 The men of’ Nineve shall rise up in the judgment with 
this generation, and shall condemn it: for they repented at 
the preaching of Jonas; and, behold, a greater than Jonas 
ss here. 

$3 No man when he hath hghted a candle, putteth :¢ in 
a secret place, neither under a bushel, but on a candlestick, 
that they which come in may see the light. 

$4 The light of the body is the eye: therefore when thine 
eye is single, thy whole body also is full of light; but when 
thine eye is evil, thy body also zs full of darkness. 

35 Take heed therefore that the light which is in thee be 
got darkness, : 

36 If thy whole body therefore be full of light, having 
no part dark, the whole shall be full of light, as when the 
bright shining of a candle doth give thee light. 

37 ¥ And as he spake, a certain Pharisee besought him 
é dine with him: and he went in, and sat down to meat. 

38 And when the Pharisee saw it, he marvelled that he 
had not first washed before djnner. 

89 And the Lord said unto him, Now do ye Pharisees 
make clean the outside of the cup and the platter ;. but your 
inward part is full of ravening and wickedness. 

40 Ye fools, did not he that made that which is withont 
make that which 1s within also? | 
- 41 But rather give alms of such thingy as ye have; and, 
behold, all things are clean unto you. 

42 But woe unto you, Pharisees! for yc tithe mint and 

rue 
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rue and all manner of herbs, and pass over judgment and 
the love of God: these ought ye to have done, and not to 
leave the other undone. 

43 Woe unto you, Pharisees! for ye love the uppermost 

seats in the synagogues, and greetings in the markets. 
44 Woe unto you, scribes and Pharisees, hypocrites! for 
ye are as graves which appear not, and the men that walk over 
them are not aware of them. 

45 Then answered one of the lawyers, and said unto him, 
Master, daus saying, thou reproachest us also. 

46 And he said, Woe unto you also, ye lawyers! for ye 
lade mea with burdens grievous to be borne, and ye yourselves 
touch not the burdens with one of your fingers. 

47 Woe unto you! for ye build the sepulchres of the 
prophets, and your fathers killed them. 

48 ‘Truly ye bear witness that ye allow the deeds of your 
fathers: for they indeed kiJled them, and ye build their se- 
pulchres. 

49 Therefore also said the wisdom of God, I will send 
‘ them prophets and Apostles, and some of them they shall slay 
and persecute : 

50 That the blood of all the prophets which was shed 
from the foundation of the world may be required of this 
generation ; 

51 From the blood of Abel unto the blood of Zacharias, 
which perished between the altar and the temple: verily I 
say uato you, It shall be required of this generation. 

52 Woe unto you, lawyers! for ye have taken away the 
key of knowledge: ye enter not in yourselves, and them that 
were estering in ye hindered. 

53 Andas he said these things unto them, the scribes and 
the Pharisees began to urge him vehementjy, and to provoke 
him to speak of many things : 

54 Laying wait for him, and seeking to catch something 
eut of his mouth, that they might accuse him. 

CHAP. XII. ; 
1 To avoid hypocrisy and fearfulness in publishing Christ's 
doctrine.

N the mean time, when there were gathered together an

4 And I say unto you, my friends, Be not afraid of them 
that kill the body, and after that have no more that they can 
do. 

5 But I will forewarn you whom ye shall fear: Fear him . 
which, after he hath killed, hath power to cast into hell; yea, 
I say unto you, Fear him. | 

6 Are not five sparrows sold for two farthings, and not 
. one of them is forgotten before God? 

' . @ But even the very hairs of your head are all numbered. 
Fear not therefore: ye are of more value than many spar- 
rows. | 

8 Also I say unto you, whosoever shall confess me before 
men, him shall the Son of man also confess before the angels 
of God: 

Q But he that denieth me before men, shall be denied be- 
fore the angels of God. 

10 And whosoever shall speak a word against the Son of 
- man, it shall be forgiven him: but unto him that blasphem- 

_ eth against the Holy Ghost it shall not be forgiven. | 

11 And when they bring you unto the synagogues, and 
anto magistrates, and powers, take ye no thought how or 
what thing ye shall answer, or what ye shall say : : 

12 For the Holy Ghost shall teach you in the same hour | 
what ye ought to say. 

13 | And one of the company said unto him, Master, 
speak to my brother, that he divide the inheritance with me. 

7 14 And 
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14 And he said unto him, Man, who made me a judge, 
,or a divider over you? 

15 And he said- unto them, Take heed, and beware of 
- Govetousness: for a man’s life consisteth not in the abundance 
of the things which he possesseth. 

16 And he spake a parable unto them, saying, The ground 
of a certain rich man brought forth plentifully : 

17 And he thought within bimself, saying, What shall I 
do, because I have no room where to bestow my fruits? 

18 And he said, This will I do: T will pull down my 
barns, and build greater; and there will I bestow all my 
fruits and my goods. 

1g And I will say to my soul, Soul, thou hast much goods 
laid up for many years; take thine ease, eat, drink, and be 
/, merry. 

20 But God said unto him, Thou fool, this night thy soul 
shall be required df thee: then whose shall those things be 
which thou hast provided? 

21 Sos he that layeth up treasure for himself, and is not 
rich toward God. 

22 § And he said unto his disciples, Therefore I say unto 
you, Take no thought for your life, what ye shall eat; nantes 
for the body, what ye shall put on. 

23 The life is more than meat, and the body ¢s more than 
raiment. 

; 24 Consider the ravens: for they neither sow, nor. reap; 
which neither have storehouse, nor barn; and God feedeth 
them: How much more are ye better than the fowls? 

25 And which of you, with'taking thought, can add to his 
stature one cubit? | 

26 If ye then be not able to do that thing which is least, 
why take ye thought for the rest? 

27 Consider the lilies how they grow: They toil not, 
they spin not; and yet I say unto you, That Solomon in all 
his glory was not arrayed like one of these. 

28 If then God so clothe the grass, which is to-day in 
the field, and to-morrow: is cast into the oven; how much 

more will he clothe you, O ve of little faith? 
; ~~. | Z 29 Aud 
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29 And seek not ye what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
. drink, neither be ye of doubtful mind. 

30 For all these things do the uations of the world seek 
after: and your Father knoweth that ye have — of these 
things. 

31 ¥ But rather seek ye the kingdom of God; and all 
_ these things shall be added unto you. 

82 Fear not, little flock; for it is your Father's good 
pleasure to give you the kingdom. 

33 Sell that ye have, and give alms; provide yourselves 
bags which wax not old, a treasure im the heavens that failcth 
not, where no thief approacheth, neither moth corrupteth. 

34 For where your treasure is, there will your heart be

2 And they began to accuse him, saying, We found this 
fellow perverting the nation, and forbidding to give tribute 
to Cesar, saying, that he himself is Christ a King. 

. § And Pilate asked him, saying, Art thou the King of 
the Jews? ‘And he answered him and said, Thon sayest tf. 

4, Then said Pilate to the chief priests dud fo thé people, 
E find no fault im this man. 

5 And they were the more frerce, saying, He sfitréth up 
the people, teaching throughout all Jewry, begifimug from 
Galilee to this place. 


6 When Pitite heard of Galilee, he asked whether the sian 


were a Galilean? 
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7 And as soon as he knew that he belonged unto Herod's 
jurisdiction, he sent him to Hérod, who himself also was at 
Jerusalem at that time. 

g And when Herod saw Jesus, he was exceeding glad: 
for he was desirous tu see him of a long season, because he’ 
had heard many things of him; and he hoped to have seen 
some miracle done by him. 

9 Then he questioned with him in many words; but he 
auswered him nothing. 

10 And the chief priests and scribes stood and vehemently 
accused him. 

11 And Herod with his men of war set him at nought, 
and mocked ‘Rim, and arrayed him in a gorgeous robe and 
sent him agaih to Pilate. 

12 And the same day Pilate and Herod were made friends 
together: for before they were at enmity between them- 
selves. | 

13 g And Pilate, when he had called together the chief 

, priests, and the rulers, and the people, 

14 Said unto them, Ye have brought this man unto me 
as one that perverteth the people: and, behold, I, having 
examined him before you, have found no fault in this man 
touching those things whereof ye accuse him: 

15 No, nor yet Herod: for I sent you to him ; and io; 
nothing worthy of death is done unto him. 

16 1 will therefore chastise him, and release him. 

«17 (For of mais he must release one unto them at the 
feast.) 

~ 18 And they cried out all at once, saying, Away with this 
man, and release unto us Barabbas:. 

19 (Who for a certain sedition made in the city, and for 
murder, was cast into prison.) 

20 Pilate therefore, me to release Jesus, spake again 
to them. 

21 But they cried, saying, “ Crucify him, crucify him. 

22 And ghe said unto them the third time, Why, what 
evil hath he done? I lave found no cause of death in him: - 

» Twill therefore chastise him, and let Aim go. 
| Bb ¢3 And 
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23 And they were instant with loud voices, requiring that 
he might be crucified. And the voices of them and of the 
chief priests prevailed. 

24 And Pilate gave sentence that it should be as they re- 
quired. 

25 And he released unto them him that for sedition and 
murder was cast into prison, whom they had desired ; but he 
delivered Jesus to their will. 

26 And as they led him away, they laid hold upon one 
Simon, a Cyrenian, coming out of the country, and on him 
they laid the cross, that he might bear 2 after Jesus. 

27 @ And there followed him a great company of people, 
and of women, which also bewailed and lamented him. _ 

28 But Jesus turning unto them, said, Daughters of Je- 
rusalem, weep not for me, but weep for yourselves, and for 
your children. 

29 For, behold, the days are coming in the which they 
shall say, Blessed are the barren, and the wombs that never 
bare, and the paps which never gave suck. 

30 Then shall they begin to say to the mountains, Fal} 
on us; and to the hills, Cover us. 

' St For if they do these one in a green tree, what shall 
be done‘in the dry? 

82. And there were also two other malefactors led with 
him to be put to death. 

33 And when they were come to the place which is called 
Calvary, there they crucified him, and the malefactors, one 
on the right hand, and the other on the left. 

34 Then said Jesus, Father, forgive them; for they 
know not what they do. And they parted his raiment, and 
cast lots. 

35 And the people stood beholding. And the rulers also 
with them derided Aim, saying, He saved others; let bun 
save himself, if he be Christ, the chosen of God. 

36 And the soldiers also mocked him, coming to him, 
and offering him vinegar, 

37 And saying, If thow be the King of the Jews, save 
thyself. 
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$8 And a superscription also was written over him in 
_ letters of Greek, and Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 

39 And one of the malefactors which were hanged railed 
on him, saying, If thou be Christ, save thyself and us. 

40 But the other answering rebuked. him, saying, Dost 
not thou fear God, seeing thou art in the same condemna- 
tion? 

41 And we indeed justly; for we receive the due reward 
of our deeds: but this man hath done nothing amiss. 

42 And he said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when 
thou comest into thy kingdom. 

43 And Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto thee, To- 
day thou shalt be with me in paradise. ; 

44 And it was about the sixth hour, and there was darke 
ness over all the earth until the ninth hour. 

45 And the sun was darkened, and the vail of the temple 
was rent in the midst. 

46 And when Jesus had cried with a loud voice, he said, 
Father, into thy hands I commend my spirit: and having 
said thus, he gave up the ghost. 

47 Now when the centurion saw what was done, he glo- 
rified God, saying, Certainly this was a righteous man. 

48 And all the people that came together to that sight, 
beholding the things which were done, smote their breasts, 
and returned. 

‘49 And all his acquaintance, and the women that followed 
him from Galilee, stood afar off, beholding these things. 

50 § And, behold, there was a man named Joseph, a 
counsellor; and he was a good man, and a just: 

51 (The same had not consented to the counsel and deed 
of them;) he was of Arimathea, a city of the Jews: who 
also himself waited for the kingdom of God. 

52 This man went unto Pilate, and begged the body of . 
Jesus. 

53 And he took it down, and wrapped it in linen, and 
laid it in a sepulchre that was hewn in stone, wherein never 


man before was laid. 
Bb 2 54 And 
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54 And that day was the preparation, and the ‘sabbath 
drew on. 

55 And the women also which came with him from Ga- 
lilee, followed after, and beheld the sepulchre, and how his 
body was laid. 

66 And they returned, and prepared spices and omtments ; 
and rested the sabbath-day according to the commandment. 

CHAP. XXIV. 

1 Christ’s resurrection declared to the women. 13 He him- 
self uppeareth, 36 giveth a charge to his apostles, 50 
and ascendeth. 

Not upon the first day of the week, very early in the 

morning, they came unto the sepulchre, bringing the 
spices which they had prepared, and certain othe~s with them. 

- @ And they found the stone rolled away from the se- 
pulchre. 
$3 And they entered in, and fourd not the body of the 

Lord Jesus. 

4 And it came to pass, as they were much perplexed 
thereabout, behold, two men stood by them in shining gar 
ments: 

5 And as they were afraid, and bowed down their faces 
to the earth, they said unto them, Why seek ye the living 
among the dead? 

6 He is not here, but is risen: remember how he spake 
unto you when he was yet in Galilee, 

7 Saying, The Son of man must be delivered into the 
hands of sinful men, and be crucified, and the third day rise 
again. - 

8 And they remembered his words, 

g And returned from the sepulchre, and told all these 
tlings unto the eleven, and to all the rest. 

10 It was Mary Magdalene, and Joanna, and Mary the 
mother of James, and other women that were with them, 
which told these things unto the apostles. 

11 And their words seemed to them as idle tales, and 
they believed them not. 

12 ‘Then arose Peter, and ran unto the sepulchre; and 
stooping down, he beheld the linen clothes laid by them~ 

; selves, 
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selves, and departed, wondering in himself at that which 


Was Come to pass. 

13 ¥ And, behold, two of them went that same day to 
a village called Emmaus, which was from J erusalem abet 
threescore furlongs. 

14: And they talked together of all these things: which tad 
happened. 

15 And it came to pass, that while they communed toge- 
ther and reasoned, Jesus himself drew near and \ me with 
them. 

16 But their eyes were holden that they should not know 
him. 

17 And he said unto them, What manney of communi- 
cations are these that ye have one to spot! as Pi walk, 
and are sad? 

18 And the one of them, er hame was Cleopas, ane 
swering said unto him, Art thou only a stranger in Jerusa- 
lem, and hast not known the things which are come to pass 
there in these days? 

19 And he said uuto them, What thing’? And aie said 
unto him, Concerning-Jesus of Nazareth, which was a pro- 
phet mighty in deed and word before God and all the peo- 
ple: . 
20 And how the chief priests and our rulers delivered 
him to be condemned to death, and have crucified him. _ 

21 But we trusted that it had been he which should have 
redeemed Israel: and beside all this, to-day is the third day 
since these things were done. 

22 Yea, and certain women also of our company made 
us astonished, which were early at the sepulchre; 

28 And when they found not his body, they came, say- 
ing, That they.had also seen-a vision of angels, which said 
that he was alive. 

24 And certain of them which were with us went tothe 
sepulchre, and found t¢ even so as the women had said: but 
hin they saw not. 

25 Then he said unto them, O fools, and slow of heart — 
to believe all that the prophets have spoken ! 

Bb 3 26 Ought 
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96 Ought not Christ to have suffered these things, and to 
enter into his glory? 

_ 27 And beginning at Moses and all the prophets, he ex- 
pounded unto them in all the scriptures the things concern- 
ing himself. 

: 96 And they drew nigh unto the village whither they 
went: and he made as though he would have gone further. 

_ 29 But they constrained him, saying, Abide with us: for 
it is toward evening, and the dey is farspent. And he weat 
in to tarry with them. 

30 And it came to pass, a8 he sat at meat with them, he 
took bread, and blessed it, and brake, and gave to them. 

_ 81, And their eyes were opened, and they knew bim; 
and he vanished out of their sight. 

32 And they said one to another, Did not our heart burn 
within us, while he talked with us by the way, and while he 
opened to us the scriptares? 

83 And they rose up the same hour, and returned to Je- 
rusalem, and found the eleven gathered together, and them 
that were with them, | 

34 Saying, The Lord is risen mdeed, and hath appeared 
to Simon. 

35 And they told what things were done in the way, and 

how he was known of them in breaking of bread. 

$6 And as they thus spake, Jesus himself stood in the 

midst of them, and saith unto them, Peace de unto you. 

S7 But they were terrified and i aac and supposed 
that they had seen a spirit. 

$8 And he said unto them, Why are ye troubled? and 
why do thoughts arise in your hearts? 

89 Behold my hands and my feet, that it ‘is I myself : 
handle me, and.see; fora spirit hath not flesh and bones, 


as ye see me have. 


40 And when he had thus spoken, he shewed them Aes 
hands and Ais feet. 


41 And while they yet believed not for joy, and wone 
dered, he said unto them, Have ye here any meat? 


42 And 
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42 And they gave him a piece of a broiled fish, and of an 
honey-comb. 

43 And he took z¢, and did eat before them. 

44 And he said unto them, These are the wotds which 
I spake unto you, while I was yet with you, that all things 
must be fulfilled which were written in the law of Moses, 
and in the prophets, and tn the psalms, concerning me. 

45 Then opened he their understanding, that they might 
understand the scriptures, 

46 And said unto them, Thus it is written, and thus it 
behoved Christ to suffer, and to rise from the dead the third 
day : 

47 And that repentance and remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among all nations, beginning at Jeru- 
salem. 

48 And ye are witnesses of these things. 

49 And, behold, I send the promise of my Father upon 
you: but tarry ye in the city of Jerusalem, until ye be en 
dued with power from on high. | 

50 J And he led them out as far as to Bethany, and he 
lift up his hands, and blessed them. 

51 And it came to pass, while he blessed them, he was 
parted from them, and carried up into heaven. 

52 And they worshipped him, and returned to Jerusalem 
with great joy: 

53 And were continually in the temple praising and bles- 
sing God. Amen. 





The Gospel according to St. JOHN. 


CHAP, IV. 

1 Christ talketh with a woman of Samaria. 27 His dis- 
ciples marvel. 31 Christ’s zeal for God’s glory. 43 He 
departeth intu Galilee, and healeth the ruler’s son. 

WHEN the Lord knew how the Pharisees had heard 

that Jesus made and baptized more disciples than John, 
2 (Though Jesus himself baptized not, but his disciples) 
Bb 4 3 He 
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8 He left Judea, and departed again into Galilee. 

4 And he must needs go through Samaria. © 

5 Then cometh he to a city. of Samaria,. which is called | 
Sychar, near to the parcel of ground that Jaceb gave to his 
son Joseph. 

6 Now Jacob’s well was there. Jesus therefore being 
wearied with his journey, sat thus on the well: and it was 
about the sixth hour. | 

7 There cometh a woman of Samaria to draw water: 
Jesus saith unto her, Give me to drink. 

8 (For his disciples were gone away unto the city to buy 
meat.) 

Y Then saith the woman of Samaria unto him, How is 
it that thou, being a Jew, askest drink of me, which am a wo- 
man of Samaria? For the Jews have no dealings with the 
Samaritans. 

10 Jesus answered and sajd unto her, If thou knewest the 
gift of God, and who it 1s that saith to thee, Give me to 


| 


drink; thou wouldest have asked: of him, and he would have ' ~ 


given thee liviag water. 

11 The woman saith unto him, Sir, thou hast nothing to 
draw with, and the well is deep: from whence then hast 
thou that living water? 

12 Art thou greater than our father Jacob, which gave 
us the wel], and drank thereof himself, and his children, and 
hjs cattle? ° 

13 Jesus answered and:said unto her, Whosoever drinketh 
of this water shall thirst again: 

14 But whosoever drinketh of the water that I shall give 
him, shall never thirst; but the water that I shall give him, 
shall be in him a well of water springing up into everlasting 
life. 

15 The woman saith unto him, Sir, Give me this water, 
that I thirst not, neither come hither to draw. 

16 Jesus saith unto her, Go, call thy husband, and come 
hither. 

17 The woman answered and said, I have no husband. 
Jesus said pnto: her, Thou hast well said, J have no husband: 

18 For 
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18 For thou hast had five husbands, and he whom thou 
now hust is not thy husband; in.that-saidst thou truly. 

19 The woman saith untg him, Sir, I perceive that thou 
art a prophet. 

20 Our fathers worshipped in this mountain ; and ye sag 
that m Jerusalem is the place where men ought to worship. 

21 Jesus saith unto her, Woman, believe me the hour 
cometh when ye shall neither in this mountain, nor yet at 
Jerusalem, worship the Father. 

22 Ye worship ye know not what: we know what we 
worship: for salvation is of the Jews. 

23 But the hour cometh, and now is, when the true 
worshippers shall worship the Father in spirit and in truth: 
for the ¥ ‘ather seeketh such to worship him. 

24 God is a Spirit: and they that worship him, must 
worship Aim in spirit and in truth. 

25. The woman saith unto him, I know that Messias 
cometh which is called Christ: when he is come, he will 
tell us all things. | 

26 Jesus saith unto her, I that speek unto thee am he. 

27 4 And upon this came his disciples, and marvelled 
that he talked with the woman: yet. no man said, What 
seekest thou? or, why talkest thou with her? 

28 ‘The woman then left her water-pot, and went her way 
into the city, and saith to the men, 

29 Come, see a man, which told me all ‘things that ever 
I did: is not this the Christ? 

30 Then they went out of the city, and came unto him. 

31 In the mean while his disciples prayed him, saying, 
Master, eat. 

32 But he said unto i 1 have meat to eat that ye 
know not of. 

383 Therefore said the disciples one to another, Hath any 
man brought him ought to eat? 

84 Jesus saith unto them, My meat is to do the will of 
him that sent me, and to finish his work. 

$5 Say not ye, There are yet fopr months, and then 
cometh harvest? behold, J say unto you, Lift up your eyes, 

and 
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aed look on the fields; for they are white already to har- 
vest. 

$6 And he that reapeth receiveth wages, and gathereth 
fruit unto eternal hfe: that both he that soweth and he that 
yeapeth may rejoice together. 

37 And here is that saying true, One soweth, and ano- 
ther reapeth. 

$8 I sent you to resp that whereon ve bestowed no la- 
bour: other men laboured, and ye are entered mto their 
labours. . 

$9 And many of the Samaritans of that city believed on 
ham, for the sying of the woman, which testified, He told 
me all that ever | did. 

40 So wheo the Samaritans were come unto hin, they 
besought him thet he would tarry with them: and he abode 
there two days. 

41 And many more believed, because of his own word: 

42 And said unto the woman, Now we believe, not be- 
cause of thy saying: for we have heard Aim ourselves, and 
know that this is indeed the Christ, the Saviour of the 
world. | 

48 ¢ Now after two days he departed thence, and went 
mto Galilee. 

41 For Jesus himeelf testified, that a prophet hath no 
honour in his own country. 

45 Then when be was come into Galilee, the Galileans 
received him, having seen all the things that he did at Jeru- 
salem at the feast: for they also went unto the feast. 

46 So Jesus came again into Cana of Galilee, where he 
made the water wine. And there was a certain nobleman, 
whose son was sick at Capernaum. 

47 When he heard that Jesus was come out of Judea 
imto Galilee, he went unto him, and besought him, that he 
would come down, and heal his son: for he was at the 
point of death. 

48 Then said Jesus unto him, Except ye see signs and 
wonders, ye will not believe. 

49 The 
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49 The nobleman saith unto him, Sir, come down ere 
my child die. 

50 Jesus saith unto him, Go thy way; thy son liveth. 
And the man believed the word that Jesus had said unto him, 
and he went his way. 

51 And as he was now going down, his servants met 
him, and told him, saying, Thy son liveth. 

52 Then enquired he of them the hour when he began 
to amend. And they said unto him, Yesterday, at the 
seventh hour, the fever left him. 

53 So the father knew that é¢ eas at the same hour in the 
which Jesus said unto him, Thy son liveth: and himself 
believed, and his whole house. 

54 This ts again the second miracle that Jesus did whea 
he was come out of Judea into Galilee. 

CHAP. V. | 
1 Jesus on the sabbath-day cureth him that was - diseased 
eight and thirty years. 10 The Jews cuvil, and persecute 
him for it. 
FTER this there was a feast of the Jews; and Jesus 
went up to Jerusalem. 

2 Now there is at Jerusalem by the sheep-market a ‘pool, 
which is called in the Hebrew tongue Bethesda, having ‘five 
porches. 

3 In these lay a great multitude of impotent folk, of blind, 
halt, withered, waiting for the moving of the water. 

4 For an angel went down at a certain season into the 
pool, and troubled the water: whosoever then first after the 
troubling of the watex stepped in, was made whole of what- 
soever disease he had. 

5 And a certain man was there, which had an infirmity 
thirty and eight years. 

6 When Jesus saw him lie, and knew that he had been 
now a long time in that case, he saith unto him, Wilt thou 
be made whole? 

7 The impotent man answered him, Sir, I have no man, 
when the water is troubled, to put me into the pool: but 
while I am coming, another steppeth down before me. 

8 Jesus 
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§ Jesus saith unto him, Rise, take up thy bed, and walk. 

Q And immediately the man was made whole, and took 
up his bed and walked: and on the same day was the sab- 
bath. 

10: The Jets therefore said unto him that was cured, 
It is the sabbath-day: it is not lawful for thee to! carry thy 
bed. : 

11 He answered them, He that made me whole, the 
same said unto me, Take up thy bed and walk. | 

12 Then asked they him, What man 1s that which said 
unto thee, Take up thy bed, and walk? 

18 And he that was healed wist not who it was: for 
Jesus had conveyed himself away, a multitude being in that 
place. s | 

14 Afterward Jesus findeth him in the temple, and said 
unto him, Behold, thou art made whole: sin no mure, lest 
a worse thing come unto thee. 

15 The man departed, and told the Jews that it was Jesus 
which had made him whole. | 

16 And therefore did the Jews persecute Jesus, and 
sought to slay him, because he had done these things on the 
sabbath-day. 

17 But Jesus answered them, My Father worketh hither- 
to, and I work. 

18 Therefore the Jews sought the more to kill him, be- 
cause he had not only broken the sabbath, but said also that — 
God was his Father, making himself equal with God. 

19 Then answered Jesus, und said unto them; Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, The Son can do nothing of himself, 
but what he seeth the Father do: for what things s soever he 
doeth, these also doeth the Son likewise. 

20 For the Father loveth the Son, and sheweth him all 
things that himself doeth: and he will shew him greater 
works than these, ‘that ye may marvel. 

21 For as the Father raiseth up the dead, and quickeneth 
them; even so the Son quickeneth whom he will: 

92 For the Father judgeth no man, but hath committed 

all judgment unto the Son: 
| 23 That 
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23 That all men should honour the Son, even as they 
honour the Father. He that honoureth not the Son, honour- 
eth not the Father which hath sent him. 

24 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that heareth my 
word, and believeth on him that sent me, hath everlasting 
life, and shall not come into condemnation, but is pe 
from death unto life. 

25 Verily, verily, [ say unto you, The hour is coming, 
and now is, when the dead shall hear the voice of the Son of 
God: and they that hear shall live. | 

26 For as the Father hath life in himself, so hath he given 
to the Son to have life in himself; 

27 And hath given him authority to execute judgment 
also, because he is the Son of man. — 

28 Marvel not at this: for the hour is coming in the which 
all that are in the graves shall hear his voice, 

29 And shall come forth; they that have done good, unto 
the resurrection of life; and they that have done evil, unto 
the resurrection of damnation. 

30 I can of my own self do nothing: as I hear, I ideas : 
and my judgment is just; because I seek not mine own 
will, but the will of the Father which hath sent me. 

31 1f I bear witness of myself, my witness is not true. 

32 There is another that beareth witness of me, and I 


“a know that the witness which he witnesseth of me is true. 


_ 33 Ye sent unto John, and he bare witness unto the 
truth. 

34 But I receive not testimony from man: but these 
things I say that ye might be saved. 

35 He was a burning and a shining light: and ye were 
willing for a season to rejoice in his light. 

36 But Ihave greater witness than that of John: for the 
works which the Father hath given me to fimsh, the same 
works that I do, bear witness of me, that the Father hath 
sent me. | 

37 And the Father himself which hath sent me hath borne 
witness of me. - Ye have neither heard his voice at any time, 
nor seen his shape. 

83 And 
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$8 And ye have not his word abiding m you: for whom 
he hath sent, him ye believe not. 

39 Search the scriptures; for in them ye think ye have 
eternal life: and they are they which testify of me. 

40 And ye will not come to me, that ye might have life. 

- 41 Lreceive not honour from men. 5 

42 But I know you, that ye have not the love of God in 
you. | ‘ 
43 Iam.come in my Father's name, and ye receive me 
not: if another shal] come in his own name, him ye will 
receive. 

44, How can ye believe, which receive honour one of 
another, and seek not the honour that cometh from God 
only? 

45 Do not think that -I will accuse you to the Father: 
there is one that accuseth you, even Moses, in whom ye trust. 

46 For had ye believed Moses, ye would have believed 
me: for he wrote of me. 

47 But if ye nemete not bis writings, how shall ye believe 
my words? ' 

CHAP. XI. 
1 Christ raiseth Lazarus. 47 The priests and Pharisees 
gather a council agatust him. 
OW acertain man was sick, named Lazarus, of Bethany, 
the town of Mary and her sister Martha. 

2 (It was that Mary which anointed the Lord with oint- 
ment, and wiped his feet with her hair, whose brother Laza- 
rus was sick.) 

_ § Therefore his sisters sent unto him, saying, Lord, be- 
hold, he whom thou lovest 1s sick. 

4 When Jesus heard that, he said, That sickness 1s not 
unto death, but for the glory of God, that sii Son of God 
might be glorified thereby. 

5 Now Jesus loved Martha, and her sister, a Lazarus. 

When he had heard therefore that he was sick, he abode 
two days still in the same place where he was. 

7 Then after that saith he to Ais disciples, Let us go into 
Judea again. | 
6 8 His 
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8 His disciples say unto him, Master, the Jews of late 
sought to stone thee; and goest thou thither again? 
 g Jesus answered, Are there not twelve hours in the day? 

If any man walk in the day, he stumbleth not, because he 
seeth the light of this world. | 

10 But if a man walk in the night, he stumnbleth, because 
there is no light in him. 

11 These things said he: and after that he saith unto 
them, Our friend Lazarus sleepeth; but I go that I may 
awake him out of sleep. 

12 Then said hw disciples, Lord, if he sleep, he shall 
do well. 

13 Howbeit, Jesus spake of his death: but they thought 
that he had spoken of taking of rest in sleep. 

14 Then said Jesus unto them plainly, Lazarus is dead. 

15 And I am glad for your sakes that I was not there, to 
the intent ye may believe; nevertheless, let us go unto him. 

16 Then said Thomas, which is called Didymus, unto his 
fellow disciples, Let us also go, that we may die with him. 

17 Then when Jesus came, he found that he had dain in 
the grave four days already. | 

18 Now Bethany was nigh unto Jerusalem, about fifteem 
furlongs off : 

19 And many of the Jews came to Martha and ey, to 
comfort them concerning their brother. 

20 Then Martha, as soon as she heard that Jesus was com- 
ing, went and met him: but Mary sat sti// in the house. 

21 Then said Martha unto Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst 
been here, my brother had not died. 

22 But I know that even now, whatsoever thou wilt ask of 
God, God will give it thee. 

23 Jesus saith unto her, Thy brother shall rise again. 

24 Martha saith unto him, I know that he shall rise > again 
in the resurrection at the last day. 

25 Jesus said unto her, I am the resurrection and the 
life: he that believeth in me, though he were dead, yet shall. 
he live: 

26 And 
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96 And whosoever liveth and believeth in me, shall never 
die. Believest thou this? 

27 She saith unto him, Yea, .Lord, I ine that thou 
art the Christ, the Son of God, which shall come into the 
world. 

28 And when she had so said, she went her way, and 
called Mary her sister secretly, saying, the Master is come, 
and calleth for thee. 

29 As soon as she heard that, she rose quickly, and came 
unto him. 

30 Now Jesus was not yet come into the town, but was 
in that place where Martha met him. 

S31 The Jews then which were with her in the house, ‘and 
comforted her, when they saw Mary that she rose up hastily’ 
and went out, followed her, saying, She goeth unto the grave 
to weep there. 

32 Then when Mary was come where Jesus was, and saw | 
him, she fell down at his feet, saying unto him, Lord, if thou 
hadst been here, my brother had not died. 

$3 When Jesus therefore saw her weeping, and the Jews 
also weeping which came with her, greene in the spirit 
and was troubled, 

$4 And said, Where have ye laid him? They said unto 
him, Lord, come and see. 

35 Jesus wept. 

86 Then said the Jews, Bekold, how he loved him! 

S7 And some of them said, Could not this man, which 
opened the eyes of the blind, have caused that even this man 
should not have died? 

38 Jesus therefore again groaning in himself, cometh to 
the grave. It wasa cave, and a stone lay upon it. 

$9 Jesus said, ‘Take ye away the stone. Martha, the sister 
of him that was dead, saith unto him, Lord, by this time he 
stinketh: for he hath been dead four days. 

40 Jesus saith unto her, Said I not unto thee, that, if 
thou wouldest believe, thou shouldest see the.glory of God? 

41 Then they took away the stone from the place where 

the 
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the dead was laid. And Jesus lifted up Aes eyes, and said,’ 
Father, I thank thee that thou hast heard me. 

42 And I knew that thou hearest me always: but because 
of the people which stand by I said zt, that they may believe 
that thou hast sent me. 

43 And when he had thus spoken, he cried with a loud 
voice, Lazarus, come forth. - 

44 And he that was dead came forth, bound hand and foot: 
with grave-clothes: and-his face was bound about with a nap- 
kin. Jesus saith unto them, Loose him, and let him go. 

45 Then many of the Jews which came to Mary, and had 
seen the things which Jesus did, believed on him. 

- 46 But some of them went their ways to the PEE, aad 
tuld them what things Jesus had done. 

47 | Then gathered the chief priests and the Pharisees a 
council, and said, What do we? for this man doeth many 
miracles. | 

48 If we let him thus alone, all men will believe on him : 
and the Romans shall come and take away both our place and 
nation. 

49 And one of them, named Caiaphas, being the high priest 
that same year, said unto them, Ye know nothing at all, 

50 Nor consider that it is expedient for us, that one man 
should die for the people, and that the whole nation perish 
not. : 

51 And this spake he not of himself: but, being high 
pniest that year, he prophesies that Jesus should die for that 
nation ; ; 

52 And not for that nation only, but that also he should 
gather together in one the children of God that were scattered 
abroad. 

53 Then from that day forth they took counsel together for 
to put him to death. 

54 Jesus therefore walked no more openly among the 
Jews ; but went thence unto a country near to the wilderness, - 
into a city called a and there continued with his 
disciples. 

55 And the Jews’ passover was nigh at hand: and mary 
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went out of the country up to Jerusalem before the Passover 

to purify themselves. 

-56 Then sought they for Jesu: and spake among them- 
selves as they stood in the temple, What think ye, that he will. 
not come to thie feast ? 

5% Now beth the chief priests and the Pharisees had given 
a commandment, that if any map knew where he were, he 
should shew it, that they might take him. 

CHAP. XIII. 

1 Jesus wasneth his disciples’ feet, and exhorteth them to hu-. 
mility and charity. 36 He forewarneth Peter of his 
denial. 

New before the . feast of the pansnvee: when Jesus knew 

that his hour was come that he should depart out of this 
world unto the Father, having loved his own which were in 
the world, he loved them unto the end. 

2 And supper being ended, the devil having now put 
into the heart of Judas Iscariot, Simon’s son, to betray 
aim : 

8 Jesus knowing that the Father had given all things iato 
his hands, and that he ‘was come from God, and went to 
God;

5 After that he poureth water into a bason, and began to 
wash the disciples’ feet, and to wipe them with the towel 
wherewith he was girded. 

6 Then cometh he to Simon Peter: and Peter said unto 
him, Lord, dost thou wash my feet ? 

7 Jesus answered and said unto him, What I do, thou 
knowest not now ; but thou shalt know hereafter. 

& Peter saith unto him, Thou shalt never wash my feet. 
Jesus answered him, If I wash thee not, thou hast no part 
with me. 

9 Simon Peter saith unto him, Lord, not my feet only, but 
also my hands and my head. 

10 Jesus saith to him, He that is washed needeth not save 
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to wash his feet, but is clean every whit: and ye are clean, 
but not all. 

11 For he knew who should betray is therefore said he, 
Ye are not all clean. 

12 So after he had washed their feet, and had taken his 
garments, and was set down again, he said unto them, Know 
ye what I have done to you? 

13 Ye call me Master and Lord: ‘ia ye say well; for se 
T am. 

14 If I then, your Lord and Master, have washed your 
feet; ye also ought to wash one another's feet. 

15 For I have given you an example, that ye should do as 
I have done to you. 

16 Verily, verily, I say unto you, The servant is not 
greater than his Lord; neither he that is sent, greater than he 
that sent him. 

17 If ye know these things, happy are ye if ye do them. 


18 I speak not of you all: I know whom I have chosen : 


but that the scripture may be fulfilled, He that eateth bread 
with me hath lifted up his heel against me. 

19 Now [I tell you before it come, that when it is come to 
pass, ye may believ@that I am fe. 

QO Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that receiveth whom- 
soever I send, receiveth me ; and he that receiveth me, re- 
ceiveth him that sent me. 

21 When Jesus had this said, he was troubled in spirit, 
and testified, and said, Verily, verily, I say unto you, That one 
of you shall betray me. 

22 Then the disciples looked one on another, doubting of 
whom he spake. 

23 Now there was leaning on Jegus’ bosom one of his 
disciples, whom Jesus loved. 

24 Simon Peter therefore beckoned to him, that he should 
ask who it should be of whom he spake. 

25 He then lying on Jesus’ breast saith unto nny? Lord, 
who Is it? 


26 Jesus answered, He it is to whom I shall give a sop 
Cc@ when 
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when I have dipped if. And when he had dipped the sop, 
he gave it to Judas Iscariot, the son of Simon. 

27 And after the sop Satan entered into him. Then said 
Jesus unto him, That thou doest, do quickly. 

28 Now no man at the table knew for what intent he spake 
this unto him. 

29 For some of them thought, because Judas had the bag, 
that Jesiis had said unto him, Buy those things that we have 
need of against the feast; or, that he should give something 
to the poor. 

30 He then having received the sop, went immediately 
out: and it was night. 

51 Therefore when he was gone out, Jesus said, Now is 
the Son of man glorified, and God is glorified in him. 

32 If God be glorified in him, God shall also glorify him 
in himself, and shall straightway glorify him. 

38 Little children, yet a little while I am with you. Ye 
shall seek me: and, as I said unto the Jews, Whither I 80, 
ye cannot come ; so now I say to you. 

$4 A new commandment I give unto you, That ye love 
one another; as I have loved you, that ye also love one 
another. ® | 

35 By this shall all men know that ye are my disciples, if 
ye have love one to another. 

86 | Simon Peter said unto him, Lord, Whither goest 
thou? Jesus answered him, Whither I go, thou canst not fol- 
low me now; but thou shalt follow me afterwards. 

57 Peter said unto him, Lord, why cannot I follow thee 
now? I will lay down my life for thy sake. 

38 Jesus answered him, Wilt thou lay down thy hfe for 
my sake? Verily, verily, I say unto thee, ‘The cock shall not 
crow till thou hast denied me thrice. 

CHAP. XIX. 
1 Christ is scourged, crowned with thorns, beaten, and cru- 
cified. 28 LHe dieth, 38 and ts buried by Joseph and 

Nicodemus. 
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PTHEN Pilate, therefore took Jesus, and scourged Aim. 
2 And the soldiers platted a crown of thorns, and put: 2 
on his head, and they put on him a purple robe, 

3 And said, Hail, King of the Jews: ! And they smote him 
with their hands. 

4 Pilate therefore went forth again, and saith unto hua, 
Behold, I bring him forth to you, that ye may know that I find 
no fault in him. 

5 Then came Jesus forth, wearing the crown of a, 
and the purple robe. And Pi/ate saith unto them, Behold 
the man! 

6 When the chief priests therefore and officers saw him, 
they cried out, saying, Crucify him, crucify him. Pilate saith 
unto them, Take ye him, and crucify him: fox. E«find no fault 
in him. 

7 The Jews answered him, We have a law, and by ot our 
‘law he ought to die, because he made himself the Son 
God. 

8 When Pilate therefore baad that saying, he was the 
more afraid ; 

9 And went again into the judgment hall, aad saith 
unto Jesus, whence art thou? But Jesus gave him no an- 
swer. 

10 Then saith Pilate unto him, Speakest thou not unto 
me? knowest thou not that I have power to crucify thee, and 
have power to release thee? 

11 Jesus answered, Thou couldest have no power at all 
against me, except it were given thee from above : therefore 
he that delivered me unto thee hath the greater sin. 

12 And from thenceforth Pilate sought to release him: but 
the Jews cried out, saying, If thou let this man go, thou art 
not Cesar’s friend: whosoever maketh himself a King speaketh 
asainst Cesar. 

13 When Pilate therefore heard that saying, he brought 
Jesus forth, and sat down in the judgment-seat in a place 
. that is called the Pavement, but in the Hebrew, Gab- 
batha, 

14 And it was the preparation of the passover, and dione 
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the sixth hour: and he saith unto the Jews, Behold your 
- King! 

15 But they cried out, Away with on away with him, 
Crucify him. Pilate saith unto them, Shall I crucify your 
_ King? the chief priests answered, We have no king but 

Cesar. 

16 Then delivered he him therefore unto them to be cra- 
cified. And they took Jesus and led Aim away. 

- 17 And he bearing his cross went forth into a place called 
the place of a Skull, which is called in the nebiew Gol- 
_gotha : 

: 18 Where they crucified him, and two others with na on 
either side one, and Jesus in the midst. 

19 And’ Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the cross. And 
the writing was, JESUS OF NAZARETH, THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. | 

- @O This title then read many of the Jews: for the place 
where Jesus was crucified was nigh to the city: and it was 
written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 

21 Then said the chief priests of the Jews to Pilate, Write 
not, The King of the Jews; but that he said, I am n King of 
the Jews. | 

22 Pilate answered, What I a written, I have written. 

@3 Then the soldiers, when they had crucified Jesus, took 
his garments, and made four parts, toevery soldier a part ; and 
also Ais coat: now the coat was without seam, woven from 
the top throughout. 

24 They said therefore among themselves, Let us not rend 
it, but cast lots for it, whose it shall be: that the scripture 
might be fulfilled, which saith, They parted my raiment among 
them, and for my vesture they did cast-lots. ‘These things 
therefore the soldiers did. 

25 Now there stood by the cross of Jesus his mother, and 
his mother’s sister, Mary the « eye of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. 

26 When Jesus therefore saw his mother, arid the disciple 
standing by whom he loved, he saith unto his mother, Woman, 
Behold thy son! 


6 a 27 Then 
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-27 Then saith he to the disciple, Behold thy mother! 
And from that hour that disciple took her unto his. own 
home. 

-, 28 YF After this, Jesus knowing that all things were now 
accomplished, that the scripture might be fulfilled, saith, I

29 Now there was set a vessel full of vinegar: and they 
filled a sponge with vinegar, and put 7¢ upon nyesoP, and put

30 When Jesus therefore had received the vinegar,. he said, 
It is finished: ahd he bowed his head, and gave up the 
ghost. ;

10 Jesus saith unto Hees Bring of the fish which ye have

great fishes, an hundred and fifty and three: and for all there

12 Jesus saith unto them, Come and dine. And none of 
the disciples durst ask him, Who art thou? knowing that it 
was the Lord. | 

13 Jesus then cometh, and taketh bread, and sive them, 
and tish hkewise. 

14 This is now the third time that Jesus shewed himself to 
his disciples after that he was risen from the dead. 

15 YJ So when they had dined, Jesus saith to Simon Peter, 
Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me more than these? He 
saith unto him, Yea, Lord; thou knowest that I love thee. He 
saith unto him, Feed my lainbs. | 

16 He saith to him again the second time, Simon, son of 
Jonas, lovest thou me? He saith unto him, Yea, Lord; 
thou knowest that I love thee. He saith unto him, Feed my 
sheep. ; 

17 He saith unto him the third time, Simon, son of Jonas, 
lovest thou me? Peter was grieved because he said unto him 
the third time, Lovest thou me? And he said unto him, Lord, 
thou knowest all things ; thou knowest that I love thee. Jesus 
saith unto hin, Feed my sheep. 

18 Verily, verily, 1 say unto thee, When ‘hou wast young, 
thou girdedst thyself, and walkedst whither thou wouldest: but 
when thou shalt be old, thou shalt stretch forth thy hands, and 
another shall gird thee, and carry thee whither thou wouldest 
not. 

19 This spake he, signifying by what death he should glo- 
rify God. And when he had spoken this, he saith unto him, 
Follow me. 

20 Y Then Peter turning about, seeth the disciple whom 
Jesus loved following, which also leaned on bis breast at sup- 
per, and said, Lord, which is he that betrayeth thee? 

21 Peter seeing him, saith to Jesus, Lord, and what shald.

The ACTS of the APOSTLES. 
. CHAP. I. 
1 A repetition of part of Christ's history. 15 Matthias 
chosen into the apostleship. 
HE former treatise have I made, O Theophilus, of all that 
Jesus began both to do and to teach, 

2 Until the day in which he was taken up, after that he - 
through the Holy Ghost had given commandments unto the 
apostles whom he had chosen : 

- 3 To whom also he shewed himself alive after his passion 
‘by many infallible prodfs, being seen of them forty days. 
and speaking of the things pertaining to the kingdom of 
God. | 

4 And being assembled together with ee: conmmanded 
them that they should not depart from Jerusalem, but wait 
‘for the promise of the Father, which, saith he, ye have heard 
of me. . 

‘5 For John truly baptized with water ; but ye shall be bap- 
‘tized with the Holy Ghost not many days hence. 

6 When they therefore were come together, they asked of 
him, saying, Lord, wilt thou at this time restore again the 
kingdom to Israel? 

7 And he said unto them, It is not for you to know the 
times or the seasons, which the Father hath put in his own 
power. | 

§ But 
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§ But ye shall receive pewer after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the ut- 
termost part of the earth. . 

_ 9 And when he had spoken these things, while they be- 
held, he was taken up ; and a cloud received him out of their 
sight. 

10 And while they looked stedfastly toward heaven, ‘as he | 
went up, behold, two men stood by them in white apparel ;; 

11 Which also said, Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye 
gazing up into heaven? this same Jesus which is taken up from 
you into heaven, shall so come in Itke manner as ye have seen 
him go into heaven. 

12 Then returned they unto Jerusalem from the mount 
called Olivet, which 1s from Jerusalem a sabbath-day’s jour- 
ney. 

13 And when they were come in, they went up into an 
upper room, where abode both Peter, and James, and John, 
and Andrew, Philip, and Thomas, Bartholomew, and Mat- 
thew, James the son of Alpheus, and Simon Zelotes, and Judas 
the brother of James. 

14 These all continued with one accord in prayer and sup- 
plication, with the women, and Mary the mother of Jesus, and 
with his brethren. | 

15 And in those days Peter stood up in the midst of the 
disciples, and said, (the number of the names together were 
about an hundred and twenty,) 

16 Men and brethren, this scripture must nceds have been 
fulfilled which the Holy Ghost by the mouth of David spake 
before concerning Judas, which was guide to them that took 
Jesus. 

17 For he was numbered with us, and had obtained part 
of this ministry. 

18 Now this man purchased a field with the reward of 
iniquity ; and falling headlong, he burst asunder in the midst, 

and all his bowels gushed out. 
| 19 And it was known unto all the dwellers at Jernsa- 
lem ; insomuch as that field is called in their proper tongue, 

Aceldama, that js to say, The field of blood, 
| , 20 For 
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20 For it is written in the book of psalms, Let his habita~ 
tion be desolate, and let no man dwell therein: and, His bishup- 
rick let another take. 

21 Wherefore of these men which have companied with us 
all the time that the Lord Jesus went m and out among us, 

22 Beginning from the baptism of John, unto that same 
day that he was taken up from us, must one be ordained to be 
a witness with us of his resurrection. 

23 And they appointed two, Joseph called Barsabas, who 
was surnamed Justus, and Matthias. | 

24 And they prayed and said, Thou, Lord, which knowest 
the hearts of all men, shew whether of these two thou hast 
chosen, 

25 That he may take part of this ministry and apostleship, 
from which Judas by transgression fell, that he might go to 
his own place. 

26 And they gave forth their lots; and the lot fell upon 
Matthias ; and he was numbered with the eleven apostles. 

CHAP. II. 
The apostles filled with the Holy Ghost,. speak divers 
languages. 
AND when the day of Pentecost was fully come, they were 
all with one accord in one place. 

@ And suddenly there came a sound from heaven as of 4 
rushing mighty wind, and it filled al] the house where they 
were sitting. 

3 And there appeared unto them cloven tongues, like as of 
fire, and it sat upon each of them. 

4 And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began 
to speak with other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance. 

5 And there were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, devout men, 
out of every nation under heaven. ; 

6 Now when this was noised abroad, the multitude came 

together, and were confounded, becatise that every man heard 
them speak in his own language. 

7 And they were all amazed, and marvelled, saying oue ta 
gnother, Behold, are not all these which speak Galileans? | 

§ And how hear we every man in ouy owp tongue wherein 
we were born? : 
. ; 9 Parthians, 
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9 Parthians, and Medes, and.Elamites, and the dwellers 
in Mesopotamia, and in Judea, andin Cappadocia, in Pontus, 
ahd Asia, 

10 Phrygia, and Pamphylia, in Egypt, and in the parts 
of Libya about Cyrene, and strangers of Rome, Jews and 
Proselytes, 

11 Cretes and Arabians, we.do hear them aprak in our 
tongues the wonderful works of God. 

12 And they were all amazed, and were in doubt, saying 
one to another, What meaneth this? | 

13 Others mocking, said, These men are full of new wine. 

14 But Peter standing up with the eleven, lifted up his 
_ voice, and said unto them, Ye men of Judea, and all ye that 
dwell at J aoe be this known unto you, and hearken to 
my words: 

15 For these are not drunken, as ye suppose, seeing it is 
but the third hour of the day. 

16 But this is that which was spoken by the prophet Joel; 

17 And it shall come to pass in the last days, saith God, 
I will pour out of my Spirit upon all flesh: and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophesy, and your young men shall see 
visions, and your old men shall dream dreams: 

18 And on my servants and on my handmaidens I will 
pour out mi those days of my spirit; and they shall prophesy : 

19 And I will shew wonders in heaven above, and signs in 
the earth beneath ; blood, and fire, and vapour of smoke : 

20 The sun shall be turned into darkness, and the moon 
ito blood, before that yreat and notable day of the Lord 
come : 

21 And it shall come to pass, that whosoever shall call 
on the name of.the Lord shall be saved. | 

22 Ye men of Israel, hear these words; Jesus of Naza- 
reth, a man approved of God among you by miracles, and 
wonders, and signs, which God did by him in the midst of 
you; as ye yourselves also know : 

23 Him, being delivered by the determinate counsel and 
foreknowledge of God, ye have taken, and by wicked hands 
have crucified and slain: 

: 24 Whom 
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24 Whom God hath raised up, having loosed the pams 
of death : because it was not Femi that he should be holden. 
of it. | 

25 For David speaketh concerning him, I foresaw the Lord 
always before my face, for he is on my right hand, that I 
should not be moved: 

26 Therefore did my heart. rejoice, and my tongue was 
glad; moreover also my flesh shall rest in hope : 

27 Because thou wilt not leave my soul in hell, neither 
wilt thou suffer thine Holy One to see corruption. 

28 Thop hast made known to me the ways of life; thou 
shalt make me fall of joy with thy countenance. 

29 Men and brethren, let me freely speak unto you of the. 
patriarch David, that he is both dead and buried, and his 
sepulchre is with us unto this day. , 

30 Therefore being a prophet, and knowing that God 
had sworn with an oath to him, that of the fruit of his loins, 
according to the flesh, he would raise up Christ to sit on his 
throne ; 

31 He seeing this ‘clos spake of the resurrection of 
Christ, that his soul was not left hell, neither his flesh did see 
corruption. 

S2 This Jesus hath God raised up, whereof we all are 
‘witnesses, 

83 Therefore being by the right hand of God exalted, and 
having received of the Father the promise of the Haly Ghost, 
he hath shed forth this which ye now see and hear. 

84 For David is not ascended into the heavens: but he 
saith himself, The Lorp said unto my Lord, sit thou on my 
right hand, 

‘$5 Until I make thy foes thy footstool. 

36 Therefore let all the house of Israel know assuredly, 
that God hath made that same Jesus, whom ye have crucified, 
both Lord and Christ. : 

37 Now when they heard this, they were pricked in their 
heart, and said unto Peter, and to the rest of the apostles, 
Mena and brethren, what shall we do? 

38 ae Peter said unto ae Repent, and be baptized 


every 
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every ane of you in the name of Jesus Christ for the re- 
mission of sins, and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. 

39 For the erie is unto you, and to your children, and 
to all that are afar off, even as many as the Lord our God shal} 
call. . 

40 And with many other words did he testify and exhort, 
saying, Save yourselves from this untoward generation. 

41 Then they that gladly received his word were baptized : 
and the same day there were added unto them about three 
thousand souls. 

42 And they continued stedfastly in the apostles’ doctrine 
and fellowship, and in breaking of bread, and in prayers. 

43 And fear came upon every soul: and many wonders 
and signs were done by the apostles. 

44 And all that believed were together, and had all things 
common ; 

45 And sold their possessions and goods, and parted them 
to all men, as every man had need. 

46 And they continuing daily with one accord in the temple, 
and breaking bread from house to house, did eat their meat 
with gladness and singleness of heart, 

47 Praising God, and having favour with all the people. 
And the Lord added to the church daily such as should be 
saved. 

CHAP. III. 
1. Peter and John restore a lame man, 1% ascribing the cure 
to the name of Jesus, 19 and exhorting to repentance. 
OW Peter and John went up together into the temple at 
the hour of prayer, being the ninth hour. 

@ And a certain man, lame from his mother’s womb, was 
carried, whom they laid daily at the gate of the temple which 
is called Beautiful, to ask alms of them that eaveres into the 
pee ; 

8 Who seeing Peter and John abgut to go inte the temple, 
sisi an alms. 

_ 4 And Peter fastening his eyes upon him, with John, ai 
Look on us. 
5 And 
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5 And he gave heed unto them, expecting to receive 
something of them. 

6 Then Peter said, Silver and gold I have none; but such 
a3 I have give I thee: In the name of Jesus s Chris of Na- 
zareth rise up and walk. 

7 And he took him by the right hand, and lifted Aim up: 
and immediately his feet and ancle bones received strength. 

8 And he leaping up stood, and walked, and entered with 
them into the temple, walking, and leaping, and praising 
God. | 

g And all the people saw him Saitige and praising God: 

10 And they knew that it was he which sat for alms at the 
Beautiful gate of the temple: and they were filled. with 
. wonder and amazement at ae which had happened unto 
him. 

11 And as the lame man which was healed held Peter and 
John, all the people ran together unto them in the porch that 
is called Solomon's, greatly wondering. 

12 § And when Peter saw zt, he answered unto the people, 
Ye men of Israel, why marvel ye at this? or why look ye so 
earnestly on us, as though by our own power or holiness we 
. had made this man to walk? 

18 The God of Abraham, and of Isaac, and of Jacob, the 
God of our fathers, hath glorified his Son Jesus ; whom ye 
delivered up, and denied him in the presence of Shas when 
he was determined to let Aim go. 

14 But ye denied the Holy ' One, and the Just, and desired 
.a murderer to be granted unto you ; 

15- And killed the prince of Life, whom oon hath raised 
from the dead ; whereof we are witnesses. 

16 And his name, through faith in his name, hath made 
this man strong, whom ye see and know: yea, the faith which 
‘ is by him hath given him this perfect soundness in the aa 
sence of you all. 

‘17 And now, brethren, I wot that through ignorance ye 
Aid it, as did also your rulers. 

18 But those things which God before had shewed by the | 

-mouth: 
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mouth of all his prophets, that Christ should suffer, he hath 
s0 fulfilled. _ 

19 § Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that your sins 
may be blotted out, whén the times of refreshing shall come 
_ from the presence of the Lord ; : 

20 And he shall send Jesus Christ, which before was 
preached unto you: 

21 Whom the heaven must receive until the times of ree 
stitution of all things, which God hath spoken by the mouth 
of all his holy prophets since the world began. 

22 For Moses truly said unto the fathers, A prophet shalh 
the Lord your God raise up unto you of your brethren, like 
unto me; him shall ye hear in all things whatsoever he shall 
say unto, you. z 

23 And it shall come to pass, that every soul which will 
not hear that prophet shall be destroyed from among the 
people. | 

94 Yea, and all the prophets from Samuel, and those that 
follow after, as many as have spoken, have likewise foretold 
of these days. 

25 Ye are the children ofthe prophets, and of the cove- 
nant which God made with our fathers, saying unto Abra- 
ham, And in thy seed shall all the kindreds of the earth be 
blessed. | 

26 Unto you first, God, having raised up his Son Jesus, 
sent him to bless you, in turning away every one of you from 
-his iniquities. 

CHAP. IV. 
1 Peter and John imprisoned. 5 Their defence. 13 They 
are threatened. ' 
AX D as they spake unto the people, the priests and the 
captain of the temple, and the Sadducees, came upon 
them, | 

2 Being grieved that they taught the people, and preached 
through Jesus the resurrection from the dead. 

S$ And they laid hands on them, and put them in hold unto 
the next day: for it was now eventide. 

4 Howbeit many of them which heard the word believed ; 
and the number of the men was about five thousand. 

-Dd & ¥ And 
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5 | And it came to pass on the morrow, that their rulers, 
and elders, and scribes, | 

_6 And Annas the high pricst, and Caiaphas, and John, 
and Alexander, and as:many as were of the kindred of the 
high priest, were gathered together at Jerusalem. , 

7 And when they had set them in the midst, they asked, 
By what power or by what naine have ye done this? 

8 Then Peter, filled with the Holy Ghost, said unto them, 
Ye rulers of the people, and elders of Israel, 

9 If we this day be examined of the good deed done to — 
the impotent man, by what means he is made whole; 

10. Be it known unto you all, and to all the people of 
ferael, that by the name of Jesus Christ of Nazareth, whom 
ye crucified, whom God raised from the dead, ever. by him 
doth this man stand here before you whole. 

11 This is the stone which was set at nought of you build- 
ers, which is become the head of the corner. 

12 Neither is there salvation in any other: for there is 
none other name under heaven given among men, WRErEDY 
we must be saved. 

13 @ Now when they saw the boldness of Peter and John, 
and perceived that they were unlearned and ignorant men, 
they marveled; and they took knowledge of them that they 
had been with Jesus. . 

14 And beholding the man which was healed standing 
with them, they could say nothing against it. 

15 But when they had commanded them to go aside out of 
the council, they conferred ameng themselves, 

16 Saying, What shall we do to these men? for that m- 
deed a notable miracle hath been done by them ¢s manifest to 
all them that dwell in Jerusalem ; and we cannot deny wt. 

17 But that it spread no further among the people, let us 
straitly threaten them, that they speak henceforth to no man 
in this name. | | 

18 And they called them, and commanded them uot to 
speak at all, nor teach in the name of Jesus. 

19 But Peter and John answered and said unto them, 
Whether it be right in the sight of God to hearken unto you 
more than unto God, judge ye. 


' 20 For 
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20 For we cannot but speak ‘the things which we have 
seen and heard. 

21 So when they had further threatened them, they let 
them go, finding nothing how they might punish them, be- 
cause of the people: for all men glorified God for that which 
was done. 

22 For the man was above forty years old on wiom this 
miracle of healing was shewed. 

23 And being let go, they went to their own company, 
and reported all that the chief priests and elders had said unto 
them. | 

24 And when they heard that, they lifted up their voice 
to God with one accord, and said, Lord, thou art God which 
hast made heaven and earth, and the sea, and all that in them 
ae 

25 Who by the mouth of thy servant David hast said, 
Why did the heathen rage, and the people imagine vain 
things? 

26 The kings of the earth stood up, and the rulers were 
gathered together against the Lord, and against his Christ. 

27 For of a truth against thy holy child Jesus whom thou 
hast anointed, both Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the Gen- 
tiles, and the people of Israel, were gathered together, 

28 For to do whatsoever thy hand and thy counsel deter- 
mined before to be done. . 

29 And now, Lord, behold their threatenings: and grant 
_ unto thy servants that with all boldness they may speak thy 
word, | 
30 ‘By stretching forth thine hand to heal ; and that signs 
and wonders may be done by the name of thy holy child | 
Jesus. 

31 And.when they had prayed, the place was shaken 
where they were assembled together ; and they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and they spake the word of God with . 
boldness. 

$2 And the multitude of them that believed \ were of one 
heart and of one soul: neither said any of them, that ought 
of the things which hé possessed was his own ; but they had 
all things common. — 


Ddg 98 And 
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33 And with great power gave the Apostles witness of the 
resurrection of the Lord Jesus : and great grace was upon 
them all. 

34 Neither was there any among them that lacked: for 
as many as were possessors of lands or houses, sold them, and 
brought the prices of the things that were sold, 

35 And laid them down at the apostles’ feet: and distri- 
bution was made unto every man according as he had need. 

36 And Joses, who by the apostles was surnamed Barna- 
bas, (which is, being interpreted, The son of consolation,) a 
Levite, and of the country of Cyprus, 

, 87 Having land, sold it, and brought the money, and laid 
tt at the apostles’ feet. 
| CITAP. V. 
1 The death of Ananius and Sapphira. 17. The apostles 
wmprisoned again,.and delivered. 
UT a certain man named Ananias, me Sapphira - his 
wife, sold a possession, 

2 And kept back part of the price, bis wife also being 
privy ¢o #¢, and brought a certain part, and laid 7 at the 
apostles’ feet. 

3 But Peter said, Ananias, why hath Satan filled thine 
heart to lie to the Hloly Ghost, and to keep back part of the 
price of the land: 

4 Whiles it remained, was it not thine own? and after it 

“vas sold, was it not in thine own power? why hast thou con- 
ceived this thing m thine heart? thou hast not lied unto men, 
but unto God. 

_ & And Ananias hearing these words fell down and gave 
up ie ghost: and Eree fear came on all them that heard these 
things. ‘ 

6 And the young men arose, wound him up, and carried 
him out, and buried, Ain. 

7 And it was about the space of three hours after, when 
his wife, not knowing what was done, came in. 

8 And Peter answered unto her, Tcll me whether ye sold 
the land for so much? And she said, Yea, for so much. 

g Then Peter said unto her, how is it that ye have agreed 
together to tempt the Spirit of the Lord? behold, the feet 

| of 
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ef them which have buryed thy husband are at the door, = 
shall carry thee out. 

10 Then fell she down.straightway at his feet, and yielded 
up the ghost: and the young men came in and found her 
dead, and carrying her forth, buried her by her husband. 

11 And great fear came upon all the church, and upon as 
many as heard these things. 

12 And by the. hands of the apostles were many signs and 
wonders wrought among the people ; (and they were all with 
one accord in Solomon's porch. ; | 

13 And of the rest durst no man join himself to them: but 
the people magnified them. 

14 And believers were the more added to the Lord, oo 
titudes both of men and women.) 

15 Tnsomuch that they brought forth the sick into the 
streets, and laid them on beds and couches, that at the least the 
shadow of Peter passing by might overshadow some of them. 

16 There came also a multitude out of the cities round 
about unto Jerusalem, bringing sick folks, and them which 
were vexed with unclean spirits : and they were healed every 
one. : 

17 {| Then the high priest rose up, and all they that were 
with him, (which 1s the sect of the Sadducees,) and were 
filled with indignation, - 

- 18 And laid their hands on oe ipoailesy and put them in 
the common prison. 

19 But the angel of the Lord by night opened the prison 
dvors, and brought them forth, and said, 

20 Go, stand and speak in the temple to the people all the 
words of this life. 

21 Aad when they heard that, they entered into the temple 
early in the morning, and taught. But the high priest came, 
and they that were with him, and called the council together, 
and all the senate of the children of Israel, and sent to the 
prison to have them brought. 

22 But when the officers came, and found them not in the 
prison, they returned, and told, 

23 Saying, the prison truly found we shut with all safety, 
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and the keepers standing without before the doors: but when 


we had opened, we found no man within. 

24 Now when the high priest, and the captain of the temple, 
and the chief priests, heard these things, they doubted of them 
whereunto this would grow. | 

25 Then came one and told them, saying, Behold, the 
men whom ye put in prison are standing in the temple, and 
teaching the people. 

26 Then went the captain with the officers, and brought 
them without violence: for they feared the people, lest they 
should have been stoned. | 

27 And when they had brought them, they set them before 
the.council: and the high priest asked them, 

_ 28 Saying, did we not straitly command you that ye should 
mot teach in this name? and, behold, yé have filled Jerusa- 
Jem with your doctrine, and intend to bring this man’s blood 
upon us. 

. 29 Then Peter and the other apostles answered and said, 
W e ought to obey God rather than man. 

$0 The God of our fathers raised up Jesus, whom ye slew 
and hanged on a tree. 

31 Him hath God exalted with his right hand, to be a 
Prince and a Saviour, for to give repentance to Israel, and 
forgiveness of fins. 

32 And we are his witnefles of these things; and so és also 
the Holy Ghost, whom God hath given to them that. obey 
him 

33 When they heard that, they were cut to the heart, and 
took counsel to slay them. 

S4 Then stood ‘there up one im the council, a Pharisee, 
named Gamaliel, a doctor of the law, had in reputation 
among all the people, and commanded to put the apostles 
forth a little space ; 

35 And said unto them, Ye men of Israel, take heed to 
yourselves what ye intend to do as touching these men. 

36 For before these days rose up Theudas, boasting himself 
to be somebody; to whom a number of men, about four hun- 
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dred, joined themselves : who was slain ; and all, as many as 
obeyed him, were scattcred and brought to nought. 

‘87 After this man rose up Judas, of Galilee in the days | 
of the taxing, and drew away much people after him: he 
also perished; and all, even as many as obeyed ae were 
dispersed. 

38 And now [I say unto you, Refrain from these men, and 
Jet them alone : for if this counsel or this work be of men, it 
will come to nought : 

89 But if it be of God, ye cannot overthrow it; lest haply 
ye be found even to fight agaist God. 

40 And to him they agreed: and when they had called the 
apostles, and beaten them, they commanded that they should 
not speak in the name of Jesus, and let them go. 

41 And they-departed from the presence of the council, 
rejoicing that they were counted worthy to suffer shame for 
his name. | 

42 And daily in the temple, and in every house, they ceased 
not to teach and preach Jesus. 

CHAP. VI. 
1 Deacons chosen. 9 Stephen falsely accysed of ilaaiheny: 
ND im those days, when the number of the disciples was 
multiplied, there arose a murmuring of the Grecians 
against the Hebrews, because their widows were neglected 1 in 
the diet ministration. 

2 ‘Then the twelve called the multitude of the disciples unto 
then, and said, It is not reason that we should leave the word 
of God, and serve tables. 

3 Wherefore, brethren, look ye out among you seven men 
of ie report, full of the Holy Ghost, and wisdom, w hom 
we may appoint over this business. 

4 But we will give ourselves a to praver, ‘and to 
the ministry of the word. 

5 And the saying pleased the stale moultitude : and fics 
chose Stephen, a man-full of faith and of the Holy Ghost, and 
Philip, and Prochorus, and Nicanor, and ‘Timon, aad Par- 
menas, aud me a proselyte of Autioch : 
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6 Whom they set before the apostles: and when they had 
prayed, they laid their hands on them. 

7. And the word-of God increased ; and the number of the 
disciples multiplied in Jerusalem greatly; and a great com- 
peny of the priests were obedient to the faith. 

8 And Stephen, full of faith and power, did great wonders 
and miracles among the people. 

9 ¥ Then there arose certain of the synagogue which is 
called The synagogue of the libertines, and Cyrenians, and 
Alexandrians, and of them of Cilicia, and of Asia, disputing 
with Stephen. 

10 And they were not able to resist the wisdom and the 
_gpirit by which he spake. 

11 Then they suborned men, which said, We have heard 
him speak blasphemous words against Moses, and agains¢ 
God. . . 
12 And they stirred up the people, and the elders, and the 
acribes, and came upon jim, and caught him, and brought 
him to the council, 

13 And set up false witnesses, which said, This man ceaseth 
not to speak blasphemous words against this holy place and 
the law ; 

14 For we have beard him say, that this Jesus of Nazareth 
shall destroy this place, and shall change the customs which 
Moses delivered us. 

15 And all that sat in the council, looking stedfastly on 
him, saw his face as jt had been the fuce of an angel. 

CHAP. VII. 
1 Stephen answereth to his accusation. 54 They stone him 
to death. 
"THEN said the high priest, Are these things so? 
g And he said, Men, brethren, and fathers, hearken ; 
The God of glory appeared unto our father Abraham when he 
was in Mesopotamia, before he dwelt in Charran, 

3 And said unto him, Get thee out of thy country, and 
from thy kindred, and come into the land which J shall shew 
thee. 

4 Then came he ont of the Jand pf the Chaldeans, and 
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gwelt in Charran: and from thence, when his father was dead, 
he removed him into this land wherein ye now dwell. 

5 And he gave hin none inheritance in it, no not so much 
as to set his foot on; yet he promised that he would give it to 
him for a possessiou, and to his seed after him, when as yet 
he had no child. | 

’ 6 And God spake on this wise, That his seed should so- 
journ in a strange land ; and that they should bring them into 
bondage, and intreat them evil four hundred years. 

7 And the nation to whom they shall be in bondage, will 
J judge, said God: and after that shall id come forth, and 
serve me in this place. 

8 And he gave him the covenant of circumcision : and so 
Abraham begat Isaac, and circumcised him the eighth day; 

and Jsaac begut Jacob; and Jacob begat the twelve patriarchs. 
- 9 And the patriarchs, moved with envy, sold Joseph into 
Egypt: but God was with him, 

10 And delivered him out of all his afflictions, and gave 
him favour and wisdom in the sight of Pharaoh king of 
Egypt; and he made him governor over Egypt and all his — 
house. 

11 Now there came a dearth over all the land of. Egypt . 
and Chanaan, and great affliction : and our fathers found no 
sustenance. - 

12 But when Jacob heard that there was corn in Egypt, 
he sent out our fathers first. 

13 And at the second ¢2me Joseph was made known to his 
brethren ; and Joseph's kindred was made known unto Pha- 

yaoh. 
--14 Then sent'J oseph, and called his father Jacob to him, 
and all hia kindred, threescore and fiftecn souls. 
‘. 15 So Jacob went down into Egypt, and died, he and our 
fathers, 

16 And were cared over inte Sychem, and laid in the 
sepulchre that Abraham bought for a sum of money of the 
gons of Emmor, the father of Sychem. 

}7 But when the time of the promise drew nigh which 

’ God 
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God had sworn to Abraham, the people grew and multi- 
plied in Egypt, 

18 ‘Till another kmg arose, ae knew not Joseph. 

19 The same dealt subtilly with our kindred, and evil en- 
treated our fathers, so that they cast out their young children, 
to the end they might not live. 

20 In which time Moses was born, and was exceeding fair, 
and nourished up in his father’s house three months : 

21 And when he was cast out, Pharaoh’s daughter took 
him up, and nourished him for her own son. 

22 And Moses was learned m all the wisdom of the Egvp- 
tians, and was mighty in words and in-deeds. 

23 And when he was full forty years old, it came into his 
heart to visit his brethren the children of Israel. 

24 And seeing one of them suffer wrong, he defended 
Aim, and avenged him that was oppressed, and smote the 
Ecyptian : 

25 For he supposed his brethren would have sinderstoou 
how that God by his hand would deliver them : but they un- 
derstood not. 

26 And the next day he shewed himself unto them as they 
strove, and would have set them at one again, saying, Sirs, ye 

‘are brethren ; why do ye wrong one to another? 

27 But he that did his neighbour wrong thrust him aw ay, 

.saying, Who made thee a ruler and a judge over us? 

28 Wilt thou kill me, as thou didst the Egyptian yester~ 
day? 

29 Then fled Moses at this saying, and was a stranger in 
the land of Madian, where he begat two sons. 

SO Aud when forty years were expired, there appeared to 
him in the wilderness of mount Sina, an angel of the Lord m 
a flame of fire in a bush. 

31 When Moses saw it, he wondered at the sight: and as 
he drew near to behold it, the voice of the Lord came unto 
him, 

32 Saying, I am the God of thy fathers, the God of Abra- 
ham, and the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob. Then 
Moses trembled, and durst not behold. 

83 Then 
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, 33 Then said the Lord to him, Put off thy shoes from ° 
thy feet: for the place where thou standest 13 holy ground. 

$4 I have seen, I have seen the affliction of my people 
which is in Egypt, and I have heard their groaning, and 
and am come down to deliver them. And now come, I will 
send thee into Egypt. 

35 This Moses, whoin they refused, saying, Who mde 
thee a ruler and a judge? the same did God send to bea 
ruler and a deliverer by the hand of the angel which appeared 
to bim in the bush. 

36 He brought them out, after that he had shewed won- 
ders and signs in the land of Egypt, and in the Red sea, and 
jn the wilderness forty years. 

37 This is that Moses which said unto the children of 
Israel, A prophet shall the Lord your God raise up unto you 
of your brethren like unto me; him shall ye hear. 

38 This is he that was in the church in the wilderness 
with the angel which spake to him in the mount Sina, and 
with our fathers: who received the lively oracles to give 
unto us: 

- 39 To whom our fathers would not obey, but thrust him 
from them , and in their hearts turned back again into Egypt, 

40 Saying unto Aaron, Make us gods to go before us: 
for as for this Moses which brought us out of the land of 
Egypt, we wot not what is become of him. 

41 And they made a calf in those days, and offered su- 
crifice unto the idol, and rejoiced in the works of their own 
hands. 

42 'Then God turned, and gave them up to worship the 
host of heaven; as it is written in the book of the prophets, 
O ye house of Israel, have ye offered to me slain beasts and 
sacrifices by the space of forty years in the wilderness? 

43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle of Moloch, and the 
star of your god Remphan, figures which ye made to wor- 
ship them: and 1 will carry you away beyond Babylon. 

44 Our fathers had the tabernacle of witness in the 
wvilderness, as he had appointed, speaking unto Moses that 
de should make it according to the fashion that he had seen. 

45 Which 
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45 Which also our fathers that came after brought in 
with Jesus into the possession of the Gentiles, whom God 
drave out before the face of our fathers, unto the days of 
David; 

46 Who found favour before God, and desired to find a 
tabernacle for the God of Jacob. 

47 But Solomon built him an house. 

48 Howbeit the most High dwelleth not in temples made 
with hands; as saith the prophet, 

49 Heaven is my.throne, and earth ts my footstedl: what 
house will ye build me? saith the Lord: or what is the place 
of my rest? 

50 Hath not my hand made all these things? 

51 Ye stiff-necked, and uncircumcised in heart and ears, 
ye do always resist the Holy Ghost: as your fathers did, so 
do ye. 

52 Which of the prophets have not your fathers perse- 
cuted? and they have slain them which shewed before of the 
coming of the Just One; of whom ye have been now the 
betrayers and murderers 3 

53 Who have received the law by the dignotidon of 
angels, ‘and have not kept 2. 

54 | When they heard these things, they were cut to the 
heart, and they gnashed on him with their teeth. 

55 But he, being full of the Holy Ghost, looked up sted- 
fastly into heaven, and saw the glory of God, and Jesus 
gtanding on the right hand of God, 

56 And said, Behold, I see the heavens opened, and the 
Son of man standing on the right hand of God. 

57 Then they cried out with a loud voice, and stopped 
their ears, and ran upon him with one accord, 

58 And cast fim out of the city, and stoned Aim: and the 
witnesses laid down their clothes at a young man’s feet, whose 
name was Saul. 

59 And they stoned Sicahen; calling upon God, and say- 
ing, Lord Jesus, receive my spirit. 

60 And he kneeled down, and cried with a loud voice, 

| Lord, 
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Lord, lay not this sin to their charge. And when he = said 
Ns; he fell asleep. 
CHAP. VIIL ~ 
1 The Church planted in Samaria, 14 is confirmed by 
Peter and John. 26 Philip sent to baptize an eunuch. - 
ND Saul was consenting unto his death. And at that 
time there was a great persecution against the church 
which was at Jerusalem ; and they were all scattered abroad 
throughout the regions of Judea and Samaria, except the 
apostles. 

2 And devout men carried Stephen to his burial, and made 
great lamentation over him. 

3 As for Saul, he made havock of the church, entering 
into every house, and haling men and women, commibent 
to prison. 

4 Therefore they that were scattered abroad weat every 
where preaching the word. 

_ 5 Then Philip went down to the city of Samaria, and 
preached Christ unto them. 

_ 6 And the people with one accord gave heed unto those 
things which Philip spake, nee and seeing the miracles 
which he did. 

7 For unclean spirits, crying with a loud voice, came out 
of many that were possessed with them: and many taken with 
palsies, and that were lame, were healed. 

_8 And there was great joy in that city. 

Q But there was a certain man called Simon, which before 
time in the same city used sorcery, and bewitched the people 
of Samaria, giving out that himself was some great one : 

10 To whom they all gave heed from the least. to the 
greatest, saying, This man is the great power of God. 

11 And to him they had regard, because that of long tine 
he had bewitched them with sorceries. __ 

12 But when they believed Philip preaching the things 
concerning the kingdom of God, and the name of Jesus 
Christ, they were baptized both men and women. 

13 Then Simon himself believed also; and when he was 
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baptized, he continued with Philip, and wondered, behold- 
ing the miracles and signs which were done. 

14 G Now when the apostles which were at Jerusalem 
heard that Samaria had received the word of God, they sent 
unto Peter and John: 

15 Who, when they were come down, — for them 
that they might receive the Holy Ghost: 

16 For as yet he was fallen upon none of them: only 
‘they were baptized in the name of the Lord Jesus. 

17 Then laid they ther hands on them, and they received 
the Holy Ghost. 

18 Aud when Simon saw that through laying on of. the 
apostles’ hands, the ene) Ghost was given, he offered them 
money, 

19 Saying, Give me also this power, that on whomso- 
ever I lay hands, he may receive the Holy Ghost. 

20 But Peter said unto him, Thy money perish with thee, 
because thou hast thought that the gift of God may be pur- 
chased with.money. 

21 Thou hast neither part nor lot im this matter; for thy 
heart is not right in the sight of God. 

22 Repent therefore of this thy wickedness, and pray 
God, if per haps the thought of thine heart may be forgiven. 
thee. 

23 For T perceive that thou art in the gall of bitterness, 
and 27 the bond of, iniquity. 

24 Then answered Simon, and said, Pray ye to the Lord 
for me, that none of these things which ye have spoken come 
upon me. 

25 And they, when they had testified and preached the 
word of the Lord, ae to Jerusalem, and preached the 
Gospel in many villages of the Samaritans. 

26 F And the angel of the Lord spake unto Philip, say- 
ing, Arise, and go toward the south, unto the way that goeth 
down from Jerusalem unto Gaza, which 1s desert. 

27 And he arose and went: and behold, a man of Ethi- 


opia, an eunuch of great authority under Candace, queen of 
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the Ethiopians, who had the charge of all her treasure, and , 
had come to Jerusalem for to worship, 

28 Was returning, and sitting in his chariot read Esaias the _ 
prophet. 

29 Then the Spirit said unto Philip, Go near, and join 
thyself to this chariot. 

30 And Philip ran thither to him, and heard him réad the 
prophet Esaias, and said, Understandest thou what thou 
readest ? 

31 Aud he said, How can L except some man should guide 
me? and he desired Philip that he would come up and sit 
with him. 

32 ‘The place of the scripture which he read was this, He 
was Ied asa sheep to the slaughter; and like a lamb dumb 
before his shearer, so opened he not his mouth: 

33-In his humiliation his judgment was taken away: and 
who shall declare his generation? for his life is taken from 
the earth. 

34 And the eunuch answered Philip, and said, I pray thee, 
of whom speaketh the prophet this? of himself, or of some 

other man? 

35 Then Philip opened his south and began at the same 
scripture, and preached unto him Jesus.

_ Moses. 

40 Beware therefore lest that come upon you which is 
spoken of in the prophets; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and wonder, and perish: for I 
work a work in your days, a work which ye shall in no wise 
_ believe though a man declare it unto you. 

42 And when the Jews were gone out-of the synagogue, 
the Gentiles besought that these words might be preached to 
them the next sabbath. 


 43'Now when the congregation was broken up, many of" 


the Jews and religious’ proselytes followed Paul and Barna- 
bas: who, speaking to them, persuaded them to continue in 
the'grate of God. 


44 Y And the next sabbath-day came almost the whole’ 


city together to hear the word of ‘God. 

45 But-when the Jews saw the multitudes, they were filled 
with envy, and spake against those things which were spoken 
by Paul, contradicting and blaspheming. 

46 Then Paal and Bamabas waxed bold, and said, It was 
necessary that the word of God should first have been spoken: 
to you: but seeirg ye ‘put it from you, and judge yourselves 
unworthy of eveslisting life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles. 

47'For so hath the Lord commanded us, saying, I have’ 
— sct thee to bea light of the Gentiles, that thou shouldest be 
for salvation unto the ends of the earth. 

48 And when the Gentiles heard this, they were glad, and’ 
glorified the word of the Lord: and as many as were or- 


- damed to eternal life bélieved. 


49 And the word ¢ of the Lord was published throughout 
all the region. 
50 But 
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50 But the Jews stirred up the devout and bictenianis 
women, and the chief men of the eity, and raised persecution 
_ against Paul and Barnabas, and expelled them cut of their 
coasts. 

51 But they shook off the dust of their feet against them, 
aud came unto Iconium. 

.52 And the disciples were filled with joy, and with the 
Ekoly Ghost. 

CHAP. xv. 

1 Paul and Barnabas are persecuted. & Paul healing Fa 
cripple, they are reputed as gods. 19 Paul is stoned. 21 
Lhey pass through arvers ehurches, and return to Antiock. 

IND it came to pass in Eccnium, that they went both to- 
gether into the synagocue of the devs, and é0 spake, 
that a great multitude both of the Jens wid also of ihe 

Grecks believed. | 
2 But the unbelieving Jews stirred up the Gentilcs, art 

made their minde evil affected: avainst the brethren. 

3 Long time therefore abole they speaking boldly in the 
Lord, which gave testimony unto the word of his grace, and 
granted signs and wonders to be done by thei hands. 

4 But the multitude ‘of the city was divided: and part 
held with the Jews, and part with the apostles. 

5 And when there wasan ass:ult made both of the Gen- 
tiles, and also of the Jews, with their rulers, to use fem dc- 
spitefully, and to stone them, 

6 They were ware of 7¢, and fle] unto Cystra and Derbe, 
cities of Lycaonia, and unto the region that heth round 
about : | 

7 And-there they preached the Gospel. 

8 ¥ And there sut a certain man at [ystra, impotent in his | 
feet, being a-cripple. fom bis mother’s womb, who never had 
walked : 

Q The same heard Paul spesk: who stedfastly bcholding 
him, and perc.iving tat be hal faih to be healed, 

10 Said: with a luud voice, Stand upright on thy fect. 
And he leaped and walked. 

‘11 Aad when the people saw what Paul had done, they 

lifted 
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lifted up their voices, saying m the speech of Lycaonia, The 
gods are come down lo us in the hkeness of meu. 

12 And they called Barnabas, Jupiter; and Paul, Mercu- 
rius, because he was the chief speaker. 

13 Then the priest of Jupiter, which was before their city, 
brought oxen and gaslands unto the gates, and would have 
done sacrifice with the people. 

14 Which when the apostles Barnabas and Paul heard of, 
they rent their clothes, and ran in among the people, cry- 
ing out, 

15 And saying, Sis: why do ye these things? we also are _ 
men of like passions with you, and preach unto you that ye 
should turn from these vanities unto the living God, which 
made heaven and earth, and the sea, and all things that are 
therein: | 

16 Who in times per suffered all nations to walk in their 
own ways. 

17 Nevertheless -he left* not himself without witness, in 


_ that he did good, and gave us rain from heaven, and fruitful 


% 


seasons, filling our hearts with food and gladness. 

18 And with these sayings scarce restrained they the people 
that they had not done sacrifice unto them. 

19 ¢ And there came thither certain Jews from Antioch 
and Jconium, who persuaded the people, and having stoned 
Paul, drew Aim out of the city, supposing be had been dead. 

20 Howbeit, as the disciples stood round about him, he | 
rose up, and came into the city: and the next day he departed 
with Bamabas to Derbe. _ 

21 4 Aud when they had preached the Gospel to that city, 
and had taught many, they returned ayain to Lystra, and ta 
Jconium, and Antioch, 

22 Confirming the souls of the disciples, and sihedine 


_ them to continue in the faith, and that we must through 


much tribulation enter mto the kingdom of God. 

£3 And when ‘they had ordained them elders in, every 
church, and had prayed witb fasting, they cc:.mended them 
to the Lord, on whom they believed. 


94 And 
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24 And after they. had passed throughout Pisidia, they 
came to Pamphylia. 

25 And when they had preached the word in Perga, they 
went down into Attalia : 

26 And thence sailed to Antioch, from whence they had 
been recommended to the grace of God for the work which 
they fulfilled. 

27 Aud when they were come, and had gathered the church 
together, they rehearsed al} that God had done with them, and 
how he had opened the door of faith unto the Gentiles. 

28 And there they abode long time with the disciples. 

CHAP. XV. 

1 Dissension about circumcision. 6 The apostles consult 
about it, 22 and send their determination to the churches. 
36 Paul and Barnabas contend, and part. 

AX D certain men which ¢ame down from Judea taught 

the brethren, and said, Except ye be circumcised after 
the manner of Moses, ye cannot be saved. 

2 When therefore Paul and Barnabas had no small dissen- 
sion and disputation with them, they determimed that Paul 
and Barnabas, and certain other of them, should go up to 
Jerusalem unto the apostles and elders about this question. 

S And being brought on their way by the church, they 
passed through Phenice and Samaria, declaring the conver- 
sion of the Gentiles : and they caused great joy unto all the 
brethren. 

4 And when they were come to Jerusalem, they were _re- 
ceived of the church and of the apostles and elders, and they 
declared all things that God had done with them. 

5 But there rose up certain of the sect of the Pharisees 
which believed, saying, That it was needful to circumcise 
them, and to.command them to keep the law of Moses. 

6 And the apostles and elders came together for to 
consider of this matter. 

7 And when there had been much disputing, Peter rose 
up, and said unto them, Men and brethren, ye know how | 
that a good while ago God made choice among us, that the 

If Gentiles 
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Gentiles by my mouth shall hear the word of the gospel, and 
believe. 

8 And God, which knoweth the hearts, bare them wit- 
ness, giving them the Holy Ghost, even as he did unto us; 

9 And put no difference between us and them, purifymg 
their hearts by faith. © | 

10 Now therefore, why tempt ye God, to put a yoke upon 
the neck of the disciples, which neither our fathers nor we were 
able to bear? | 

11 But we believe that through the grace of the Lord 
Jesus Christ we shall be saved, even as they. 

12 Then all the multitude kept silence, and gave audience 
to Barnabas and Paul, declaring what miracles and wonders 
God had wrought among the Gentiles by them. 

13 And after they had held their peace, James answered, 
saying, Men and brethren, hearken unto me: 

14 Simeon hath declared how God at the first did visit the | 
Gentiles, to take out of them a people for his name. 

- 15 And to this agree the words of the prope as it is 
written, 

- 16 After this I will return, and will build again the taber- 
nacle of David which is fallen down; and I will build again | 
the ruins thereof, and I will set it up: 

17 That the residue of men sich a seek after the Lord, and 
all the Gentiles upon whom my name is called, saith the Lord, 
_who doeth all these things. 

18 Known unto God.are all his works from the beginning 
of the world. 

19 Wherefore my sentence is, that we trouble not them 
which from among the Gentiles are turned to God: 

20 But that we write unto them, that they abstam from 
pollutions of idols, and from fornication, and from things 
strangled, and from blood, 

21 For Moses of old time hath in every city them that 
preach him, being read in the synagogues every sabbath day. 
|  @2 Y Then pleased it the apostles and elders, with the 
whole church, to send chosen men of their own company to 


Antioch 
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Antioch with Paul and Barnabas; xamely, Judas surnamed 
Barsabas ; and Silas; chief men among the brethren: 

23 And they wrote letters by them after this manner ; ; The 
apostles and elders, and brethren, serd greeting unto the 
brethren which are of the Gentiles in Antioch and Syria, and 
Cilicia : 

24. Forasmuch as we hese heard that certain which went 
out from us have troubled you with words, subverting your 
souls, saying, Ye must be circumcised, and keep the law: to 
whom we gave no such commandment : 

25 It seemed good unto us, being assembled with one: ac- 
cord, to send chosen men wito you, with our beloved Bat-— 
nabas and Paul, 

26 Men that have hazarded their lives for the name of our 
Lord Jesus Christ. 

27 We have sent therefore Judas and Silas, who shall algo 
tell you the same things by mouth. 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy Ghost, and to us, to | 
lay upon you no greater bufden than these necessary things; 

29 That ye abstain from meats offered to idols, and from 
blood, and from things strangled, and from fornication : 
from which if ye keep yourselves, ye shall do well. Fare ye 
well. 
$0 So when they were dismissed, they came to a Antec: 

and when they had gathered ven multitude together, they de- 
livered the epistle : 

31 Which when they had read, they rejoiced for the con- 
solation. 

32 And Judas id Silas, being prophets also shensslees: 
exhorted the brethren / with pany words, and contimed 
them. 

33 And after they had tarried there a space, they were 
let go in peace from the brethren unto the apostles. 

. 34 Notwithstanding, it pleased Silas to abide there still. 

35 Paul also and Barnabas continued in Antioch, teach- 
ing and preaching the word of the rare, with many others 
also. 

20 q And some days after Paul said unto Barnabas, Let 

Ff2 us 
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us go again and visit our brethren in every city where we have 
preached the word of the Lord, and see how they do. 

$7 And Barnabas determined to take with them John, 
whose surname was Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good to take him with them, wha 
departed from them from Pamphylhia, and went not with them 
to the work. 

39 And the contention was so sharp between them, that 
they departed asunder one from the other: and so Barnabas 
took Mark, and sailed unto Cyprus ; 

40 And Paul chose Silas, and departed, being recom- 
mended by the brethren unto the grace of God. 

41 And he went through Syria and Cilicia, i 
the churches. 

CHAP. XVI. 

.1 Paul circumeiseth Timothy, 14 converteth Lydia, 16 
casteth out a spirit of divination, 19 is imprisoned with 
Silas, 25 and released. 

HEN came he to Derbe and Lystra: and, behold, a 

certain disciple was there, named Timotheus, the son of 
a certain woman which was a Jewess, and believed; but his 
father was a Greek ; 

2 Which was well reported of by the brethren that were at 
Lystra and Iconium. 

3 Him would Paul have to go forth with him ; and toak 
and circumcised him because of the Jews which were in 

those quarters: for they knew all that his father was a 

Greek. 

4 And as they went through the cities they delivered them 
the decrees for to keep that were ordained of the apostles and 
elders which were at Jerusalem. 

5 And so were the churches established in the faith, and 
wane in number daily. 

6 Now when they had gone throughout Phrygia and the 
region of Galatia, and were forbidden of the Holy’Ghost to 
preach the word in Asia, 

7 After they were come to Mysia, they assayed to go into 
Bithynia: but the Spirit suffered them not. 

8 8 And 
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8 And they passing by Mysia came down to Ttoas. 

Q And a vision appeared to Paul in the night; there stood 
a man of Macedonia,. and prayed him, saying, Come over 
into Macedonia, and help us. 

10 And after he had seen the vision, immediately we en- 
deavoured to go into Macedonia, assuredly gathering that 
the Lord had called us fur to preach the Gospel unto them. 

11 Therefore loosing from Troas, we came with a straight 
course to Samothracia, and the next day to Neapolis; 

12 And from thence to Philippi, which is the chief city 
of that part of Macedonia, and a colony : and we were in 
that city abiding certain days. 

15 And en the sabbath we went out of the city by a river 
side, where prayer was wont to be made; and we sat down 
and spake unto the women which resorted thither. | 

14 ( And a certain woman named Lydia, a seller of 
purple, of the city of Thyatira, which worshipped God, heard 
ws: whose heart the Lord opened, that she attended unto 
the things which were spoken of Paul. 

15 And when she was baptized; and her houshold, she be- 
sought us, saying, if ye have judged me to be faithful to the 
Lord, come into my house, and abide there: And she con- 
strained us. 

16 ¥ And it came to pass, as we Went to prayer, a cer- 
tain damsel possessed with a spirit of divination met us, which 
brought her masters much gain by soothsaying : | 

17 The same followed Paul and us, and cried, saying, 
These men are the servants of the most high God, which 
shew unto us the way of salvation. | 

18 And this did she many days. But Paul being grieved, 
turned and said to the spirit, I command thee in the name 
of Jesus Christ to come out of her. And he came out the 
same hour. | 

19 ¢ And when her masters saw that the hope of their 
gains was gone, they caught Paul and Silas, and drew them 
into the market place unto the rulers, 

'20 And brought them to the magistrates, saying, ‘aa 
men being Jews do exceedingly trouble our city. | 
Ff 3 = 21 And 
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21 And feach customs which are not lawful for us to re- 
ceive, neither to observe, being Romans. 

22 And the multitude rose up‘together against them: and 
the magistrates rent off their clothes, and commanded to beat 
them. 

23 And when they had laid many stripes upon them, they 
cast them into prison, charging the jailor to keep them safely - 

24 Who having received such a charge, thrust them into 
the inner prison, and made their feet fast in the stocks. 

25 G And at midnight Paul and Silas prayed, and sang 
praises unto God: and the prisoners heard them. — 

26 And suddenly there was a great earthquake, 90 that 
the foundations of the prison were shaken: and immedi- 
ately all the doors were opened, and every one’s bands were 
loosed. 

97 And the keeper of the prison awaking out of his sleep, 
and seeing the prison doors open, he drew out his sword, 

aud would have killed himself, supposing that the prisoners 
had been fled. 

‘28 But Paul cried with a loud voice, saying, Do thyself 
no Larm: for we are all here. 

29 Then he called for a light, and sprang in and came 
trembling, and fell down before Paul and Silas, 

_ 80 And brought them out, and said, Sirs, what must I do 
to be saved? 


31 And they said, Belteve.on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thon shalt be saved, and thy house. 


82 And they spake unto him the word of the Lerd, and 
to all that were in his house. 


$3 And he took them the same hour of the night, and 
washed ¢thetr stripes; and was baptized, he and all his, 
straizhtway. | 

34 And when he had brought them into his house, he set 
meat before. them, and rejoiced, believing 1 in God with all 
his house. 


35 And ‘when it was day, the magistrates sent the serjeants, 
saving, Let those men go. 


“4 And the keeper of the prison told this saying to Paul, 
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The magistrates have sent to let you go: now therefore de- 
part, and go in peace. 

87 But Paul said unto them, They have beaten us openly 
uncondemned, being Romans, and have cast us into prison : 
end now do they thrust us out privily? nay, verily; but let 

them come themselves and fetch us out. 

$8 And the serjeants told these words unto the magis- 
strates: and they feared, when they heard that they were Ro- 
mans. 

89 And they came eg besought them, and brought them 
out, and desired them to depart out of the city. 

40 ‘And they went out of the prison, and entered into the 
house of Lydia: and when they had seen the brethren, they 
comforted them and departed. ~ 

CHAP. XVIL 
1. Paul preacheth at Thessulonica, 10 Berea, 16 and at 
~ Athens. 34 Some are converted. 
NOW when they had passed through Amphipolis and 
| Apollonia, they came to Thessalonica, where was a 
synagogue of the Jews: 

2 And Paul, as his manner was, went in unto them, and 
three sabbath days reasoned with them out of the scriptures, 

S$ Opening and alledging that Christ must.needs have suf- 
fered, and risen again from the dead; and that this Jesus, 
whom I preach unto you, is Christ. 

4 And some of them believed, and consorted with Paul 
and Silas; and of the devout Greeks a great multitude, and of 
the chief women not a few. 

5 But the Jews which believed not, moved with envy, . 
took unto them certain lewd fellows of the baser sort, and 
gathered a company, and set all the city on an, uproar, and 
assaulted the house of J ann and sought to bring them out to 
the people. 

6 And when they found them not, they drew Jason and 
certain brethren unto ~-the rulers of the city, crying, These 
that have turned the world upside down are come hither 
7 Whom Jason hath received: and these all do contrary 

Ff4 to 
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to the decrees of Cesar, saying, That there 1s another King, 
one Jesus. 7 

8 And they troubled the people and the rulers of the city, 
when they heard these things. 

g And when they had taken security of Jason, and of the 
other, they let them go. 

10 ¢ And the brethren immediately sent away Paul and 
Silas by night unto Berea: who coming ¢/ther went into the 
synagogue of the Jews. 

11 These were more noble than those in Thessalonica, in 
that they received the word with all readiness of mind, and 
searched the scriptures daily, whether those things were so. 

12 Therefore many of them believed; also of honourable 
women which were Greeks, and of men, not a few. 

13 But when the Jews of Thessalonica had knowledge 
that the word of God was preached of Paul at Berea, they 
came thither also, and stirred up the people. 

14 And then immediately the brethren sent away Paul to _ 
go as it were to the sea: but Silas and Timotheus abode 
there still. 

15 And they that conducted Paul brought him unto Athens : 
and receiving a commandment unto Silas and Timotheus for 
to come to him with all speed, they departed. 

16 G Now while Paul waited for them at Athens, ‘his 
spirit was stirred in him, when he saw the city wholly given 
to idolatry. 

17 Therefore disputed he in the synagogue with the Jews, 
and with the devout persons, aud in the market daily with 
them that met with him. “ 

18 Then certain pitilosophers of the Epicurcans and of 
the Stoicks encountered him. And some said, Whet will 
this babbler say? other some, He seemeth to be a setter forth 
of strange gods: because he preached unto them Jesus, and 
the resurrection. 

19 And they took him, and brought him unto Areopagus, 
saying, May we know what this new doctrine, whereof thou 
speakest, is? 


90 For 
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20 For thou bringest certain strange things to our ears ; 
we would know therefore what these things mean. 

21 (For all the Athenians and strangers which were there, 
spent their time in nothing else, but either to tell, or to hear 
some new thing.) 

22 Then Paul stood in the midst of Mars hill, and said, 
Ye men of Athens, I perceive that in all things ye are too 
superstitious. 

23 Foras I passed by, and beheld your devotions, I found 
an altar with this inscription, TO'THE UNKNOWN GOD. 
Whom therefore ye ignorantly worship, him declare I unto 
you. 

24 God that made the world and all things therein, seeing 
that he is Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth not in temples 
made with hands; 

25 Neither is worshipped with men’s hands, as though he 
needed any thing, seemyg he giveth to all life and breath, and 
all things ; 

26 And hath made of one blood all nations of men for 
to dwell on all the face of the earth, and hath determined 
the times before appointed, and the bounds of their habita- 
tion’; 

27 That they should seek the Lord, if haply they might 
feel after him, and find him, though he be not far from every 
one of us: 

28 For in nm we live, and move, and tens our being; as 
certain also of your own poets have said, For we are also his 
offspring. 

2y° Forasmuch then as we are the offspring of God, we 
ought not to think that the Godhead is like unto gold or silver, 
or stone, graven by art and man's device. 

_ 80 And the times of this ignerance God winked at; but 
now commandeth all men every where to repent : 

$1 Because he hath appointed a day, in the which he will 
judge the world in righteousness by thut man whom he hath 
ordained ; whereof he hath given assurance unto all men, in 
that he hath raised him from the dead. 

32 And when they ore of. the resurrection of the dead, 

some 
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sotrie mocked : and others said, We will hear thee agam of 
this matter. 

33 So Paul departed from among them. 

34 ¥ Howbeit, certain men clave unto him, and believed : 
among the which was Dionysius the Areopagite, and a woman 
gamed Damaris, and others with them. 

* CHAP. XVII 
1 Paul laboureth with his hands, and preaching at Corinth, 

Q is encouraged in a vision. 12 He is accused before the 

deputy, but dismissed. 24 Of Apollos. 

AFTER! these things Paul departed from Athens, and came 

to Corinth ; . 

2 And found a certain Jew named Aquila, born in Pontus, 
lately come from Italy, with his wife Priscilla; (because that 
Claudius had commanded all Jews to depart from Home a 
and-came unto them.: 

3 And because he was cf the same craft, he abode with 
them, and wrought: for RY their occupation they were tent 
spakers. =” 

4 And he reasoned ‘in the synagogue every sabbath, and 
persuaded the Jews and the Greeks. 

5 And when Silas and Timotheus were come from Mace- 
docla Paul was pressed in the spirit, and testified to the Jews 
that Jesus was Christ. 

6 And when they opposed themselves, and blasphemed, 
he shook Ais raiment, and said’ unto them, Your blood be 
upon your own heads; I am clean : from henceforth I will go 
unto the Gentiles. 

7- And he departed thence, and entered into a certain man’s 
house named Justus, one that worshipped God, whose house 
joined hard to the synagogue. 

8 And Crispus the chief ruler of the synagogue believed on 
the Lord with all his house: and many of the Corinthians 
hearing, believed, and were baptized. 

9 @ Then spake the Lord to Paul in the night by a vision, 
Be not afraid, but speak, and hold not thy peace : - 

10 For I am with thee, and no maa shall set on thee te 

purt thee: for J have much people in this city. 
| 5 11 And 
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* 11 And he continued there a year and six months, teach- 
ing the word of God among them. ; 

12 G And when Gallio was the deputy of Achaia, the 
Jews made insurrection with one accord sens Paul, and — 
brought hum to the judgment seat, 

13 Saying, This fellow persuadeth men to worship God 
contrary to the law. . 

14 And when Paul was now about to open fis mouth, 
Gallio said unto the Jews, If it were a matter of wrong or 
wicked lewdness, O ye Jews, reason would that I should bear 
with you : ; 

15 But if it be a question of words and names, and of 
your law, look ye to it: for I will be no judge of such mat- 
ters. 

16 And he drave them from the judgment seat. 

17 Then all the Greeks took Sosthenes, the chief ruler of 


_ the synagogue, and beat 42m before the judgment seat. And 


Gallio cared for none of those things. 

18 And Paul after this tarried there yet a good while, and 
then took his leave of the brethren, and sailed thence inte 
Syria, and with him Priscilla and Aquila; having shorn Ais ° 
head in Cenchrea: for he had a vow. 

19 And he came to Ephesus, and left them there: but he 


_ himself. entered into the synagogue, and reasoned with the 


Jews. 


20 When they desired him to tarry oe time with them, 
he consented not ; 

21 But bade them furewel, saying, I must by all means 
keep this feast that cometh in Jerusalem: but I will return 
again unto you, if God will. And he sailed from Ephesus. 

22 And when he had landed at Cesarea, and gone up, and 
saluted the church, he went down to Antioch. 

23 And after he had spent some time there he departed, 
and went over all the country of Galatia and Phrygia in order, 


strengthening all the disciples. 


24 ¢ And acertain Jew named Apollos, born at Aes 
andria, an eloquent man, and mighty in the scriptures, came 


to Ephesus. 
25 This 
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25 This man was instructed in the way of the Lord: and 
being fervent in the spirit, he spake and taught diligently the 
things of the Lord, knowing only the baptism of John. 

26 And he began to speak boldly in the synagogue > 
whom when Aquila and Priscilla had heatd, they took him 
unto them, and expounded unto him the way of Ged more 
petfectly. 

27 And when he was disposed to pass into Achaia, the 
brethren wrote, exhorting the disciples to receive him. Who, 
when he was come, helped them much which had believed 
‘through grace : 

28 For he mightily convinced the Jews, and that pub- 
fickly, shewing by the scriptures that Jesus was Christ. 

CHAP. XIX. . 

=? The Holy Ghost 16 given by Paul's hand: — 
ANP it came to pass, that while Apollos was at Corinth, 

Paul having’ passed through the upper coasts, came to 
Ephesus : and finding certain disciples, _ 
_ @ He said unto them, Have ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed? And they said unto him, We have not so 
much as heard whether there be any Holy Ghost. 

S$ And he said unto them, Unto what then were ye bap- 
tized? And they said, Unto John’s baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, Jokn verily baptized with the baptism 
of repentance, saying unto the people, That they should — 
believe on him which should come after him, that is, on 
Christ Jesus. 

4, When they heard this, they were baptized in the name 
of the Lord Jesus. | 

6 And when Paul had laid his hands upon them, the Holy 
Ghost came on them ; and they spake with tongues, and pro- 
phesied. 

7 And all the men were about twelve. 

8 And he went into the synagogue, and spake boldly for 
the space of three months, disputing and persuading the things 
concerning the kingdom of God. 

Q But when divers were hardened and believed not, but 
spake evil of that way before the multitude, he departed from 

them, 


~~ 
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them, and separated the disciples, disputing daily i in the school 


of one Tyrannus. 

10 And this continued by the space of two years; so that 
all they which dwelt in Asia heard the word of the Lord 
Jesus, both Jews and Greeks. 

11 And God: wrong special miracles by the hands of 


Pani: 
12 So that from his body were brought unto the sick hand- 


kerchiefs or aprons, apd the diseases departed from them, and 
the evil spirits went out of them. 

13 Then certain of the vagabond Jews, exorcists, took 
upon them to call over them which had evil spirits, the name 
of the Lord Jesus, *syINg, We adjure you by Jesus whom 
Paul preacheth. 

14 And there were seven sons of one Sceva a Jew, and 
chief of the priests, which did so. 

15 And the evil spirit answered and said, J esus I know, 
god Paul I know; but who are ye? . 

16 And the man in whom the eyil spirit was, leaped on 
them, and overcame them, and preyailed against them, 30 that 
they fled out pf that house naked and wounded. 

17 And this was known to all the Jews and Greeks also 
dwelling at Ephesus ; and fear fell on them all, and the name 
of the Lord Jesus was magnified. 

18 And many that believed came, and confessed, and 
sbewed their deeds. — 

19 Many of them also which used curious arts, brought 

their books together, and burned them before all men: and 
they counted the price of them, and found z¢ fifty thousand 
"pieces of silver. 

20 So mightily grew the word of God, and prevailed. 

21 After these things were ended, Paul purposed in the 
spirit, when he had passed through Macedonia and Achaia, 
to go to Jerusalem, saying, After I have been there, I must 
also see Rome. 

22 So he sent into Macedonia two of them that ministered 
unto him, Timotheus and Erastus; but he himself stayed in 
_ Asia for a season, 


@8 And 
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¢3 And the same time there arose no small stir about that 
way. 2 
24 For a certain man named Demetrius, a silversmith, 
which made silver shrines for Diana, brought no small gain 
unto the craftsmen ; 

25 Whom he called together with the workmen of like oc- 
cupation, and said, Sirs, ye know that by this craft we have 
our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear that not alone at Ephesus, 
but almost throughout all Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and 
turned away much people, saying, that they be no gods which 
are made with hands : : 

27 So that not only this our craft is in danger to be set at 
nought; but also that the temple of the great goddess Diana 
should be despised, and her magnificence should be destroyed, 
whom all Asia and the world worshippeth. | 

28 And when they heard these sayings, they were full of 
wrath, and cried out, saying, Great ts Diana of the Ephe- 
sans. 

29 And the whole city was filled with confusion: and: 
having caught Gaius and Aristarchus, men of Macedonia, 
Paul's com panions | in travel, they rushed with one accord into 
the theatre. 

$0 And when Paul would have entered in unto the people, 
the disciples suffered him not. 

81 And certain of the chief of Asia, which were his friends, 
sent unto him, desiring him that he would not adventure him- 
self into the theatre. 

32 Some therefore cried one thing, and some another + for — 
the assembly was confused, and the more part knew not where- 
fore they were come together. 

33 And: they drew ‘Alexarides out of the multitude, the 
Jews putting him forward. And Alexander beckoned with 
the hand, and would havé made his defence unto the people. 

34 But when they knew that he was a Jew, all with one 
- voice about the space of two hours cried out, Great 7s Diana 
of the Ephesians. 

35 And 
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85 And when the town clerk had appeased the people, he 
said, Ye men of Ephesus, what man is there that knoweth — 
not how that the city of the Ephesians is a worshipper of the 
great goddess puna, and of the zmage which fell awe from 
Jupiter? 

36 Seeing then that these things cannot be spoken against, 
ye ought to be quiet, and to do nothing rashly. 

37 For ye have brought hither these men, which are 
neither robbers of churches, nor yet blasphemers of your 
goddess. 

38 Wherefore if Demetrius and the craftsmen which are 
with him have a matter against any man, the law is open, and 
there are deputies : let them implead one another. 

39 But if ye enquire any thing concerning other matters, it 
shall be determined in a lawful assembly. 

40 For we are in danger to be called in question for this 
day’s uproar, there being no cause wnereny we may give an 
account of this concourse. 

41 And when he had thus spoken, he dismissed the as- 
sembly. 

CHAP. XX. 

1 Paul goeth to Macedonia. 6 At Troas he celebrateth © 
the Lord's Supper, preacheth, and raiseth Eutychus, 
fallen from a window, to life. 17 At Miletus Paul comz 

- mitteth the flock to the elders, 36 and prayeth with them, 
ND after the uproar was ceased, Paul called unto him 
the disciples, and embraced them, and departed for to go 

into Macedonia. 

2 And when he had gone over those parts, and had given 
them much exhortation, he came into Greece, 

3 And there abode three months. And when the Jews 
laid wait for him as he was about to sail into Syria, he oo 
posed to retum through Macedonia. 

4, And there accompanied him into Asia, Sopater of Bee: 
and of the Thessalonians, Aristarchus and Secundus; ‘and 
Gaius of Derbe, and Timotheus ; and of Asia, Tychicus and 
Trophrmus. 

5 These going before tarried for us at Troas. 
6 7 And ~ 
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6 ¢ And we sailed away from Philippi after the days of 
unleavened bread, and came unto them to Troas in five ‘days ; 
where we abode seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the week, when the disciples 
came together to break bread, Paul preached unto them, ready 
to depart on the morrow; and continued his speech until 
midnight. 

8 And there were many lights in the »pper chambcr, where 
they were gathered together. 

g And there sat in a window a certain young man named 
Eutychus, being fallen into a deep sleep: and as Paul was 
Jong preaching, he supk down with sleep, and fell down from 
the third loft, and was taken up dead. 

10 And Paul went down, and fell on him, and em- 
bracing him, said, ‘Trouble not yourselves; for his life is 
m him. 

}} When he therefore was come up again, and had broken 
bread, and eaten, and talked a long while, even tll break of 
day, so he departed, 

12 And they brought the young man alive, and were not a 
little comforted. 

13 And we went before to ship, and sailed unto Assos, 
there intending to take in Paul: for so had he appointed, 
minding himself to go afoot. 

14 And when he met with us at Assos, we took him in, 
and came to Mitylene. . 

15 And we sailed thence, and came the next day over 
against Chios; and the next day we arrived at Samos, and 
tarried at Trogyllium ; and the next day we came to Mile- 
tus. 

16 For Paul had determined to sail by Epbesus, because 
~ he would not spend the time in Asia : for he hasted, if it were 
possible for him, to be at Jerusalem the day of Pentecost. 
| 17 4 And from Miletus he sent to Ephesus, and called 

the elders of the church. | 

18 «nd when they were come to him, be said unto them, 
Ye know, from the first day that I came into Asia, after what 
manner I have been with you at all seasons, 


’ 19 Serving 
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19 Serving the Lord with all humility of mind, and with . 
many tears, aud-temptations, which befel me by the lying 
in wait of the Jews: 

20 And how I kept back nothing that was profitable unto 
you, but have shewed you, and have taught you publickly, 
and from house to house, 

21 Testifying both to the Jews, and also to the Greeks, 
tepentance toward God, and faith ene our Lord Jesus. 
Christ. 

22 And now, behold, I go bound i in the spirit unto Jeru- 
salem, not knowing the things that shall befal me there: 

23 Save that the Flolv Ghost witnesseth in every city, 
‘ saying, That bonds and afflictions abide me. 

24 But none of these things move me, neither count I my 
life dear unto myself, so that I might finish my course with 
joy, and the ministry, which I have received of the Lord Jesus, 
to testify the gospcl of the grace of God. 

25 And now, behold, [ know that ye all, among whom I 
have gone preaching = kingdom of God, shall see my face 
no more. 

23 Wherefore I take you to record this day, that I am 
pure from the blood of all men. 

27 For I have not shunned to declare unto you all the 
counsel of God. | 

28 Take heed therefore unto yourselves, and to all the 
flock over the which the Holy Ghost hath made you overseers, 
to feed the church of God, which he hath purchased with 
his own blood. 

29 For I know this, that after my departing shall grievous 
wolves enter in among you, not sparing the flock. 

30 Also of your ownselves shall men arise speaking per- 
verse things, to draw away disciples after them. | 

$1 Therefore watch, and remember that by the space of 
three years I ceased not to warn me one night and day with 
tears. 

_ $2 And now, brethren, I bone you fo God, and to 
the word of his grace, which is able to build you up, and to 
give you an inheritance among all them which are sanctified. 

Gg 38 I have 
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38 I have coveted no man's silver, or gold, or apparel. 

34 Yea, ye yourgelves know that these hands have mini- 
stered unto my necessities, and to them that were with me. 

35 Ihave shewed you all things, how that so labouring 
ye ought to support the weak, aud to remember the words 
of the Lord Jesus, how he said, It is more blessed to give 
than to receive. 

36° J And wher he had thus ‘spoken, he kneeled down, 
and prayed with them all. 

$7 And they all wept sore, and fell on Paul’s neck, and 
kissed hin, 
~ 38 So:rowing most of all for the words which he spake, 
that they should see his face no more. And they accom- 
panied him unto the ship. 

CHAP. XXL 
1 Paul will net be dissuaded from going to Jerusalem. 9 
Philip’s dauchters prophetesscs. 18 Paul at Jerusalem 
is apprehended, 31 but is rescued by the chief captatn. 
ND it came to pass, that after we were gotten from 
them, and had launched, we came with a straight course. 
unto Coos, and the day polos unto Rhodes, and from 


thence unto Patara: 


2 And fiding.a ship sailing over unto Phenicia, we went 
aboard, and set forth. 

3 Now when we had discovered Cyprus, we left 1 on 
the left hand, ‘and sailed into Syria, and lauded at Tyre: for 
there the ship was to unlade her burden. 

4 And finding disciples, we tarried there seven days: who 
said to Paul through the spirit, that he should not go up to 
Jerusalem. » 

5 And when he had accomplished those days, we departed, 
and went our way; and they all brought us on our way, witb 
wives and children, till we were out of the city: and we 
kneeled.down on the shore, and prayed. 

6 And when we had taken our leave one of another, we 
_took ship ; ‘and they returncd home again. 

7 And when we had tinished our course from Te: we 
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came to Ptolemais, and saluted the. ‘brethren, and abade with 
them one day. ay 

6 And the next day we: ace were of Paul's company de- 
par vir and came unto Cesarea: and we entered into the 
house of Philip the evangelist, which was one of the seven, 
and abode with him. 

Q @ Aud the same man had four Seiahtata: dice, which 
did prophesy. 

10 And as we tarried ee many days, ‘here came res 
' from Judea a certain prophct named Agabus. - 

11 And when he -wag come urto-us, he took Paul’s 
girdle, and bound his own hands and feet, and. said, Thus 
saith the Holy Ghost, So shall the Jews at Jerusalem bind 
the man that owneth this girdle, and. shall dehver him into 
the hands of the Gentiles. 

12 And when we heard these ‘iiewe: both we, and they 
of that place, besought him not to go up to Jerusalem. 

13 Then Paul answered, What mean ye to weep, and 


+ to break tuy heart? for I am ready not to be ‘bound 


only, but also to die at Jerusalem for the name of the Lord 
Jesus. 

14 And shen he sical not be persuaded, we seaea: 
saying, ‘Fhe will of the Lord be done. 

15 ‘And after those days we took up our eninge: and 
went yp.to Jerusalem. 

16 There went with us also certain of the disciples of 
Cesarea, and brought with them one Mnason, of Cyprus, an 
old disciple, with whom we should lodge. 

17 And when we were come to Jerusalem, the brethren 
received us glacily. 

18 ¥ And the day following Paul went in ithe unto 
James; and all the elders were present. _ 

19 And when he had saluted them, he declared particy- 
larly what things God had wrought among the Gentiles by 
his ministry. 

20 And when they heard i¢, they glorified the Lord, and 
said unto him, Thou seest, brother, how many thousands of

Jews there are which believe ; and they are all zca.eus of 
the law : 

21 And they are informed of thee, that thou teachest alt 
the Jews which are among the Gentiles to forsake Moses, 
saying, That they ought not to circumcise their children, 
neither ta walk after the customs. 

22 What is it therefore? the multitude must necds come 
together: for they will hear that thou art come. 

@3 Do therefore this that we say to to thee: we have four 
men which have a vow on them; 

24 Them take, and purify thyself with them, and be at 
charges with them, that they may shave their heads: and 
all may know that those things whereof they were informed 
concerning thee, are nothing; but that thou thyself also 
walkest orderly, and kcepest the law. 

25 As touching the Gentiles which believe, we have 
written and concluded that they observe no such thing, save 
only that they keep themselves from things offered to idols,and 
from blood, and from things strangled, and from ‘ornication. 

26 ‘Then Paul took the men, and the next day purifying 
himself with them, entered into the temple, to sigmfy the 
accomplishment of the days of purification, until that an 
offering should be offered for every one of them. 

27 And when the seven days were almost ended, the Jews 
which were of Asia, when they saw him in the temple, 
stirred up all the people, and laid hands on him, 

28 Crying ont, Men of Israel, help: this 1s the man 
that teacheth all men every where against the people, and the’ 
law, and this place: and further brought Greeks also into 
the temple, and hath polluted this holy place. 

eg (For they had seen before with him in the city “Tro- 
phimus, an Ephesian, whom they supposed that Paul had 
brought into the temple.) 

30 And all the city was moved, and the people ran toge- 
ther: aud they took Paul, aud drew him out of the temple: 
and forthwith the doors were shrut. 

31 @ And as they went about to kill him, tidings came 

untg 
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unto the chief captain of the band, that all Jerusalem yas in 
_an uproar. | : 

$2 Who immediately took soldiers and centurions, and 
ran down unto them: and when they saw the chief captain - 
and the soldiers, they left beating of Paul, 

33 Then the chief captain came near and took him, iia 
commanded fim to be bound with two chains; and de- 
manded who he was, and what he had done. 

34 And-some cried one thing, some another, among the 
multitude: and when he coyld not know the certainty for 
the tumult, he commanded him to be carried imto the. 
castle. 

$5 And when he came upon the stairs, so it was that he 
was borne of the soldiers, for the violence of the people. 

36 For the multitude of the people followed after, crying, 
Away with him. . 
37 And as Paul was to be led into the castle, he said 
unto the chief captain, May I sa unto thee? Whe said, 

Canst thou speak Greek? 

- $8 Art not thou that Raypian which before these days 
madest an uproar, and leddest out into the wilderness four 
thousand men that were murderers ? 

39 But Paul said, [ am a man which am a Jew of Tarsus, 
a city in Cilicia, a citizen of no mean city: and I beseech 
thee, suffer me to speak unto the people. 

40 And when he had given him licence, Paul stood on 
the stairs, and beckoned with the hand unto the people. 
And when there was made a great silence, he spake pnto 
them im the Hebrew tongue, saying, 

CHAP. XXII. 
1 Paul declareth his conversion. 25 He escapeth seourging 
by the privilege of a Roman. 
ME: brethren, and fathers, hear ye my defence which 
I make now unto you. 

2 (And when they heard that he spake in the Hebrew 
tongue to them, they kept the more sjJence: and he saith,) 

3 I am verily a man which am a Jew, born in Tarsus, a 
city in Cilicia, yet- brought up in this city, at the feet of 
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Gamaliel, and taught according to the perfect manner of 
the law of the fathers, and was zealous toward God, as ye 
all are this day. 

4 And I persecuted this way unto the death, binding and 
delivering into prisons both men and women. 

5 &s also the high priest doth bear mc witness, and all 
the estate of the elders: from whom 4lso [ieccived letters 
unto the brethren, and went to Damascus, to bring them 
which were ‘there bound usto Jcrusulem, for to be 
punished. | 

6 And it came to pass, that as I mude my journey, and 
was come nigh unto Dainascus abeut nuon, suddenly there 
shone from heaven a great light round about me. 

7 Aud 1 fell unto the ground, and heard a voice, saving 
‘unto me, Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me? 

g And I answered, Who art thou, Lord? And he said 
unto me, Iam Jesus of Nazareth whom thou persecutest. 

9 And they that were with me saw indeed the light, and 
were afraid; but they heard not the voice of him that spake 
to me. 

10 And I satd, What shail I do, Lord? Aud the Lord 
said unto me, Arisc, and go into Damascus; and there it 
shall be told thee of all things which are appointed for thee 
to do. 

11 And when I could not see for the glory of that light, 
‘being led by the hand of them that were with me, [ came 
‘into Damascus. 7 

‘12 And one Ananias, a devout man according ta the 
law, having’a good report of all the Jews which dwelt 
there, 

13 Came unto me, and stood, and said unto me, Brother 
Saul, receive thy sight. And the same hour [ looked up 
upon him. 

14 And he said, "The God of our fathers hath chosen 
thee that thou shouldest know his wil, and see that Just 
One, and shouldest hcar the voice of his mouth. 

15 For thou shalt be his witness unto all men of what 
thou = seen and heard, 


16 And 
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16 And now why tarriest thou? arise, and be baptized, 
and wash away thy sins, calling on the name of the Lord. 

17 And it came to pass, that when I was come again 
to Jerusalem, even while | prayed in the temple, I was. ip 
a trance; 

18 And saw him saving unto me, Make haste, and get 
thee quickly out of Jerusalem: for they will not receive thy 
testimony concerning me. 

19 And I said, Lord, they know that I imprisoned and 
beat in every synagogue them that believed on thee: 

20 And when the blood of thy martyr Stephen was shed, 
I also was standing ‘by, aud consenting unto his death, and 
kept the raiment of them that slew him. 

21 And he said unto me, Depart: for I will send thee 
far hence ynto the Gentiles. 

22. And they gaye him audience unto this word, and then 
lifted up thejr voices, and said, Away with such a fellow 
from the earth: for it is not fit that he should live. 

23 And as they cried out, and cast off their clothes, and 
threw dust into the air, 

94 The chief captain commanded him to be brought into 
the castle, and bade that he should be examined by 
scourging; that he might know wherefore they cried so 
against him. / 

25 4 And as they bound him with thongs, Paul said 
unto the centurion that stood by, Is it lawful for you to 
scourge a man that is a Roman, and uncondemned ? 

26 When the centurion heard that, he went and told 
‘the chief captain, saying, ‘lake heed what thou doest: for 
this man is-a Roman, 

27 Then the chief captain came, and said unto him, 
Tell me, art thoua Roman? He said, Yea. | | 

28 And the chief captain answered, With a great sum 
obtained I this freedom. And Paul said, But | was free 
born. » 3 | 
29 Then straightway they departed from him which 
should have examined him: and the chief captain also was 
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afraid after he knew that he was a Roman, and because he 
lad bound him. 

SO On the morrow, because he would have known the 
certainty wherefore he was accused of the Jews, he loosed. 
him from fis bands, and commanded the chief priests and 
all their council to appear, and brought Paul down, and set 
him before them. 

CHAP. XXIII. 
1 Paul pleadeth his cause. 7 Dissension among his accusers. 
23 He ts sent to Feliz. 
AXP Paul earnestly beholding the council, said, Men 
and brethren, I have lived in all good conscience before 
God until this day. 

@ And the high priest Ananias commanded them that 
stood by him to smite him on the mouth. 

8 Ten said Paul unto him, God shall smite thee, thou 
whited wall: for sittest thou to judge me after the law, and 
commandest me to be smitten contrary to the law? 

4 And they that stood by said, Revilest thou God's high 
priest? 
5 Then said Paul, I wist not, brethren, that he was the 
high priest: for it is written, ‘Thou shalt not spcak evil of 
the ruler of thy people. 

6 But when Paul perceived that the one part were Sad- 
ducees, and the other Pharisees, he cried out in the council, 
Men and brethren, I am a Pharisee, the son of a Pharisce: 
of the hope and resurrection of the dead I am called in 
question. 

7 4 And when he. had 50 said, there arose a dissension 
’ between the Pharisees and the Sadducees: and the multiude 
wag divided. 

8 For the Sadducces say, that there is no resurrection, 
neither angel, nor spirit; but the Pharisees confess both. 

Q -And there arose o great cry: and the scribes that were 
of the Pharisees’ part: rose, and strove, saying, We find no 
evil in this man: but if a spirit or au angel hath spoken to 
him, let us not fight against God. 

10 And when there arose a great dissension, the chief 
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captain, fearing lest Paul should have been pulled in pieces 
of them, commanded the soldiers to go down, and to take 
him by force from among them, and to bring Ati into the 
castle. 

11 And the vight follow: ing the Lord stood by him, and 
said, Be of good cheer, Paul: for as thou hast testified of 
me in Jerusalem, so must thou bear witness also at Rome. 

12 And when it was day, certain of the Jews banded 
together, and bound themselves under a curse, saying, 
That they would neither eat nor drink till they had killed 
Paul. 

13 And they were more than forty which had made this 
conspiracy.. 

14 And they came to the chief priests and elders, and 
said, We have bound ourselves under a great curse that we 
will.eat nothing until we have slain Paul. 

15 Now therefore ye with the council signify to the chief 
captain that he bring him down to you to-morrow, as though 
ye would enquire something snore perfectly concernmg him: 
and we, or ever he come near, are ready to kill him. 

16 And when Paul's sister’s son heard of their lying in 
“wait, he went and entered into the castle, and told Paul. 

17 Then Paul called one of the centurions unto Aim, and 
eaid, Bring this young man unto the chief captain: for he 
hath a certain thing to tell him. | 

18 So he took him, and brought Aim to the chief captain, 
and said, Paul the prisoner called me unto Aim, and prayed 
me to bring this young man unto thee, who hath something 
to say unto thee. | 

19 Then the chief captain took him by the hand, and 
went, zith him aside privately, and asked him, What is that 
thou hastto tell me? 

20 And he said, The Jews have agreed to desire thee 
‘that- thou wouldest bring down Paul to-moirow into the 
council, as though they would enquire somewhat of him 
more perfectly. | 

21 But do not thou yield upto them: for there he in 
wait for him of them more than forty men, which have 
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bound themselves with an oath that they will neither eat nor 
drink till they have killed him: and now are they ready, 
looking for a promise from thee. 

92 So the chict captain then let the young man. depart, 
and charged jum, See thou tell no man that thou hast shewed 
these things to me. 

23 Y And he called unto him two centurions, saying, 
Make ready two hundred soldiers to go to Cesarea, and 
horsemen threescore and ten, and spearmen two hundred, 
at the third hour of the mght; | 

24 And provide them beasts, that they may set Paul on, 
.and bring him safe unto Felix the governor. 

25 And he wrotea letter after this mannex : 

26 Claudius Lysias unto the most excellent governor 
Felix sendeth greeting. 

27 This man was taken of the Jews, and should have 
been killed of them: then came I with an army, and rescued 
him, having understood that he was a Roman. 

28 And when I would have known the cause wherefore 
they accused him, I brought him forth into their council: 

29 Whom I perceived to be accused of questions of their 
law, but to have nothing laid to his charge worry of death 
or of bonds. 

80 And when it was told me, how that the Jews laid wait 
for the man, I sent straightway to thee, and gave command- 
ment to his accusers also to say before thee what they had 
against him. Farewell. 

- $1 Then the soldiers, as it was commanded them, took 
Paul, and brought him by night to Antipatris. 

82 On the morrow they left the horsemen to go with him, 
-and returned to the castle: 

33 Who, when they came to Cesarea, and dlivere the 
-epistle to the governor, presented Paul also before him. 

S34 And when the governor had read the letter, he asked 
‘of what. province he was. And when he understood that 
he was of Cilicia; 

' $5 I will hear thee, said he, when thine accusers are also 

‘come.

€ome. And he commanded him to be kept in Herod's 
judgment hall. 


CHAP. XXIV. 

1 Paul accused by Tertallis, 10 answerth for himself. 24 
He preacheth Christ to the governor and his wife, 97 who 
at last, going out of’ his offic e, deaveth Paul in prison. 

ND after tive days Ananias the high priest descended. 
with the elders, and with a certain orator, named Ter- 
tullus, who informed the governor against Paul. 

2 And when he was called forth, Tertullus began to ac- 
cuse him, saying, Sveing that by thee we enjoy great quiet- 
ness, and that very worthy deeds are done unto this nation 
by thy providence, 

3 We accept tf always, and-in all places, ast noble 
Felix, with all thankfulness. | ; 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be not further tedious unto 
thee, I pray thee im thou wouldest hear us of thy clemency 
a few words. | 

5 For we have found this man a _ pestilent fellow, and a 
mover of sedition among all the Jews throughout the world, 
and a ringleader of the sect of the Nazarenes: 

6 Who also hath gone about to profane the temple: 
whom we took, and would have judged according to our 
law. 

7 But the chief captain Lysias came upon us, and with 
‘great violence took An away out of our hands, 

8 Commanding his accusers to come unto thee: by ex- 
amining of whem thyself mayest take knowledge of all these 
things whereof we accuse him. 

9 And. the Jews also assented, saying, That these things 
were so. | 

10 ¥ Then Paul, after that the governor had beckoned 
unto him to speak, answered, Forasmuch as I know that 
thou hast been of many years a judge unto this nation, I do 
the more cheerfully answer for myself: 

11 Because that thou mayest understand that there are 
yet but tweive days since I went up to Jerusalem for to 
worship. 

12 Aud 
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12 And they neither found me in the temple disputing 
with any man, neither raising up the people, neither in the 
synagogues, nor in the city: 

13 Neither can they prove the things whereof they : now 
accuse me. 

14 But this I confess unto thee, that after the way which 
they call heresy, so worship I the God of my fathers, be- 
lievmg aj] things which are written in the Jaw gnd jn the 
prophets: 

15 And have hope toward God, which they shesnslves 
also allow, that there shall be a resurrection of the dead, 
both of the just and unjust. | 

16 And herein do I exercise myself to have always a cone 
science void of offence toward God, and torcard men. 

17 Now after many years I came to bring alms to my 
netion, and offerings. 

_ 18 Whereupon certain Jews from Asia found me purified 
in the temple, neither with multitude, nor with tumult. 

J9 Who ought to have been here before thee, and object 
if they had ought against me. 

20 Or else let these same here say, if they have found any 
‘evil doing nm me, while I stood before the council, 

21 Except it be for this one voice, that | cried standing 
among them, ‘Touching the resurrection of the dead I am 
called in question by you this day. 

22 And when Felix heard these things, having more per- 

“fect knowledge of thut way, he deferred them, and said, 
When Lysias, the chief captain, shall come down, I will know 
the uttermost of your matter. | 

23 And he commanded a centurion to keep Paul, and to 
let him have liberty, and that he should forbid none of his 
acquaintance to minister or come unto him. 

24 Q And after certain days, when Felix came with bis 
wife Drusilla, which was a Jewess, he sent for Paul, and 

. heard him concerning the faith in Christ. 

25 And as he reasoned of righteousness, temperance, and 
judgment to come, Felix trembled, and answered, Go thy 
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way for this time; when I have a convenient season, I will 
call for thee. | . 

26 He hoped also that money should have been given him 
of Paul that he might loose him: wherefore he sent for him 
the oftener, and communed with him. 

27 G But after two years Porcius Festus came into Felix’ 
room; and Felix, willing to shew the Jews a pleasure, left 
Paul bound. | 

CHAP. XXV.. 
1 Paul accused by the Jews before Festus,appealethuntoCcsar. 
NOW when Festus was come into the province, after 
three days he ascended from Cesarea to Jerusalem. 

2 Then the high priest and the chief of the Jews in- 
formed him against Paul, and besouglit him, 

8 And desired favour against him, that he would send for 
him ta Jerusalem, laying wait in the way to kill him. 

4 But Festus answered, That Paul should be kept at Ce- 
sarea, and that-he himself would depart shortly thither. . 

5 Let them therefore, said he, which among you are able, 
go down with me, and accuse this man, if there be any wick- 
edness in him. 

6 And when he had tarried among them more than ten 
days, he went down unto Cesarea; and the nest day sitting 
on the judgment seat, commanded Paul to be brought. _ 

7 Aud when he was come, the Jews which came down 
from Jerusalem stood round about, and laid many and griev- 
ous complaints against Paul, which they could not prove. 

8 While he answered for himself, Neither against the law . 
of the Jews, neither against the temple, nor yet against 
Cesar have I offended any thing at all. - 

9 But Festus, willing to do the Jews a pleasure, answered 
Paul, and said, Wilt thou go up to Jerusalem, and there be 
judged of these things before me? 

10 Then said Paul, I stand at Cesar’s judgment seat, 
where I ought to be judged: to the Jews have I done no 
‘wrong, as thou very well knowest. 

11 For if I be an offender, or bave committed any thing 
worthy of death, I refuse not to die: but if there be none - 

| of | 
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of these things whereof these accuse me, mo man may deli- 
ver me unto them. I appeal unto Cesar. 

12 Then Festus, when he had conferred. with the coun- 
cil, answered, Hast thou appealed unto Cesar? unto Cesar 
shalt thou go. 

13 And “after certain days king Agrippa and Berice came 
unto Cesarea to salute Festus. 

14 And when they had been there many days, Festus de- 
clared Paul's cause unto the king, saymg, There is a certain 
man left in bonds by Felix: 

15 About whom, when I was at Jerusalem, the chicf 
priests aud the clders of the Jews informed me, desiring fo 
have judgment against him. , 

16 To whom I answered, It is not the. manner of the 
Romans to deliver any man to die, before that be which 1s 
accused have the accusers fuce to face, and have licence to 
answer for himself concerning the crime laid against him. 

17 Therefore when they were come hither, without any 
delay on the morrow, I sat on the judgment seat, and com- 
manded the man to be brought forth. 

18 Against whom when the accusers stood up, they bronght 
none accusation of such things as I supposed: 

i9 But had certain questions against him of their. own 
superstition, and of one Jesus, which wes dead, whom Paul 
aftirmed to be alive. 

20 And because I doubted of such manner of questions, 
I asked Av whether he would go to Jerusalem, and there be © 
judged of these matters. 

21 But when Paul bad appealed to be peel unto the 
‘hearing of Augustus, [ commanded him to be kept till J 
might send him to Cesar. 

22 Then Agrippa said unto Festus, I would also bear the 
man myself. ‘To-morrow, said he, thou shalt hear him. 

23 And on the morrow, when Agrippa was come, and 
Bernice, with great pomp, and was entered into the place 
of hearing, with the chief captains and principal men of the 
city, at Festus’ commandment Paul was brought forth. 

24 And Festus said, King Agrippa, and all men which 
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are here present with us, ye see this man, about whom all 
the multitude of the Jews have dealt with me both at Jerus 
salem and also here, erying, that he ought not to live any 
longer. 

25 But when I found that he hadecommitted nothing wor 
thy of death, and that he himself hath appealed to nw 
] have determined to send him. 

26 Of whom I have uo certain thing to write unto my 
lord. Wherefore I have brought him forth before you, and — 
specially before thee, O king Agiippa, that ‘after examina- 
tion had I might have somewhat to write. 

27 For it seemeth to me unreasonable to send a prisoner, | 
and not witbal to magnify the crimes /aid against him. 

CHAP. XXVI. . 

1 Paul before Agrippa declareth his life, 12 and his con- 
version. @4 Festus chargeth him to be mad. 
[HEN Agrippa said unto Paul, Thou art permitted to 

speak for thyself. Then Paul stretched forth the hand, 
and answered for himself: 

2 I think myself happy, king Agrippa, beesine I shall 
answer for myself this day before thee, touching all the 
things whereof I am accused of the Jews: 

3 Especially, because £ know thee to be expert in all cus- 
toms and questions which are among the Jews. Wherefore 
I beseech thee to hear me patiently. 

4, My manner of life from my youth, which was at the 
first among mine own nation at Jerusalem, know all the 
Jews ; 

5 Which knew me from the beginning, if they would 
testify, that after the most straitest sect of our religion I lived 
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6 And now I stand and am judged for the hope of the 
promise made of God unto our fathers: 

.7 Unto which promise our twelve tribes, instantly serving 
God day and night, hope to come. For which hope’s sake, 
king Agrippa, I am accused of the Jews. 

8 Why should it’ he thought a thing incredible with you, 
that God should raise the dead? ; 
' 3 9 I verily 
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9 Iverily thought with myself that I ought to do many 
things contrary to the nathe of Jesus of Nazareth. 

10 Which thing I also did in Jerusalem: and many of the 
saints did I shut up in prison, having received authority from 
the chief priests; and, when they were put to death, I gave 
my voice against then. 

11 And I punished them oft in every synagogue, and 
compelled them to blaspheme’; and being exceedingly mad 
against them, I persecuted them even unto strange cities. 

12 | Whereupon as I went to Damaseus with authority 
and commission from the chief priests, 

13 At mid-tay, O king, I saw in the way a light from 
heaven, above the brightness of the sun; shining round about 
me, and them which journeyed with mé.- 

14 And when we were all fallen to the carth,-I heard a 
_ voice speaking unto me, and saying in the Hebrew tongue, 
Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou mei Jé ts hard for thee to 
kick against the pricks. 

15 And I said, Who art thou, Lord? And he said; I am 
Jesus whom thou persecutest. : 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy feet: for I have appeared 
unto thee for this purpose, to make thee a minister and 4 
witness both of these things which thou hast seen, amd of 
those things iu the which I will appear unto thee; 

17 Delivering thee from the people, and from the Gen« 
tiles, unto whoin now I seuid thee, 

18 To open their ‘eyes, azd to turn them from darkness 
to light, and from the power of Satan unto God, that they 
may receive forgiveness of sins, and inheritance among them 
which are sanctified by faith tlrat is m- me. 

19 Whereupon, O king Agrippa, I was not disobedient 
unto the heavenly visicn : 

20 But shewed first unto them of Dimaseat and at Je~ 
tusalem, and throughout all the coasts of Judea, and then 
to the Gentiles, that they should repent ayd turn to God, 
‘and do works meet for repentance. 

21 For these causes the Jews caught me in the temple, 
‘and went about to kill me. 


22 Having 
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- 99 Having therefore obtained help of God, I contifiue 
tinto tlris: day, witnessing both to small and great, sayihg 
none other things than those which the prophets and Moses 
did say should come : 

-93 That Christ should suffer, and that he should be the 
first that should rise from the dead, and should shew light 
unto the people, and to the Gentiles. 

24 q And as he thus spake for himself, Festus said with 
4 loud voice, Paul, thou art beside thyself ; much learning 
doth make thee mad. 

- 25 But he said, I am not mad, most noble Festus: : but 
a a forth the words of truth and soberness. 

26 For the king knoweth of these things, before whom 
also I speak freely: for I am persuaded that none of these 
things are hidden from him ; se this thing was not done in 
a corner. 

27 King Agrippa, believest thou the prophets? I know 
that thou believest. 

- 98 Then Agrippa said unto’ Paul, Almost thou persuadest 
me to be a Christian. 

29 And Paul said, I would to , God that not only thou, but 
also all that hear me this day, were both almost, and alto. 
gether such as | am, except these bonds. 

30 And when he had thus spoken, the king rose up, and 
the governor, and Bernice, and they that sat with them : 

31 And when they were gone aside, they talked between. 
themselves, saying, ‘This man doeth nothmg worthy of death, 
or of bonds. 

S2 Then said Agrippa unto Festus, This man se have . 
been set at liberty, if he had not appealed unto Ceyar. 

CHAP. XXVII. 
1 Paul shipping toward Rome, 10 foretelleth the danger 
of the voyage, 11 but is not believed. 14 They are tossed 
_ with a tempest, 41 and shipwrecked ; 22, 34, 44, yet all 
come safe to land. 

AN D when it was determined that we should sail inté 
Italy, they delivered Paul and certain other prisoners 

onto one named J ulius, a centurion of Augustus’ band. 
“ Hh Q And 
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2 And entering into a ship of Adramyttium, we launched, 
meaning to sail by the coasts of Asia; one Aristarchus a Ma- 
cedonian of Thessa'onica being with us. 

8 And the next day they touched at Sidon. And Julius 
courteously entreated Paul, and gave Aim liberty to go unto 
his friends to refresh himself. | 

4 And when we had launched from thence, we sailed under 
Cyprus, because the winds were contrary. 

"5 And when we had sailed over the sea of Cilicia and Pam- 
phylia, we came to Myra, a city of Lycia. — 

6 And there the centurion found a ship of Alexandria 
sailing into Italy; and he put us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed slowly many days, and scarce 
were come over gainst Cnidus, the wind not suffering us, we 
sailed under Crete, over against Salmone : 

8 And hardly passing it, came unto a place which is called 
The fair havens ; nigh whereunto was the city of Lasea. 

Q Now when much time was spent, and when sailing was 
uow dangerous, because the fast was now eee) past, Paul 
admonished them, 

10 { And said unto them, Sirs, I perceive that this voyage 
will be with hurt and much damage, not only of the lading 
and ship, but also of our lives. 

1! Nevertheless the centurion believed the master and the 

owner of the ship more than those things which were spoken. 
by Paul. 
_ 1% And beeause the haven was not commodious to win- 
ter in, the more part advised to depart hence also, if by any | 
. means they might attain to Phenice, and there to wiuter; 
which is an haven of Crete, and heth toward the south west 
and north west. 

13 And when the south wind blew softly, supposing that 
they had obtained their purpose, ae thence, they sailed 
‘close by Crete.: 

14 { But not long after there arose against it a tem- 
pestuous wind, called Euroclydon. 

15 And when the ship was caught, and could not bear up 
into the wind, we let her drive. 


16 And 
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16 And running under a certain island which is called ~ 
Clauda, we had much work to come by the boat : 

17 Which when they had taken up, they used helps, un- 
dergirding the ship; and fearing lest they should fall into the 
quicksands, strake sail, and so were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly tossed with a tempest, the 
next day they lightened the ship ; 

19 And the third day we cast out with our owm hands the 
tackling of the ship. | 

20 And when neither sun nor stars in many days appeared, 
and no small tempest lay on us, all hope that we should be 
saved was then taken away ‘ 

21 But after long abstinence, Paul stood forth in the midst 
of them, and said, Sirs, ye should have hearkened unto me, 
and not have loosed from Crete, and to have ‘gained this 
harm and loss. | 

22 And now I exhort you to be of good cheer: for there 
shall be no loss of any man’s life among you, but of the ship, 

23 For there stood by me this night the angel of God, 
whose I am, and whom I serve, 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou must be brought before 
Cesar: and lo, God hath sed thee all them that sail with 
thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, be of good cheer: for I believe God, 
that it shall be even as it was told me. 

26 Howbeit we must be cast upon a certain island. 

27 But when the fourteenth night was come, as we were 
driven up and down in Adria, about midnight the shipmen 
deemed that they drew near to some country ; 

28 And sounded, and found it twenty fathoms: arid when 
they had gone a little farther, they sounded again, and found 
s¢ fifteen fathoms. 

. 29 Then fearing lest they should have fallen upon rocks, 
they cast four anchors out of the stern, and wished ‘for the 
day. 

30 Andas the shipmen were about to flee out of the ship, 
when they had let dowp the boat into the sea, under colour 
as though they would have cast anchors out of the foreship, 

Hbe@ 31 Paul 
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{ 34 Paul ‘sajd to the cepturion and to the soldiers, Except 
these abide jn the ship ye canpot be saved. 
. 32 Then the soldiers cut off the ropes of the boat, and let 
her fall off. | 

33 And while the dey was coming on, Paul besought 
them all to take meat, saying, ‘This day is the fourteeath 
day that ye have tarried, ang continued fasting, having taken 
nothing. 

$4 Wherefore I pray you to take some meat: for this is 
for your health : for there shall not an hair fall from the head 
@f any of you. 

35 And wken ke had thus saken; he took bread, and gave 
thanks to God in presence of them all: and when he had 
broken it, he began to eat. 

36 Then were they all of ' good cheer, and they also took 
Some meat. 

. $7 And we were in a'] 1a the ship two hundred threescore 
and sixteen souls, 

88 And when they had eaten enough, they lightened the 
ship, and cast out the wheat into the sea. 

. $89 And when it was day, they knew not the land: but 
they discovered a certain creek with a shore, into the which 
they were minded, if it were peeves to thrust in the 
ship. 
40 And when they had taken up the anchors, they com- 
mitted themselves uuto the sea, and loosed the rudder bands, 
and hoised up the. mainsail to the wind, and made toward 
- shore. 

41 ¥ And falling into a place where two seas met, they 
ran the ship aground; and the fore part stuck fast and re- 
mained unmoveable, but the hinder part was broken with 
the violence of the waves. 

42 And the soldiers’ counsel was to kill the prisoners, lest. 
any of them should swim out and escape. 

43 But the centurion, willmg to save Paul, kept them. 
from their purpose, and commayded that they. which could 
swim, should cast themselves first info the sea, and get to 
land ¢ =A . 
| 44 And 
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44, And the rest, some on boards, arid sonre on’ brokek 
preces of the ship. And it so came to pass that they. i ae 
all safe to land. 

CHA P. AXVHEF. 

1 Paul is entertained by the barbarians. 8 He healeth 
many in the island. 11 They depurt towards Rome 
30 He preacheth there two years. 

ND when they were escaped, then they knew that the 
island was called Melita. 

2 And the barbarous people shewed us no little Hines’ 
for | they kindled a fire, anduweceived us every one, because of 
the present rain, and because of the cold. 9 

3 And when Paul had gatheted a bundle of sticks, and 
laid them. on the fire, there came a viper out of the heat, and 
' fastened on his hand.j 
_ 4 And when the barbarians saw the denomous beast hang 
on his hand, they said among theniselves, No doubt, this 
man is a murderer, whom, though he hath escaped the sea, 
yet vengeance suffereth not to live. 

5 And he shook off the beast into the fire, and felt 20 
harm. 

6 Howbeit, they ldoked-when he should have swollen, or 
fallen down dead suddenly: but after they had looked a great 
while, and saw no harm conte to him, they changed their 
minds, and said that he was a god. 

7 In the same quarters were possessions of the chief rhar 

of the island, whose name was Pubhus; who’ received us, 

and lodged us three days courteously. 

8 § And it came to pass, that the father of’ Pwhlius' lay 
sick of a fever and of: a bloody. flux: to whom Paul entered 
in, and prayed, and laid his hands on Him, and healed: him. 

Q So when this was done, others also whith had' diseades 
in the islarid came, and were healed : 

10 Who also honoured: us with many hottours; and: 
when we departed, they laded us with such things a$ were 
necessary. 

11 G And after shies sacuiths we departed in a ship of 

Hhs : Alexandria; 
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Alexandria, which had wintered in the isle, whose sign was 
Castor and Pollux. 

12 And landing at Syracuse, we tarried there three days. 

18 And from thence we fetched a compass, and came to 
Rhegium: and after one day the south wind blew, and we 
came the next day tu Puteoli : 

14 Where we found brethren, and were desired to tarry 

with them seven days; and so we went toward Rome. 
- 15 And from thence, when the brethren heard of us, they 
came to meet us as far as Appii-forum and the Three ta- 
verns: whom when, Paul saw, he thanked God, and took 
courage. | 

16 And when we came to Rome, the centurion delivered 
the prisoners to the captain of the guard: but Paui was suf- 
fered to dwell by himself with a soldier that kept him. 

17 And it came to pass, that after three days Paul called 
the chief of the Jews together: and when they were come - 
tegether, he said unto them, Men and brethren, though I 
have committed nothing against the people, or customs of our 
fathers, yet was I delivered prisoner from Jerusalem into the 
hands of the Romans. 

18 Who, when they had seaniuel me, would have let 
ge go, because there was no cause of death m me. 

19 But when the Jews spake against if, I was constrained 
to appeal unto Cesar; not that I had ought to accuse my 
pation of. 

20 For this cause therefore have I called for you to see 
you, and to speak with you: because that for the hope of 
Jsrael J am bound with this chain. 

2) And they said unto him, We neither received letters 
out of Judea concerning thee, neither any of the brethren 
that came, shewed or spake any harm of thee. 

29 But we desire to hear of thee what thou thinkest: for 
ag goncerning this sect, we know that every where it is 
spoken against. 

23 And when they had eppointed him a day, there ‘came 
nygny to him into Ais lodging; to whom he expounded and 
testified the —— of God, persuading them concerning 

Jesus, 
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Jesus, both out of the law of Moses, and out of the pro- 
phets, from morning till evening. 

24 And some believed the things which were spoken, and 

Qsome believed not. 

95 And when they agreed not among themselves, they. 
departed after that Paul had spoken one word, Well spake 
the Holy Ghost by Esaias the prophet unto our fathers,. 

26 Saying, Go unto this people, and say, Hearing ye 
shall hear, and shall not understand ; and seeing ye shall see, 
and not perceive : 

27 For the heart of this ssoples is waxed gross, and their 
ears are dull of hearing, and their eyes have they closed ; 
lest they should see with their eyes, and hear with their ears, 
and understand with ¢thezr heart, and should be converted, and 
I should heal them. 

-28 Be it known therefore unto you, that the salvation of 
God is sent unto the Gentiles, and that they will hear it. 

29 And when he had said these words, the Jews departed, 
and had great reasoning. among themselves. _ 

$0 § And Paul dwelt two whole years in his own hired 

~ house, and received all that came in unto him. 

31 Preaching the kingdom of God, and teaching those 
things which concern tlie Lord Jesus Christ, with all confi- 
dence, no man forbidding him.

7 Render therefore to all thew dues: tribute, to, whony 
tribute is due; custom, to whom custom; fear, to whom 
fear; honour, to whom honour: 

8, J Owe no man:any thing, but to love.one. another: for 
he that loveth another hath fulfilled the law. 

_-Q: For this, Thou shalt, not commit adultery, Thom shalt 
not kill, Thou shalt not steal, Thou shalt not bear false wit. 
" ness; Thou shalt nat covet; and if there be any other com- 
mandment, it is briefly comprehended in this saying, namely, 
‘Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

10 Love worketh no ill to. his neighbour; therefore love 
4s the fulfilling ofthe law. |

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time to awake out of sleep: for now is our salvation nearer 
than when we believed. 

12 The night is far spent, the day is at hand: letusthere- | 
fore cast off the works of darkness, and let us put on the ar- 
mour of light. 

13 Let us walk honestly, as in the day; not in rioting and 
drunkenness, not in chambering end wantonness, not in strife 
and envying.

2 Unto the church of God which is at Cormth, to them 
that are sanctified in Christ Jesus, called fo 5é saints, with all 
that in every place call upon the name of Jesus Christ our 
Lord, both their’s and our’s : 
$ Grace be unto you, and’ peace from God our Father, 
and from the Lord Jesus Christ. 
| & I thank my God always on your behalf, for the grace of 
God which is given you by Jesus Christ ; 
5 That in every thing ye are enriched by him, in all ut- 
teratice, and zn all knowledge ; 
6 Even as the testimony of Christ was confirmed in you: 
7 So that ye come behind in no gift ; waiting for the com- 
ing of our Lord Jesus Christ : 
_8 Who shall also confirm you unto the end, that ye may be 
blameless in the day of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
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9 God is faithful, by whom ye were called unto the fellow- 
ship of his Son Jesus Christ our Lord. 

10 J Now I beseech you, brethren, -by the name of our 
- Lord Jesus Christ, that ye all speak the same thing, and that 
there be no divisions among you; but that ye be perfectly 
joined together in the same mind and in the same judg- 
ment. | . 
ii For it hath been declared unto me of you my brethren, 
by them which are of the house of Chloe, that there are con- 
tenjions among you. 

12-4 Now this I say, that every one of you saith, I am 
of Paul; and I of Apollos ; and I of Cephas; and I of 
Christ. 

13 Is Christ divided? was Paul crucified for you * or were 
ye baptized in the name of Paul? 

14 I thank God that I baptized none of you, but Crispus 
and Gaius ; 

15 Lest any should say that I had baptized in mine own 
name. 

16 And I baptized also the houshold of Stephanas : besides, 
I know not whether I baptized any other. 

17 For Christ sent me not to baptize, but to preach the 
gospel: not with wisdom of words, lest the cross of Christ 
should be made of none effect. 

18 ¥ For the preaching of the cross is to them that perish 
foolishness, but unto us which are saved it is the power of 
God. 

19 For it is written, I will destroy the wisdom of the 
wise, and will bring to nothing the understanding of the 
prudent. 

20 Where is the wise? where is the scribe? where is the 
disputer of this world ? hath not ae made foolish the wisdom 
of this world ? 

21 For after that, in the wisdom of God, the world by 
wisdom knew not God, it pleased God, by the foolishness of 
preaching, to save them that believe. 

22 For the Jews require a sign, and the Greeks seek after 
wisdom : 

23 But 
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23 But we preach Christ crucified, unto the Jews a 
stumbling block, and unto the Greeks foolishness ? 

24 But unto them which are called, both Jews and Greeks, 
Christ the power of God, and the wisdom of God. 

25 Because the foolishness of God is wiser than men; and 
the weakness. of God is stronger than men. 

26 For ye see your calling, brethren, how that not many 
wise men after the flesh, not many mighty, not many noble 
are called : 

27 But God hath chosen the foolish things of the world to 
confound the wise ; and God hath chosen the weak things of 
the world to phafound the things which ave mighty ; 

28 And base things of the world, and things which are 
despised; hath God chosen, yea, and things whichare not, to 
bring to nought things that are : 

. 29 That no flesh should glory i in hits presence. 7 

SO But of him are ye in Christ Jesus, who of God is made 
unto us wisdom, and -righteousngss, and sanctification, and 
redemption : 

$1 That, aecordingas it is written, He that glorieth, let 
him glory in the Lord. 

CHAP. II. 
Paul declareth that his preaching far excelleth all human 
wisdom. 
-ND FI, brethren, when I came to you, came not with 
excellency of speech, or of wisdom, declaring unto you 
the testimony of God. 
', @ For I determined not to know any thing among you, save 
Jesus Christ, and him crucified. 

3 And I was with you in weakness, and in fear, and in 
much trembling. 

_ 4 And my speech and my preaching was not-with enticing 
words of man’s wisdom, but in demonstration of the Spint, 
aud of power : 

5 That-your faith should not stand in the mugen of men, 
but in the power of God. 

. 6 Howbeitt, we speak wisdom among them that are per- 
fect: yet not the wisdom of this world, nor of the princes of 
this wosld, that come to nought: , 

5 7 But 
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' 9 But we speak the wisdom of God in a mystery, even the 
hidden wisdom which God ordained before the world unto 
our glory : 1 

§ Which none of the princes of this world knew: for 
had they known tf, they would not have crucified the Lord of 
glory: : 

Q But as it is written, Eye hath-not seen, nor ear heard, 

neither have entered into the heart of man, the things which 
God hath prepared for them that love him. 
10 But God hath revealed them unto us by his Spint: for 
- the Spirit searcheth all things, yea, the deep things of God. 
- 11 For what man knoweth the things of a man, save the 
spirit of man which is in him? even so the things of God 
knoweth no man, but the Spirit of God. 

12 Now we have received, not the spirit of the world, but 
the spirit which is of God; that we might know the things 
that are freely given to us of God. | 

_ 13 Which things also we speak, not in the words which 
man’s wisdom teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost teacheth; 
comparing spiritual things with spiritual. | 

14 But the natural man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit: of God: for they are foolishness unto him : neither 
can he know them, because they are spiritually discerned. | 

15 But he that is spiritual judgeth all things, yet he himself 
ig judged of no man. 

16 For who hath known the mind of the Lord, that he may 
instruct him? but we have the mind of Christ.

ANP I, brethren, could not speak unto you as unto spiri- 
tual, but as unto carnal, even as unto babes in Christ.

5 Who then is Pan], and who zs Apollos, but ministers by 
whom ye believed, even as the Lord gave to every man? 

6 [have planted, Apollos watered ; but God gave the in- 
crease. 

7 So then, ueither ts he that planteth any thing, neither he 
that watereth ; but God that giveth the increase. 

8 Now he that planteth and he that watereth are one: and 
every man shall receive his own reward accordmg to his own 
jabour. 

9 For we are labourers together with God : ye are God’s 
husbandry, ye are God's building. 

10 According to the grace of God which is given unto me, 
as a wise master builder, I have laid the foundation, and an- 
other buildeth thereon. But let every man take heed how he 
buildeth thereupon. 

11 For other foundation can no man lay shai that 1s laid, 
which is Jesus Christ. 

12 Now if any man build upon this foundation gold, silver, 
‘precious stones, wood, hay, stubble ; 

13 Every man’s work shall be made manifest : for the day 
shall declare it, because it shall be revealed by fire; and the 
fire shall try every man’s work of what sort it is. 

14 If any man’s work abide which he hath built ereup oe: 
he shall receive a reward: 

15 If any man’s work shall be burned, he shall suffer loss: 
but he himself shall be saved ; yet so as by fire. 

16 | Kuow ye not that ye are the temple of God, and that 
the Spirit of God dwelleth in you? 

17 If any man defile the temple of God, him shall God 
_ destroy ; for the temple of God is holy, which temple ye are. 

18 ¢ Let’ no man deceive himself. If any man among 
you seemeth to be wise in this world, let him become a fool, 
that he may be wise. 

19 For the wisdom of this words is foolishness with God. 
For it is written, He taketh the wise in their own craftiness.

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20 And again, The. Lord knoweth the thoughts of the wise, 
that they are vain.

2° Whether Paul, or Apollos, or Cephas, or the world, 
or life, or death, or things present, or ene to come ; all are 
your’s ;

CH ‘A P. XIII. 
1 All gifs, | how excellent soever, are nothing worth without 
charity. 4 The praises thereof. 
TOUGH I speak with the tongues of men and of angels, 
and have not charity, I am become as sounding brass, or 
a tinkling cymbal. 

2 And though I have the gift of prophecy,. and understand 
all mysteries, and all knowledge, and though I have all faith, 
so that I could remove mountains, and have not cherity, I am 
nothing.

6 After that he was seen of above five hundred brethren at 
oncé ; of whom the greater part remain unto this present, but 
some are fallen asleep. 

7 After that he was seen of James; then of all the 
apostles. 

8 And last of all he was seen of me also, as of one bor 
out of due time. | 

9 For I am the least of the apostles, that am not meet te 
be called an apostle, because I persecuted the church of 
God. 

10 But by the grace of God I am what I am: and his 
grace which was bestowed upon me was not in vain ; but I-la- 
boured more abundantly than they all: yet not I, but the 
grace of God which was with me. 

‘11 Therefore whether it were I or they, so we preach, and 
so ye believed. 

12 - ow if Christ be preached that be rose from the dead, 
how 
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how say 8ome among you that there is no resurrection of the 
dead ? 

18 But if there be no resurrection of the dead, then is 
Christ not risen : 

14 And if Christ be not risen, then és our preaching vain, 
and your faith 2s also vain. 

15 Yea, and we are found false witnesses of God; because 
we have testified of God that he raised up Christ: whom he 
raised not up, if so be that the dead rise not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, then is not Christ raised : 

17 And if Christ be not raised, your faith is vain; ye are 
yet in your sins. 

18 Then -they also which are fallen asleep i in Christ are 
perished. 

19 If in this life only we have hope m Christ, we are of 
all men most miserable. 

20 But now is Christ risen from the dead, and ‘becouse 
the first fruits of them that slept. ;

Let 
us eat and drink ; for to-morrow we die. 

33 Be not deceived: evil communications corrupt good 
manners. 

34 Awake to nghteousness, and sin not; for some have 
not the knowledge of God: I speak this to your shame. 

35 | Butsome man will say, How are the dead raised up? 
and with what body do they come? 

36 Thou fool, that which thou sowest is not quickened, © 
except it die: 

$7 And that which thee soweet, then sowest not that body 
that shall be, but bare grain, may chance of wheat, or of 
some other grain: 

38 But God giveth it a body as it = pleased him, and to 
every seed his owa body. 

39 All flesh zs not the same flesh: but here is one hind of 
flesh of men, another flesh of beasts, another of fishes, and 
another of birds. 

40 There are also celestial ae and bodies.terrestrial : 
but the glory of cee celastiul ts ome, and the e Every of the ter- 
restrial zs another. 

41 There is one glory of the sun, aud another glery of the 
moon, and another glory of the stars: for one star differeth 
from another star in glory. 

- 42 So also ts the resurrection of the dead. It is sowe in 
corraption ; ; it is raised in whcorreption :

44. Jt is sown a nataral body ; it is rated a spiritual bedy. 
There is a natural body, and there is a spirrtuel body. 

45 And so it is written, The first man Adam was made a 
living soul; the last Adam was madc a quick ning spirit. 

, 46 Howbeit 
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46 Howhbeit that was not Grst which is spiritual, but that 
which is natural; and afterward that which is spiritual. 

47 The first man ts of the earth, earthy: the second man 
ts the Lord from heaven.

50 Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood cannot

' 8 Weare troubled on every side, yet not distressed; we

; stroyed ; 

10 Always bearing about in the body the dying of the 
Lord Jesus, that the life also of Jesus might be made mani- 
fest in our body.

15 For whether we be beside vaunielics st 1s to God: or 
whether we be sober, st 2s for your cause. 

14 For the love of Christ constraineth us; because we 
thus judge, that if one died for all, then were all dead : 

15 And that he died for all, that they which live should 
not henceforth live unto themselves, but unto him which died 
for them, and rose again. 

16 Wherefore henceforth know we no man after the flesh : 
yea, though we have known Christ after the flesh, yet now 
henceforth know we fim no more.

Q As we said before, so sav [ now again, If any san preach 
any other gospel unto yuu, than iat ye have received, let him 
be accursed. 

10 For do I now persuade men, or God? or do I jaa 
to please men? for if I yet aaa men, I should not be the 
servant of Christ. 

11 q ButT certify you, beeihen, That the gospel which 
was preached of me is not after man. 

12 For I neither received it of man, neither was J taught 
jt, but by the revelation of Jesus Christ. 

1i4 . 4s Foy 
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- 18 For ye have heard of my conversation in time past in 
the Jews’ religion, how that beyond measure I persecuted the 
church of God, and wasted it : 

14 And profited in the Jews’ religion above many my 
equals in mine own nation, being more exceedingly zealous 
of the traditions of my fathers. 

15 But when it pleased God, who separated me from my 
mother’s womb, and called me by his grace, 

16 To reveal his Son in me, that I might preach him 
among the heathen; immediately I conferred not with flesh 
and blood : 

17 Neither went I up to Jerusalem to them which were 
apostles before me; but I went into Arabia, and returned 
again unto Damascus. 

18 Then after three years I went up to Jerusalem to see

10 I have confidence in you through the Lord, that ye will 
be none otherwise minded: but he that troubleth you shalt 
bear his judgment, whosoever he be. 

11 And I, brethren, if I yet preach circumcision, why 
do I yet suffer persecution? then is the offence of the cross 


12 I would they were even cut off which trouble you. 

13 For, brethren, ye have been called*unto liberty ; 
only use not liberty for an occasion to the flesh, but by love 
serve one another. 

14 For ‘all the law is fulfilled in one word, even in this; 
Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

15 But if ye bite and devour one another, take heed that 
ye be not consumed one of another. 

16 This I say then, Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall not 
fultil the lust of the flesh. 

17 For the flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and the Spirit 
against the flesh: and these are contrary the one to the other: 
so that ye cannot do the things that ye would. 

18 But if ye be led of the Spirit, ye are not under the

13 For neither they themselves who are circumcised, keep 
the law; but desire to have you circumcised, that they may

14 But God forbid that I should glory save in the cross of 
' our Lord Jesus Christ, by whom the world is crucified unto 
me, and I unto the world. 

‘15 For in Christ Jesus neither circumcision availeth ay 
thing, nor uncircumcision, but a new creature. 

16 And as many as walk according to this rule, peace de 
.on them, and mercy, and upon the Israel of God. . 

17 From henceforth let no man trouble me: for I bear 
mm my body the marks of the Lord Jesus.: 

18 Brethren, the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ be with 
your spirit.

PETER, an apostle of Jesus Christ, to the strangers 

scattered throughout Pontus, Galatia, Cappadosia, Asia, 
and Bythynia, 

2 Elect according to the foreknowledge of God the 
Father, through sanctification of the spirit, unto obedience, 
and sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ: grace unto you, 
and peace be multiplied. 

3 Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
which according to his abundant mercy hath begotten us 
again unto a lively hope by the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
from the dead, | . 

4 To an inheritance incorruptible and undefiled, and that 
fadeth not away, reserved in heaven for you, 

5 Who are kept by the power of God through faith unto 
salvation, ready to be revealed in the last time. 

6 Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though now for a season, if 
necd be, ye are in heaviness through manifold temptations : 

7 That the trial of your faith being much more precious 
than of gold that perisheth, though it be tried with fire, 
might be found unto praise and honour and glory at the ap- 
pearing of Jesus Christ : . 

8 Whom having not seen ye love ; in whom,. though now 
ye see Aum not, yet believing, ye rejoice with joy unspeakable 
and full of glory : | 

9 Receiving the end of your faith, even the salvation of 
your souls. 

10 © Of 
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10 & Of which salvation the prophets have enquired and 
searched diligently, who prophesied of the grace that should 
came unto you; 

11 Searching , what or what manner of time the Spirit of 
Christ which was in them did signify, when it testified 
beforehand the sufferings of Christ, and the glory that should

18 Forasmuch as ye know that ye were not redeemed with 
corruptible things, as silver and gold, from your vain conver- 
sation received ‘by tradition from your fathers ; 

19 But with the precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb 
without blemish and without spot : 

20 Who verily was fore-ordained before the foundation of 
the world, but was manifest in these last times for you, 

21 Who by him do believe in God that raised him up 
from the dead, and gave him glory, that your faith and hope 
might be in God. 

22 Seeing ye have enti your souls in obeying the truth 
through the spirit unto unfcigned love of the brethren, see 
that ye love one another with a pure heart fervently : 

23 Being bora again, not of corruptible seed, but of

24 For all flesh ts as grass, and all the glory of man as the 
flower of grass.

well, and suffer for it, ye take it palicnty , this ¢s acceptable 
with God. 

21 For even hereunto were ye called, because Chnist 
also suffered for us, leaving us an example, that ye should 
follow his steps : 

22 Who did no sin, neither was guile found in his 
mouth: 

23 Who, when he was reviled, reviled not again; when 
le suffered, he threatened not; but committed Asmse//'to him 
that judgeth righteously : 

24 Who his own self bare our sins in his own body ow
